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IVORY CARVINGS 


HossBiEs has learned, through the 
kindness of Mrs. Ernest Hackley, of 
the exquisite assortment of ivory ar- 
ticles collected by Mrs. Juliet Bertran 
of Hollywood, Calif. Among her treas- 
ures are eight of the intricately carved 
ivory balls, recently noted in HOBBIES, 
two large Tiffany screens inlaid with 
ivory and mother-of-pearl, besides an 
ivory bridge with its carved elephants 
graduating in size with the curve of 
the ivory tusk. 

When Mrs. Hackley’s notes arrived, 
Isobel Gordon, HoBBIES’ staff member 
did a little reflecting and dug around 
into her files for more notes on ivory 
work. Forthwith she dug up an old 
copy of one of the publications of the 
British Museum and came up with an 
interesting chapter on the early his- 
tory of this interesting art medium. 
We present the high spots of the 
article here for the benefit of those 
collectors, and particularly the deal- 
ers, who constantly are picking up 
odd and interesting examples of this 
fine medium of the sculptor’s art. 

“Ivory has been a favorite material 
for sculpture in all ages; and whether 
obtained from the tusk of the mam- 
moth or elephant or from the teeth 
of the walrus or the sperm whale, 
has tempted the carver by its dur- 
ability and by that closeness of grain 
which renders it eminently suitable 
for work of fine detail. Long before 
the beginning of history, the inha- 
bitants of the French caves were able 
to carve ivory with figures of animals, 
and every great. civilization in _ its 

turn, ancient Egyptian, Assyrian, My- 
cenean, Greek, Etruscan, and Roman 
has left carvings in this material. 
We are here concerned only with 
ivories later than the Christian Era. 

“The principal objects made of 
carved ivory at the beginning of the 
period were caskets, (small boxes or 
chests for jewelry and other small 
objects), and writing-tablets opening 
like books, coated with wax on the 
inner sides to receive inscription writ- 
ten with a stylus. The former had 
been chiefly employed in pagan time 
for ladies’ jewels, but also to contain 
the grains of incense for the altar; 
these were now made to serve as 
pyxes or as reliquaries. From the 
writing-tablets were derived larger 
and more ornate tablets for use on 
special occasions, of which the consu- 
lar diptychs were the most remark- 
able. These diptychs were sent by 
consuls to important personages as a 
formal notification of their accession 
to office, much as rings were distri- 
buted by sergeants-at-law in England, 
and the usage was continued until the 
abolition of the consulship in A.D. 
541. Many consular diptychs were 
afterwards preserved in churches and 
inscribed with lists of bishops, bene- 
factors, saints, and martyrs, or pray- 
ers to be recited during services. 
Sometimes, especially in the case of 
the large composite type each leaf of 


which was formed of five separate 
pieces, they were adapted for use as 
covers for the book of the Gospels. 
In the latest development of the dip- 
tych the old practice was reversed 
and the interior surfaces were carved 
while the exterior surfaces were left 
plain. Diptychs of this kind were 
made simply as aids to devotion, and 
were the commonest form produced in 
the Middle Ages, though writing tab- 
lets lined with wax continued to be 
used until paper became generally ac- 
cessible. But in addition to caskets, 
tablets, and their derivatives, Chris- 
tian artists introduced forms hitherto 
unused. The most conspicuous of these 
was the pastoral staff which either 
in the form of the corzier or the Tau- 
cross, was, from the eleventh century 
onward, often made of ivory, while 
in the earlier centuries of the Middle 
Ages the elaborately-carved combs 
used for combing the hair of high 
ecclesiastics before celebrating the 
mass were usually made of the same 
material. About the same _ period, 
small ivory situlae, or buckets for 
holding holy water, were also made. 
Horns of ivory, known as oliphants, 
were produced in considerable num- 
bers_between the tenths and twelfth 
centuries, the character of their orna- 
mentation, which generally consists 
of animals and monsters within scrolls 
pointed in many cases to an oriental 
origjn. Some were converted into reli- 
quaries.. Others were as tenure-horns, 
a most interesting example being the 
horn of Ulphus, preserved in York 
Cathedral. The handles of flabella, or 
fans, originally intended to keep away 
flies, but later used ceremonially, were 
also carved of ivory. Crucifixes of 
ivoyx_were made in the middle Ages, 
but very few have survived to our 
time, the majority of ivory figures of 
Christ upon the cross dating from the 
sixteenth century or later. For secu- 
lar purposes, the Middle Ages used 
ivory occasionally for the matrices of 
seals, and constantly for chessmen, 
draughtsmen, the writing-tablets al- 
ready mentioned, the cases of circular 
portable mirrors, and for jewel cas- 
kets. The ivory cups and flagons with 
figures in high relief were made in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies; in the latter century ivory 
was employed for a host of small or-

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namental objects such as snuff-boxes 

and graters. 

“In the Early Christian Period 
carving in ivory was practiced in all 
the wealthier provinces of the Roman 
and Byzantine Empires. In Italy, the 
principal centers from the fourth to 
the sixth century were Rome, Milan, 
and Ravenna, but Ravenna was espe- 
cially dependent upon the art of the 

Christian East, where, in Egypt, 

Syria, Asia Minor, and Constantino- 

ple, large number of ivories with reli- 

gious subjects were produced. Many 
of these found their way into Western 

Europe during the dark period of the 

seventh and eighth centuries, when 

the Teutonic invasions submerged the 
old Roman civilization, and indigenous 
art meant little more than simple deco- 
rative design. They were imported by 
merchants and pilgrims, like the more 
numerous illuminated manuscripts, 
and were preserved principally in 
monasteries. In Merovington and early 

Anglo-Saxon times, the effect which 

they produced upon art was compara- 

tively small; but the Carlovingian Re- 
naissance revealed their importance, 
and they were then imitated by the 
monastic artists working in the great 
abbeys of the Frankish Empire. The 
illuminated manuscripts of the Irish 
and Anglo-Saxons found a place by 
the side of these more ancient models, 
for the monasteries of the British 
Isles had a great reputation for learn- 
ing both in art and letters, and were 
in advance of those upon the Con- 
tinent. About A. D. 800, when in 
Italy, as a result of Lombard rule, 
sculpture had sunk to the lowest 
level, and in the Byzantine Empire 
development was checked by the icono- 
clastic dispute, ivory carving revived 
with the other arts in the North of 
France and the adjacent parts of 
Europe, which formed the nucleus of 
Charlemagne’s dominion; and as mon- 
umental sculpture was at the time 
practically non-existent, this diminu- 
tive work possesses an exceptional im- 
portance for the history of art. The 
style of the Carlovingian ivories be- 
trays the sources from which their 
inspiration was derived; and in the 
scenes chosen, the grouping of the fig- 
ures, and the treatment of features or 
drapery we can trace the influences of 
early Christian Byzantine, and British 

originals. The Carlovingian Revival 

lasted more than a hundred years, and 

during its flourishing period the arts 

were fostered in the great monasteries 

of Rheims, Metz, Corbie, Echternach, 

Reichenau, St. Gall and others. But 

in spite of differences of style which 

in some cases allow us to assign 

groups of ivories to certain centers, 

and especially a definite group to Metz, 

there is a certain general likeness 

which gives to all these works some- 

thing of a cosmopolitan character. 

This may partly be explained by the 

manner in which the monastic artist 
moved from place to place at the bid- 
ding of his superiors. 

“In the tenth century, while Italy 
still remained in darkness, and 
France, distracted by internal trou- 
bles, only produced degenerate work 
in the Carlovingian’ manner, there 
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was a new revival in Germany, partly 
due to the stable government of the 
Saxon emperors, partly to more direct 
relations with Constantinople. 

“At the close of the tenth century, 
when the Otto occupied the Imperial 
throne in the West, the products of 
the second period of Byzantine art, 
which began after the close of the 
iconoclastic dispute, now found their 
way to the North-West and their in- 
fluence is very perceptible in German 
work. But imitiation did not result 
in slavish copies, and the various 
schools of German ivory carvers be- 
tween the tenth and twelfth centuries 
are characterized by an individual 
treatment, creating what may almost 
be described as a national, if ungrace- 
ful style. Byzantine versions of sacred 
subjects were adopted; but the work 
was marked with an obviously West- 
ern stamp. The principal centres of 
the art were in the old towns of the 
Rhine; but one group of ivories may 
perhaps point to the existence of a 
Saxon school, for the panel in the 
Trivulzi collection at Milan, repre- 
senting the Emperor Otto I and his 
family at the feet of Christ, is exe- 
cuted in a style which became char- 
acteristic. By the second half of the 
twelfth century the art of carving in 
ivory seems to have fallen into abe- 
yance, the latest examples being the 
panels mounted in the fine enamelled 
reliquaries made at this period upon 
the Rhine. But they were often of 
no particular merit, and unworthy of 
the fine metal-work with which they 
were associated. 

“It has been mentioned that Anglo- 
Saxon and Irish art, especially that 
of the illuminated manuscripts, ex- 
erted a considerable influence in the 
Frankish Empire. Long after the 
time of the famous early missionaries 
like Saint Columba, numerous monks 
from our islands continued to live in 
Continental monasteries, some of 
which had been founded by the mis- 
sionaries or by their disciples. Rela- 
tions between such monasteries and 
Great Britain were maintained after 
the time of Charlemagne, and the con- 
nection was especially close in the case 
of St. Gall. In the mother country 
itself ivory carvings were produced in 
the pre-Norman period, marked by as 
strong an individuality as any made 
upon the Continent. 

“In the second half of the tenth 
and the early part of the eleventh 
centuries, the Arabs attained great 
skill in ivory carving, especially in 
Spain, where they produced inscribed 
caskets ornamented with enamels and 
acanthus designs in high relief. Most 
of these are preserved in Spain and 
France, where they have usually 
served as reliquaries, but there is an 
exceedingly fine example in the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum. The oli- 
phants which came into Europe about 
the same time are considered to be 
partly Oriental, partly Byzantine, and 
partly early Western copies of these 
two classes. It was at this time, be- 
tween the ninth and twelfth centuries, 
that Byzantine ivories reached their 
highest perfection. The ninth cen- 
tury was still affected by the disloca- 


tion of religious art caused by icono- 
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clasm, and much of its work was of 
a secular characcer, consisting of cas- 
kets of classicai subjects, or subjects 
in a pseudo-classicai style probably 
copied from antique silver plate and 
from manuscripts. 

“But from the close of the century 
religious subjects again predominat- 
ed, and a large number of diptychs 
and triptychs, or simple leaves from 
these are to be seen in European 
collections, many having been carried 
away from Constantinople after the 
sack of the city by the Crusaders in 
A. D. 1204. The best Byzantine work 
dates from the period of two hundred 
and fifty years preceding this event, 
and two fine examples, a reliquary 
at Cortona, and the central panel 
from a triptych at Paris, are dated 
by the names of the Emperors men- 
tioned in their inscriptions, the first 
referring to Nicephorus Phocas (A. 
D. 963-968), the second to Ro- 
manus IV and his wife Endocia (A. 
D. 1068—1071). After the Latin in- 
terregnum, there was a certain re- 
vival of the arts under the Palaeolo- 
gi, and some hold that even in the last 
century of the Empire meritorius im- 
itations of the earlier work were 
manufactured. The carvings of the 
best period (tenth and eleventh cen- 
turies) are marked by a singular re- 
finement of execution and by the 
most delicate finish. The treatment 
of the human figure is by no means 
so stiff or so stereotyped as it was 
once customary to suppose; the ex- 
tremities are often well rendered, 
and the draperies fall into natural 
and simple folds. It is clear that the 
Hellenistic and Greaco-Roman tra- 
ditions continued to influence the 
artists; and though the conventions 
of religious art still imposed a cer- 
tain uniformity, the attitudes are 
just and the faces often expressive. 
In the delicacy of its modelling and 
the almost classic excellence of its 
drapery a reaily fine Byzantine ivory 
carving can be compared with noth- 
ing but the best work of the French 
carvers in the thirteenth century. 
Elongated figures and stiff, awk- 
ward gestures belong to the later 
part of the period, or to the inferior 
workshops, for objects in such great 
demand as devotional ivories cannot 
all have been executed by artists of 
repute. Where decorative designs 
are introduced, as sometimes on the 
backs, the influence of the East, 
notably of Persia, is apparent. Archi- 
tecture plays a less prominent part 
than in the ivories made in the 
Christian East in the fifth and sixth 
centuries; single figures of saints 
are not so frequent between columns 
surmounted by arched niches, though 
canopies, often in openwork, are 
placed over whole groups; the scale 
of the figures and of the panels 
themselves is generally smaller. The 
large panels used for diptychs and 
book covers have disappeared, and 
are replaced for the most part by 
diptychs and triptychs made for 
purely devotional purposes, with sub- 
jects almost entirely derived from 
the lives of Christ and the Virgin, 
or figures and busts of the saints.

Old Testament subjects seem to have 
survived chiefly upon the caskets 
made about the iconoclastic period. 

“Like the artists of the Western 
Middle Ages the Byzantine carvers 
were in the habit of coloring and 
gilding their work, though not, per- 
haps, to the same extent. 

In the Romanesque period (rough- 
ly, the eleventh and twelfth centur- 
ies), which includes the Norman per- 
iod in England, ivories are no longer 
so important for the history of art 
as they had been during the pre- 
ceding two centuries. At that time 
monumental sculpture was almost 
unknown, and the diminutive carv- 
ings teach us almost all that is to be 
learned as to the condition of plastic 
art in Europe. But with the eleventh 
century the churches and cathedrals 
began to receive a rich decoration 
of sculptured reliefs. Sculptors of 
ability now devoted themselves to 
‘work on the larger scale, and as the 
number of surviving ivory carvings 
of this period is comparatively smaw, 
it is to be presumed that the in- 
creased opportunities offered in this 
new field caused a certain neglect 
of the minor art. As the period ad- 
vanced, the ivory carvers fell more 
and more into a dependent position, 
for the monastery workshops in 
which they had learned their craft 
were training sculpture to adorn 
the tympana and facades of churches; 
the great popularity now enjoyed by 
the artistic metal-work, especially 
that decorated with enamels at 
Limoges, on the Meuse, and on the 
Rhine, doubtless tended to the same 
result. 

“By the end of the eleventh cen- 
tury a distinct tendency to original- 
ity of treatment begins to be mani- 
fested, and where subject in general 
conforms to Byzantine requirements, 
details of costume or physiognomy 
attest the reawakening of an origi- 
nal Western art. The ivories used 
to heighten the effect of Rhenish 
enamelled reliquaries of the late 
twelfth century are of inferior merit, 
and must have been almost commer- 
cial products. Some Romanesque 
ivories assigned to France, though 
less ugly, manifest a tendency to 
over-elaboration and excess of orna- 
ment. If the fine Tau-Cross found 
at Alcester was made in England be- 
fore the Conquest, it attests a re- 
markable artistic sense in Britain, 
the existence of which is confirmed 
by the fine miniatures of the Win- 
chester school of illuminators. Where 
ornamental motives are employed to 
cover the whole surface, we find a 
free use of the intricate scroll de- 
signs, popular in greater sculpture, 
in the convolutions of which men and 
animals are contained. Examples of 
this are to be seen in the comb il- 
lustrated. Animals and monsters, 
alone or confronted and clearly de- 
rived from Oriental art, recall the 
ornamentation of the oliphants; and 
the draughtsmen are carved with 
figure subjects, historical, Biblical, 
or mythological, and monstrous sym-

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THE ENDICOTTS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


During the second decade of the 
19th Century, lithography was a 
new medium, in the United States as 
in Europe, and many artists exper- 
imented with it. So when George En- 
dicott, a painter who worked in Bal- 
timore from 1820 to 1830 met Moses 
Swett, newly arrived from Boston, 
who had learned lithography there 
from the Pendletons, they formed a 
partnership. In 1830 they advertised 
in the “Baltimore Patriot and Mer- 
cantile Advertiser” their “Graphic 
Hall Studio”, with Mr. Swett re- 
sponsible for “Lithography and De- 
sign”, Mr. Endicott for “Fancy 
Painting, Military Standards, Ma- 
sonic Banners, Signs, Transpar- 
encies, Window- Blinds, Brushes, 
Glass Painting”, “Engraving, Por- 
traits, Landscapes, Vignettes, Certi- 
ficates, Business and Visiting cards” 
also listed. This wide field was very 
shortly narrowed, and they specializ- 
ed in lithography, to order and as 
independent publishers. 

Baltimore, however, was not a 
good location, and they moved to 
New York, opening a shop at 111 
Nassau Street in 1831. This was so 
successful that they took larger 
quarters at 359 Broadway in 1834. 
Their first lithographs were, natur- 
ally, of Maryland subjects, a “Bat- 
tle of North Point” and three plates 
of scenes along the then very new 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad near 
Baltimore for the “Methodist Pro- 
testant Magazine’s” 1831 issues, 
which are among our earliest rail- 
road prints. But they soon began to 
issue a wide range of prints, from 
the rare and important folio racing 
scene “Columbus and Sally Miller, 
Central Track, May 14th, 1830”, to 
a series of amusing and brightly col- 
ored small folio cartoons, published 
by J. N. Toy and W. R. Lucas in 1830. 
There are several portraits, Andrew 
Jackson, Charles Carroll, Henry 
Clay, an early one dated 1832, and 
an 1835 William Henry Harrison, 
also rather early. Endicott & Swetts’ 
sentimental ladies, “The Pride of 
New York” and “The Pride of Vir- 
ginia” are among the first of a long 
series by many American litho- 


graphers, and there are two rare 
New York views,’ “Washington 
Hotel, Broadway, New York, 1833” 
and the “Institute at Flushing” after 
T. H. Wharton, Their other unusual 
title include a “Baptising Scene 
Near the White Fort, Hudson Riv- 
er”, published by James Van Valken- 
burg in large and medium folio sizes, 
both rare, and “The Irving Dinner 
at the City Hall, May 30, 1832.” 

About 1837, Swett began publish- 
ing some prints under his own name 
and in 1839 he withdrew from the 
partnership. George Endicott carried 
on alone until 1844, when he was 
joined by his younger brother Wil- 
liam. Although the productions of 
the. early firm included the pictures 
of current events and personages and 
sentimental prints which were to 
make Nathaniel Currier successful, 
the Endicotts stayed out of this field. 
On the whole, their output suffers 
from its lack of the light touch, but 
they were among the first to adopt 
quantity production methods, and 
their work shows a high, if rather 
too uniform quality. They employed 
competent and even talented litho- 
graphers, including John H. Bufford, 
later to have his own very successful 
business in Boston. He worked for 
the partners and Endicott between 
1835 and 1841, and did the fine and 
rare “Edwin Forrest, The Celebrated 
Trotter; Painted by Steward Wat- 
son” and “Miss. Waters”, a popular 
actress of the period. The high 
quality of Endicott’s ‘work is shown 
by several prints published by 
Goupil & Co., art dealers of New 
York and Paris, who had the great 
majority of their prints lithographed 
in Europe, because the American 
work was not up to their standard. 
One of these is the fine buffalo 
group, “The Herd on the Move”, 
“painted and drawn by J. W. Hayes” 
of 1862, extra large folio. 

George Endicott followed the lead 
of his competitors by issuing a ser- 
ies of portraits of the first eleven 
presidents, after William Ball. He 
and William also continued the long 
series of town and city views which 
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include the finest of the firm’s pro- 
ductions. ‘Salem, Massachusetts, 
1854”, Manhattanville, N. Y., 1844” 
and the two views of Rockland Lake, 
one a very fine Winter scene, are 
from paintings by J. W. Hill, one of 
the important landscape artists of 
the period, and most of them are 
“printed in tints” or lithotints, soft 
and rich in coloring. The three views 
of the New York Post Office “Ar- 
ranged by John. Lorimer Graham, 
Esqr., Post-Master” show the broth- 
ers’ close attention to detail. They 
also issued the seven medium folio 
prints in the “Army Portfolio”, Mex- 
ican War scenes by Capt. D. P. 
Whiting. 

In 1848, George Endicott died, and 
the business was carried on by Wil- 
liam until his death in 1851. Then 
George’s son, Francis Endicott, with 
Francis Mills, formed Endicott—Co., 
which continued in business until 
1848. William Endicott’s few years 
as head of the firm showed that he 
‘was fully as enterprising as his 
brother. His rare “21st Annual 
Fair, Castle Garden, October 1848, 
Showing the Interior of Castle 
Garden”, “Sketched by C. Parsons, 
Ptd. and Pub. at the Fair by Wm. 
Endicott” is an ingenious piece of 
advertising. Also it introduces one 
of our greatest American lithograph- 
ers, Charles Parsons, who was to 
continue with the house for many 
years. 

Parsons was an Englishman who 
came to this country in 1830, and 
was apprenticed to George Endicott. 
His specialty was ships, and it is 
significant that the rival firm of 
Currier & Ives “borrowed” him for 
most of their fine and important 
clipper ship prints, and some others 
as well. For the Endicotts, he did the 
clipper ships “Nightingale” and 
“Racer”, the steamers “Great East- 
ern”, “General Washington”, “At- 
lantic’? and most or all of their 
thirty-two other steamers, as well as 
a series of ninety Civil War gun- 
boats, monitors and other warships, 
and two fine views of the battle be- 
tween the Monitor and the Merri- 
mac. His other prints include “De- 
troit, Michigan”, “West Point’, 
“City of San Francisco From Rincon 
Point”, “Howard Hotel, Broadway”, 
“The Hudson River” and an unusual 
and important “View of Culebra or 
the Summit, Terminus of the Pana- 
ma Rail Road in December 1859”. 

In 1857, another important litho- 
grapher, John B. Batchelder, did a 
series of eleven medium folio views 
of New England cities and towns for 
Endicott & Co. Other Endicott prints 
worth mention are “San Francisco, 
California, 1849,” 32x13%, which was 
issued three times, with the litho- 
grapher’s and publisher’s imprint, 
without any imprint, and with the 
name of the artist, Henry Firks, and 
forty-six marginal references added, 
and the two views of St. Paul, Minn. 
in 1853 and 1856. Their serious 
bent did not lead them to publish 
many sporting prints, but “Hamble- 
tonian” after J. A. Certal of 1865 is 
a fine Chromo; and “The Shed, 
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Stable Scenes No. 1”, and “Standard 
American 'l'rout Flies,” both adver- 
tisements are also fine. Also two of 
our finest and rarest game bird 
prints, the untitled quail and wood- 
cock subjects, issued without im- 
prints, are attributed to Tait and 
Endicott. 

It is very evident that the Endi- 
cott catalogue has a much narrower 
range than those of the rival Currier 
and Kellogg houses, and their stand- 
ard of excellence is not quite as high 
as that of Sarony or Duval. Also, 
they cannot have issued their prints 
in large editions, since most of those 
mentioned are scarce or rare. But 
their contributions to American 
lithography, and to American his- 
tory in lithographs, are important, 
and their prints are of uniform high 
quality, so that they deserve more 
attention from Collectors than they 
have had.

Letters Patent No. 92,379, dated July 6, 1869 

“,.. This invention relates to improvements in the 
construction of rocking chairs, with air-blowing 
attachments, having for its object to provide a 
stand or base for the support of a bellows, with 
tracks or rails, on which the rockers, which are 
fixed close to the seat, may work, instead of on 
the floor; also to provide an arrangement whereby 
the parts may be readily detached for storage or 
packing in compact form; and also an improved 
arrangement of parts, whereby the bellows is oper- 
ated, all as hereinafter specified...

Specification of Letters Patent No. 11,942, dated Novem-

In the rural neighborhood in 
which I grew up, there was a man 
with an inventive turn of mind whose 
output included two items on the 
rather ludicrous side. His wife com- 
bined the hobbies of raising flowers 
and also chickens, a combination that 
is conflicting unless handled just 
right.

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by STEPHEN FASSETT 


A MySsTERY CONCERNING JOSEPHINE JACOBY 
AND THE Rigoletto Quartet 


On February 13, 1912, Enrico Car- 
uso, Luisa Tetrazzini and Pasquale 
Amato took part in recording a new 
version of the celebrated Quartet from 
Rigoletto that was to remain unpub- 
lished in this country for more than 
twenty years. When it was finally 
issued, in a limited edition sponsored 
by The International Record Collec- 
tor’s. Club (IRCC), the name of the 
contralto was given on the label as 
Josephine Jacoby. Interest in this 
strangely neglected recording was 
reawakened only a few months ago 
when it appeared as part of the fourth 
release in Victor’s Heritage Series. 
About that time, William H. Seltsam, 
secretary of IRCC, was discussing 
with Mme. Jacoby the re-recordings 
of two of her forty-two year old cyl- 
inders that IRCC was then preparing 
for release, and happened to mention 
the new vinylite pressing of the Rigo- 
letto Quartet recording which she had 
made for Victor in company with 
Caruso, Tetrazzini and Amato. He 
was considerably taken aback when 
the retired contralto not only denied 
having taken part in any such re- 
cording, but stated emphatically that 
never in her life had she even met 
Amato! Yet when reminded of the 
fact that Amato had been the bari- 
tone in a recording of the Lucia Sex- 
tet in which she herself remembered 
singing the contralto part, she ad- 
mitted doubtfully that “he might have 
sung with us.” (Of course, there is 
no “might have” about it; Amato 
was the baritone on that occasion.) 
Still, she insisted that the only re- 
cording of the Quartet she had ever 
made was the regularly published one 
with Bori, McCormack and Werren- 
rath. 

Feeling somewhat confused, and 
realizing that singers are, after all, 
notorious for having unreliable mem- 
ories for this sort of information, Mr. 
Seltsam decided to write to Victor to 
check their files, and offered to play 
the recording in question for Mme. 
Jacoby on his next trip to New York. 

Victor soon replied that an exam- 
ination of their serial book showed 
that Josephine Jacoby was most cer- 
tainly listed as the contralto in the 
performance of the Quartet from 
Rigoletto which had been recorded in 
their laboratories on February 13, 


1912, with Tetrazzini, Caruso and 
Amato as the other singers. This 
information served to make Mme. 
Jacoby all the more eager to hear the 
record. What happened when it was 
played for her, I shall let Mr. Selt- 
sam describe in his own words: 

“She listened with rapt attention. 
Not until the few solo bars near the 
end comes the first chance to get a 
good impression of the contralto. When 
she heard them she immediately shook 
her head and declared emphatically 
that it was not her voice and not her 
style, adding: ‘I wonder why they put 
my name on the label?’” 

Well, there you are. This time I 
refuse to stick my neck out by draw- 
ing any conclusions whatsoever. Now 
that you have the evidence, such as 
itis, you are welcome to decide for 
yourselves. All I want to say is that 
no matter who sang the contralto 
part, there is no doubt about the iden- 
tity of the other artists. Who but 
Caruso could have sung the Duke’s 
phrases so thrillingly!

Different Takes of Edison 
Discs and How to 
Distinguish Them 


Frederick Summerill, that staunch 
appreciator and keen student of 
Edison Diamond Discs, was going 
over his collection to weed out dupli- 
cates when he discovered, in com- 
paring one against the other, that 
many performances exist in differ- 
ent takes. In other words, here, as 
with so many Victor records, the 
artist made several recordings of the 
same selection which, when issued, 
bore the same number (both regular 
and serial) and were not openly dis- 
tinguished from one another. How- 
ever, in the case of the cumbersome 
Edison discs, my friend Summerill 
found that the different versions of 
the same selection recorded by the 
same singer were distinguished from 
each other, the different masters 
having been marked with the letters 
of the alphabet. Thus the first 
master would be identified with an 
“A”, the second with a “B” and so 
on. (Would that other vompanies 
had been as forthright and syste-

matic!) To ascertain whether any 
two Edison Diamond Discs of the 
same selection by the same artist 
were pressed from the same master 
or from different masters, one has 
only to scrutinize the records them- 
selves to find positive proof. What 
could be simpler? 
During a conversation on the sub- 
ject, Summerill, catalogue in hand, 
cited numerous examples of these 
multiple recordings he had uncovered 
by comparing what he thought were 
duplicates, and from the roughly 
pencilled notes I took at the time, 
I have prepared the following list:

A Short Outline of Phonograph 
History 


How many of you record collectors 
are familiar with ABC’s of phono- 
graph history? If you feel shaky on 
this subject, I can now recommend a 
twenty-two page mimeographed 
pamphlet entitled THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF THE PHONOGRAPH IN 
AMERICA as the first step towards 
knowledge of a subject that grows 
more and more fascinating the deep- 
er one delves into its complexities. 
The author, Allen G. Debus, is a grad- 
uate assistant in the History Depart- 
ment of Indiana University. Origi- 
nally he wrote the pamphlet as a 
term paper. “While it contains lit- 
tle in any new material”, he writes, 
“IT was careful to muse primary 
sources of information whenever 
possible and to include the funda- 
mental facts of the phonograph in- 
dustry that beginners should be ac- 
quainted with.” 

For all his brevity (the pages are 
mimeographed on one side only), I 
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do not feel that Mr. Debus has omit- 
ted anything really essential to an 
elementary work of this kind. His is 
a straightforward, factual outline of 
the history of the phonograph and 
the phonograph industry from Edi- 
sons’ original invention of 1877 up 
to and slightly beyond the advent of 
electrical recording in 1925. The 
sources of information are given in 
a 2% page bibliography, so that any 
one interested in going more thor- 
oughly into the subject will find an 
excellent reading list to help him on 
his ‘way. (Note—This pamphlet may 
be obtained from the author for the 
sum of 50c.

SYLVESTER Louis OsSSMAN, “The Banjo King” Il 


By ULYSSES (JIM) WALSH 


_ The 1903 issue of B. M. G., the Eng- 

lish musical magazine from which I 
quoted last month, contained the mu- 
sic of Vess L. Ossman’s famous “Dixie 
Medley.” Oddly enough, when Ossman 
recorded the composition for Victor 
two years later, it was called “Turkey 
in the Straw Medley,” and probably 
was the great banjoist’s best selling 
record. On the other hand, when Fred 
Van Eps made records of the same 
number for many other companies, he 
called it “Dixie Medley,” as ‘The 
Banjo King” had done in the begin- 
ning. 

A few other items in B. M. G. are 
of enough interest to be touched on 
here. Despite Vess Ossman’s fame as 
a banjo player, he is seldom thought 
of as a composer, but Clifford Essex 
advertised several of Vess’s original 
numbers, including “Favorite March,” 
“Dixie Medley,” ‘“Cupid’s Arrow 
(Polka de Concert),” “Leisure Mo- 
ments (Gavotte de Concert),” ‘Hot 
Foot Sue,” ‘“Wheelmen’s March,” 
“White Huzzars Two-Step” and “Hon- 
olulu Cakewalk.” Also included were 
advertisements of several mandolin 
solos written by the famous early 
American recording artist, Samuel 
Siegel; Siegel’s “Book of Special Man- 
dolin Studies,” and a book of banjo 
studies by Ossman’s associate, Parke 
Hunter. 

Two other notes concerned Mr. Oss- 
man’s triumphal visit. One said, “Mr. 
Vess Ossman has long ago landed in 
New York. His appearance before 
His Majesty the King was a grand 
finale to his English visit.” And un- 
der the head of “B. M. G. Clubs and 
Orchestras,” the magazine’s publisher, 
Clifford Essex, wrote: ‘When Vess 
Ossman was over here we had two 
or three banjo evenings at my studio, 
and nothing was more appreciated 
than what Vess called ‘the club,’ which 
consisted of about eight or ten banjos, 
including Charlie Rogers, Joe Morley, 
Burt Earle, myself, and Ossman. The 
latter had a wonderful way of binding 
the whole together by a rhythmical 
marking of the bass string. Needless 
to say we did not play ‘classics,’ but 
I can answer for such numbers as 
‘Smoky Mokes,’ ‘Whistling Rufus,’ 
‘Mosquito Parade,’ ‘Rolf’s Two-Step,’ 
‘Dixie Medley,’ ‘Favorite March, etc., 
for any who care to try the experi- 
ment.” 

I have already quoted from the 
June, 1904, issue of the Columbia 
Record. In October, 1904, the same 
magazine published an article, ““No 
Reproduction Better Than That of the 
Banjo,” in which this comment was 
made: “It is generally conceded that 
no instrument comes out a grapho- 
phone better than the banjo. Mr. 
Vess L. Ossman, whose records are 





known wherever the graphophone is 
used, is no doubt one of the finest and 
most accomplished players in the 
world. An accomplished London ban- 
joist once said, after hearing Mr. 
Ossman play, that he was _ sorely 
tempted to give up trying to play the 
banjo, and that he thought seriously 
of going home and burning up his 
instrument. No collection of grapho- 
phone records is complete without a 
few specimens of Mr. Ossman’s won- 
derful records. Try ‘Rag Time Med- 
ley’—cylinder No. 3830—or ‘Tell Me, 
Pretty Maiden’ — disc No. 255 — and 
you will be certain to order others. 
They are the best banjo records—all 
of them—that have ever been and 
are a surprise to those who haven’t 
heard them.” And in June, 1905, this 
house organ said: “Vess L. Ossman’s 
banjo records have made him famous 
from one end of the world to the 
other. Ossman is the greatest banjo 
soloist who has ever played for talk- 
ing machine.” These quotations help 
to explain the great popularity the 
Banjo King enjoyed. The banjo was 
not only an enormously popular in- 
strument, but it recorded so well that 
something of the player’s individual- 
ity and personal traits could be de- 
tected by the casual listener. 

Meanwhile, in 1904, Mr. Ossman, 
who was a hard worker as well as an 
accomplished artist, not satisfied with 
doing solo work and playing accom- 
paniments for singers, had formed the 
Ossman Banjo Trio. (He had al- 
ready made duets with Parke Hunter.) 
Here is the comment of the New 
Phonogram on the trio’s first Edison 
cylinder, “I’ve Got a Feelin’ For 
You”: “Another novel feature of the 
November-December list. It is a ban- 
jo trio played by Messrs. Ossman, 
Hunter and Farmer. Beyond ques- 
tion this is one of the best banjo re- 
cords ever made. Even those who do 
not ordinarily care for the music of 
this instrument cannot fail to like 
this record.” As an owner of that 
ancient Edison cylinder, I can endorse 
this statement! 

Then came that all-time Ossman 
best-seller which I have already men- 
tioned, Victor 4424, “Turkey in the 
Straw Medley.” It included Vess’s 
arrangement of “Dixie,” “Arkansaw 
Traveler,” ‘“Sailor’s Hornpipe” and 
“Turkey in the Straw,” and created 
a sensation, although in the original 
recording the sound of the banjo was 
considerably impaired by the too loud 
orchestral accompaniment. When Vic- 
tor brought out double faced records, 
the medley was re-made.with a piano 
accompaniment and listed as No. 16390. 
It stayed in the catalog, selling consis- 
tently, until after electric recording 
was introduced. Several other early 
Ossman records, such as the tuneful 
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LLOYD G. KELLEY

“Peter Piper,” also were re-made 
with piano support. 

In 1906, Vess came through with 
another innovation—the Ossman-Dud- 
ley Trio, consisting of himself as 
banjoist, and two other talented play- 
ers, one a master of the mandolin 
and the other of the harpguitar. The 
guitar player may have been Roy 
Butin or it could have been Parke 
Hunter, who could play just about 
anything. The mandolinist must have 
been named Dudley, but I’ve never 
been able to find out WHAT Dudley. 
At one time I suspected the late S. H. 
Dudley, the Hayden Quartet baritone, 
but he assured me it wasn’t he. That 
there was a “Mr. Dudley” is shown 
by the Edison cylinder list for De- 
cember, 1910, in which “The Entrance 
of Topsy” scene from “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” is listed by Len Spencer and 
Company. The cast of characters 
includes “Messrs. Ossman and Dud- 
ley” as banjo players. I asked Mrs. 
Mulligan, Mr. Ossman’s daughter, if 
she knew anything about Dudley, and 
she replied; “I recall Pop speaking of 
‘Dudley,’ but remember nothing about 
him, nor can I help you with any 
additional information about Parke 
Hunter.” 

The Ossman-Dudley Trio made sev- 
eral catchy records, the most popular 
of which was their Victor of “St. 
Louis Tickle’*—certainly one of the 
most captivating bits of ragtime ever 
put on wax. Other good sellers were 
“Chicken Chowder,” “Dixie Girl” and 
“Koontown Kaffee Klatsch.” The Vic- 
tor record catalog for September, 
1908, commented on the trio’s records: 

“A novel feature of our instrumen- 
tal list, which has been a most success- 
ful one. Trios by banjo, mandolin 
and harp-guitar—very loud, yet with- 
out a suspicion of harshness. Mr. 
Ossman, whose ability as a banjoist 
is well known, has associated himself 
with two famous players of string 
instruments, and the combination has

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made some extremely pleasing re- 
cords. The harp-guitar gives a sup- 
port to the other instruments which 
is decidedly effective.” The same cata- 
log mentions Roy Butin as “the best 
American player on the harp-guitar,” 
which makes me believe Ossman would 
naturally have sought him for the 
trio. Also in the 1908 catalog is a 
photo of Ossman, with the cut lines: 
“Mr. Ossman is one of the finest ban- 
joists in America, and has been justly 
called the ‘Banjo King.’ His per- 
formance on this popular instrument 
is little short of marvelous in its 
precision and the ease with which he 
masters the most difficult passages.” 

A statement to the same effect was 
made in the catalog issued in 1912 
by the short-lived United States Re- 
cord Company, which made an excel- 
lent indestructible cylinder for a cou- 
ple of years: 

“Vess L. Ossman (is) familiarly 
known as ‘The Czar of the Banjo.’ 
He played three seasons at the Daly 
Theater, New York. Mr. Ossman con- 
ducts a lyceum, where he engages 
talent for the leading clubs and fes- 
tivals. He has also become very prom- 
inent as a teacher of the banjo.” 

It’s amusing to note that the United 
States company “promoted” Mr. Oss- 
man from being the “King” to the 
rank of “Banjo Czar.” And it should 
not be overlooked that when Frank C. 
Stanley’s fellow recording artists gave 
a@ memorial concert as a tribute to 
their departed comrade early in 1911, 
Ossman was the only instrumentalist 
who was called on for a solo.

Bells of Rome 


Joseph J. Baicich writing from 
Rome for the United Press calls at- 
tention to the famous bell makers of 
— city, the Lucenti artisans. Says 

e: 

“The Borgo Pio quarter of Rome 
is poor and squalid. 

“The begrimmed foundry of the 
Lucenti family is dingy and smoky 
but you can see the majestic dome 
of nearby St. Peter’s from its door- 
way. 

“The Lucentis are happy, for they 
have been making the most silvery- 
toned church bells in Italy for more 
than three centuries. 

The interior of the bell foundry 
looks like an alchemist’s laboratory. 
Those who hear the tones of the Lu- 
centi bells) aver it is. The Lucenti 
artisans have jealously guarded their 
secret of the perfect bell, a secret of 
harmonious symmetry of form and 
thickness which combine to produce 
the proper tone. 

“Bell-shaped clay forms twirl un- 
der the busy hands of the Lucentis 
who shape the future bell. A great 
oven, with 80 slits for melted copper 
and 20 for lead, belches raucously. 

“That is the bell-shop of the Lu- 
centis in 1947, hardly changed since 
the day Ambrogio Lucenti made a 
bell for the Church of Regina Pacis 
in Fiuggi in 1630 and set the family 
up in a business it cherishes today. 

“Francesco Lacenti is the present- 
day head of the family. He recalled 
the family’s history, which success- 
fully withstood the threat of another 
great bell-maker a century and a 
half ago. It was the Blasi family 
which made the renowned ‘Campo- 
noncino’ (The Little Bell) and the 
‘Companone’ (The Huge Bell) — 
weighing nine and a half tons—for 
St. Peter’s. But the family descen- 
dants did not carry on the tradition.”

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TOBIAS HIRTE 


Pioneer of the Petroleum Industry 
By RUDOLPH HOMMEL 


The petroleum industry, dominat- 
ing the world today, has a compara- 
tively short history. It is true that 
the knowledge of petroleum in the 
old world goes back to high antiq- 
uity. The Egyptians used it for em- 
balming their dead. In old Persia the 
priests fed the holy fire which they 
worshipped with petroleum. The 
places where it burned they called 
place of atonement, nephtar, and 
from this is derived our technical 
term naptha for refined petroleum. 

Herodotus (c. 490-409 B. C.) knew 
of the springs of natural oil on 
Zakynthos, one of the Ionian Is- 
lands, and Plutarch in the first cen- 
tury of the Christian era described 
a burning lake near Ecbatana, the 
capital of ancient Media. Pliny, at 
about the same time mentions the 
natural oil of Agrigentum, Sicilian 
Oil, which was burned in lamps. for 
illumination. 

But all these sporadic occurrences 
never led to an industry or whole- 
sale exploitation. This was preserv-

ed for the new wortd and we shall 
attempt to present data about the 
early history of petroleum in our 
country and of Tobias Hirte ‘who 
was apparently the first to adver- 
tise this oil for sale by the bottle as 
Seneca Spring Oil and mentioned 
places where it could be bought. 


The Seneca Indians held their 
yearly meetings by the light of the 
oil oozing from the ground, and by 
the name of Seneca or Genesee Oil 
it became renowned as a cure for 
rheumatism as liniment for other 
ailments. The first report of Amer- 
ican coal oil came from the Francis- 
can monk Joseph de la Roche d’Al- 
lion in 16382 according to Sagard, 
Histoire du Canada, Paris 1866. 


After the American Revolution 
some of the Hessian physicians of 
the- British Army remained in Amer- 
ica. One of them, Johann David 
Schoepf, travelled about the new 
Confederation during 1783 aad 1784, 
and relates in the published account 
of his accurate observations that 
petroleum is found in or on the Mill- 
stone River in New Jersey, not far 
from Princetown. “Petroleum occurs 
in many other parts of America, 
especially, I am told, in and about 
the Oneida Lakes. Petroleum occurs 
in several ways; but there is a spring 
in particular, near Alleghany Creek, 
90 miles from here (Fort Pitt), 
which is heavily saturated with it, 
and the broad creek is for a long 
— covered with the swimming 
oil. 


Rev. Jeremiah Belknap wrote in a 
letter to Rev. Manasseh Cutler, dated 
Dover, November 18, 1785, that in 
the neighborhood of Carlisle, in 
Pennsylvania, an oil-spring is lately 
discovered, .the quality and medicinal 
virtues unknown at present. (Penn. 
Mag. H. & B., 1913, Vol. 37, p. 496.) 


The American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, which was founded in 
Boston in 1780, relates in one of their 
early memoirs that in the northern 
parts of Pennsylvania, there is a 
creek called Oil Creek, which emp- 
ties itself into the Alleghany river, 
issuing from a spring, on the top of 
which floats an oil similar to what 
is called Barbadoes tar, and from 
which may be collected by one man, 
several gallons in a day. The Ameri- 
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can troops, in marching that way, 
halted at the spring, collected the oil, 
and bathed their joints with it. This 
gave them great relief, and freed 
them immediately from the rheumat- 
ic complaints, with which many of 
them. were affected. The troops 
drank freely of the water, which 
operated as a gentle purge. 

There is another spring in the 
western parts of Virginia, the ac- 
count continues, as extraordinary in 
its kind as the one just mentioned, 
called the Burning Spring. It was 
known a long time to the hunters. 
They frequently encamped by it for 
the sake of obtaining good water. 
Some of them arrived late one night 
and, after making a fire, took a 
brand to light them to the spring. On 
their coming to it, some fire dropped 
from the brand and, in an instant 
the water was in flame, and so con- 
tinued, over which they could roast 
their meat as soon as by the great- 
est fire. It was left in this situa- 
tion, and continued burning for 
three months without intermission. 
The fire was extinguished by ex- 
cluding the air from it, or smother- 
ing it. The water taken from it into 
a vessel, will not burn. 

From the press of Samuel Saur at 
Chestnut Hill, Pa., issued in 1792, 
a slight volume of 96 pages, written 
by Tobias Hirte, with the title, Ein 
Neues, auserlesenes, gemeinnuetziges 
Hand-Buechlein (A new, select, gen- 
erally useful, little Hand Book). {t 
contains an account of the oil which 
comes from the ground such as that 
found in oil wells by the Moravian 
missionaries in Ohio (in the 1760s), 
how, when and under what conditions 
found, its color, odor and the meth- 
ods used by the Indians to gather 
and purify it. What makes Tobias 
Hirte a pioneer of the petroleum in- 
dustry is that he procured the oil 
from the Indian wilderness, one 
hundred miles north of Fort Pitt, 
transported it to Philadelphia and 
bottled it for sale as a universal 
remedy for all manner of ills. The 
last ten pages of his booklet are a 
panegyric of the wonder-working 
oil, giving a list of places in Penn- 
sylvania where it can be bought and 
adding testimonial letters, in true 
patent-medicine style, of then well- 
known people who have used the oil 
with good results, among them D. 
Ormsby and Joseph Nicholson of 
Pittsburgh, Dr. William Brown 
(compiler of the first American 
Pharmacopoeia, Philadelphia 1778), 
Joh. McNair, Joseph Williams and 
James Wooland of Philadelphia. 

Tobias Hirte was a _ picturesque 
character. He was the son of 
Johann Tobias Hirte (1707-70) and 
Maria (Klose) Hirte (1710-67). They 
were Moravians and married at 
Herrnhag in 1743 and emigrated the 
same year to America, where they 
lived successively at Nazareth, 
Gnadenthal and Bethlehem, Pa. Their 
son Tobias was born in 1748 and died 
in 1833 in Lebanon. Pa. He lies 
buried in Hebron Moravian Ceme- 


tery, Lebanon, Pa., in grave No.

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CIRCUSIANA 
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People generally are aware of the 
fact that movie-making runs_ in 
cycles. There will be a flurry of “Gay 
90” films from Hollywood, followed 
by a series of crime pictures, then 
biographical features, followed by a 
series of glorified westerns. Let one 
studio make a feature picture on one 
subject, and there is a scramble by 
its competitors to follow suit. 

Right now, the circus cycle has 
come around again in the movie 
colony, and, according to Sheilah 
Graham’s syndicated column, “at 
least a dozen circus stories are now 
grinding in the Hollywood writing 
mills.” 

The circus collector looks forward 
with interest to this impending  out- 
put, for it means additions to his 
memorabilia—stills from the motion 
pictures, advertisng cards and pos- 
ters, and in some cases, collectors’ 
miniature circuses will go on display 
to plug the appearance of circus pic- 
tures at theatres in their home 
towns. 

Outstanding among these pictures 
in the making, or soon to go into 
production is the tentatively titled 
“Greatest Show on Earth,” a David 
Selznick super production, which will 
feature Ringling Brothers and Bar- 
num & Bailey circus. This picture, 
it is planned, will be filmed partially 
in Madison Square Garden next 
Spring, and will include in the cast 
the entire performing personnel of 
the show as well as some top-notch 
Hollywood thespians. 

Another is “Jumbo” which will 
feature Frank Sinatra, the singer, 
and Gene Kelly, the dancer, in 
their third major movie appearance 
together. “Jumbo,” as most circus 
fans know,. is' the stage production 
which Billy Rose brought to Broad- 
way in 1935, and a year later featur- 
ed in the Texas Centennial exposition 
at Fort Worth, a round circus build-

to. “The Great Gus,” a novel by 
Thomas Duncan, which concerns a 
circus owner, although the story 
tells more about his private life than 
it does the operation of his circus. 

And Clyde Beatty has signed a 
contract with Nassour Studios to do 
a picture for Spring release with 
Bud Abbott and Lou Costello. The 
contract calls for Beatty to furnish 
25 lions and tigers. It is the wild 
animal _ ttrainer’s first movie since 
he made “The Big Cage,” from. his 
book of the same name, for Univer- 
sal, back in 1932. 

Photographing the performance of 
the Ringling-Barnum show is not an 
innovation, inasmuch as the filming 
of the entire performance of the Hag- 
enbeck-Wallace circus was effected 
in the second decade of the present 
century, when feature length pic- 
tures began to make their appear- 
ance. The picture was handled as a 
road show and billed and advertised 
like a circus performance. 

The first cycle of circus pictures 
followed the advent of the talking 


movie in 1929. Charlie Chaplin 
made “The Circus,” with a conti- 
nental one-ring show as _ the 


background. Poodles Hanneford, the 
bareback rider, made “The Circus 
Kid,” in 1928, with Frankie Darro, 
Joe Brown and Helene Costello in 
the cast. 

The Al G. Barnes circus was the 
locale in 1929 for “Three Ring Mar- 
riage,” and-Owner Barnes appeared 
in several of the sequences. About 
the same time, Clara Bow appeared 
as a bareback rider in “Dangerous 
Curves.” 

Joe Cook, the stage comedian of 
note, who was featured on Broadway 
in the musical “Rain or Shine,” star- 
red in the movie version for Colum- 
bia in 1930, with Frank Capra di- 
recting, and Louise Fazenda and Wil- 
lie Collier, Jr. in supporting roles. 

Beatty’s “Big Cage” in 1932, had 
Anita Page, Andy Devine, Wallace 
Ford, and Mickey Rooney in the cast, 
with Kurt Neuman doing the direc- 
tion. “Swing High,” was another 
circus picture of the early 30’s, pro- 
duced by Pathe, with William Lagon, 
the giant, in the cast, which featured 
Fred Scott and Helen Twelvetrees. 
Chester Conklin was a clown. 

Henry L. Gates’ serial, “Here 
Comes the Band Wagon,” which ran 
first in Woman’s World, and was 
later published in book form, was a 
Paramount picture of the early 30’s. 
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Mae Marsh was the heroine of an 
early-day silent version of “Polly of 
the Circus,” which was remade as a 
sound picture in 1932 with Marion 
Davies featured. Clark Gable played 
the role of the parson, and the Fly- 
ing Codonas, Alfredo, Lalo and Vera 
Bruce, made. the aerial . trapeze 
scenes. ; 

The Al G. Barnes Circus provided 
the background for another circus 
picture, made in January, 1935, and 
titled “Charlie Chan at the Circus,” 
one of the Chinese detective’s series. 
The same year, British International 
released for distribution in this 
country, “Star of the Circus,” from 
the stage play, “Star”, produced in 
Budapest. 

A picture whicn brought forth 
much comment in the public press, 
favorable and otherwise, was 20th 
Century’s “The Mighty Barnum,” 
with Wallace Beery in the title role. 
The picture had Barnum’s partner, 
a “Bailey Walsh,” a fictitious char- 
acter, played by Adolphe Menjou, 
who was much unlike any of the 
partners associated with Barnum 
during his circus career. 

The Marx Brothers devoted their 
talents to “A..Day at the. Circus,” 
produced in 1939 by Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer with Mervyn Le Roy as di- 
rector. 

Still another circus picture, which 
had much atmosphere of the big tops 
of the early 1800’s, was “Chad 
Hanna,” produced in 1940 from the 
Saturday Evening Post serial, “Red 
Wagons Rolling,” by Walter Ed- 
monds. The book was also titled 
“Chad Hanna.” 

In addition to these and other 
feature pictures, there have been 
many movie shorts of outstanding 
circus acts and shows produced for 
general release. The motion picture 
camera’s slow motion device has 
made such features especially inter- 
esting, due to the ability of the lens 
to capture in slow motion, the somer- 
saults, pirouettes and other evolu- 
tions of the acrobat. and aerialist, 
which the eye is unable to fully ap- 
preciate in normal motion. 

The only disturbing factor in the 
production of circus movies is the 
frequent errors of direction ana pro- 
duction in associating the circus with 
the carnival and other types of 
amusements, which are distinct and 
different from the circus, the ex- 
hibition in the movies of daredevil 
acts without nets, which circus fans 
know are never so presented in real 
life, and the violation of many cir- 
cus codes for the benefit of an ex- 
aggerated plot. 

Several West coast showmen have 
storehouses of circus wagon, tents 
and other equipment, maintained al- 
most exclusively for motion picture 
rentals, so many circus scenes ap- 
pear in the movies through the years 
and this equipment, for the most 
part is authentic. 

Likewise, in many pictures, circus 
people are employed as technical ad- 
visors, and the trend seems to be 
among directors, toward the elimina- 
tion of objectionable distortions of 
circus life in motion picture treat- 
ment of stories of the big tops. 
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The Glamor of 
Angelica Kauffmann 


Angelica Kauffmann of German- 
Swiss parentage was truly a glamor 
girl of. her time. In 1766 Lady 
Bridget Wentworth met Miss Kauff- 
mann in Italy, and at once took a 
fancy to the personality and paint- 
ing ability of the young artist. Lady 
Wentworth forthwith carried her off 
to England as her protege. 

Angelica was 24 at that time, and 
a widely travelled person.

“poste-wagon” from her home in 
Germany. She spoke German, French 
and Italian. Prior, she had lived 


- among the nobility of the Court of 


Milan, where she had painted their 
portraits as well as other celebrities 
in Rome. 

Lady Wentworth introduced Ange- 
lica to the already well established 
Joshua Reynolds who not only ap- 
proved of the young artist’s classic 
style of painting but also was capti- 
vated by her charm. He _ began 
sending her sitters. This recommen- 
dation plus her ability made her ex- 
tremely popular. 

Two and one-half years after her 
arrival in London the Royal Acade- 
my was born, and she became one 
of the only two women admitted to 
its membership. 

In the spring of 1769, Reynolds 
was knighted and made the Acade- 
my’s first president. About that 
time the Academy held its first ex- 
hibition and Angelica had four can- 
vasses on display there. 

Although in great demand at so- 
cial gatherings, Angelica applied 
herself diligently and allowed no 
daytime interference with her work. 
She was known as a rapid painter. 
During the ten years spent in Eng- 
land and environs, it is said that she 
earned more than Antonio Zucchi, 
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Piease describe.

230%, and is listed as “Stranger” in 
the directory of the cemetery. 

The Diaries of the Moravian Con- 
gregation at Lititz, Pa., disclose that 
Tobias Hirte was a schoolmaster at 
Lititz in 1777 and 1778. Being un- 
married he lived in the Brethren’s 
House and is thus revealed as a 
full-fledged Moravian. When this 
building was requisitioned for hospi- 
tal purposes during the Revolution, 
Tobias Hirte took his quarters in the 
sadler’s shop. The principle of the 
Moravians was not » bear arms, nor 
swear the oath of abjuration, but 
among the younger people, the patri- 
otic fervor took hold, fostered by the 
presence-of the military in the hosp- 
tal, and difficulties arose to keep 
them in line. Some of the younger 
people began trading things with the 
soldiers, and the Moravian diarist 
records on January 10th 1778: “No 
one should buy from the soldiers 
what are at any rate commonly 
stolen goods. There is no reason why 
Tobias Hirte should have bought a 
gun, indeed, on the contrary it is an 
unseemliness! What use has he, as 
a schoolmaster, for a gun? He must 
be ordered to dispose of it.” 

On May 7th, 1778, the diary has 
the following: “Some of the young 
people — among them several of our 
musicians — are in the habit of in- 
dulging, late into the night, in merry 
making at the Big Spring, where 
Tobias Hirte has laid out a special 
place for that purpose. Soldiers go 
there also. This has given the con- 
gregation and ourselves great of- 
fence! Tobias Hirte shall be sum- 
moned to appear before the Breth- 
ren of the Conference, and told not 
to dare in the future to begin such 
a thing on our land — for he is much 
given to sudden ideas of such.a kind 
— especially not without permission; 
and secondly, to leave the place at 
the spring as it now is, and do noth- 
ing more to it.” 

On May 31st 1778, the diarist la- 
ments: “Today, to our pain and 
grief, we heard that the following 
brethren — who gradually had been 
revealing themselves — had, all 
warning unheeded, taken the Oath 
of Allegiance and foresworn the king: 
. +...” Among them was our Tobias 
Hirte, and this accounts fully why 
he had fallen from grace. 

For further data about Tobias 
Hirte we are indebted to Abraham 
Ritter who published in 1857 a His- 
tory of the Moravian Church in Phil- 
adelphia. An old man then, he delved 
deep into his memory and in an 
appendix to his book gave an account 
of the vicinity of the Moravian 
Church, its houses and inhabitants, 
with precious sketches of those he 
had well known. 

Tobias Hirte he remembered as an 
itinerant apothecary, a hermit and 
epicurean. He resided on Second 
street, between Race and New 
streets. In winter he stuck close to 
his city dwelling, a true bachelor’s 
quarters, untidy but full of interest. 


Musical instruments hung on _ the 
wall, in one corner stood a spinet. A 
great curiosity, was a musical clock, 


whose Swiss peasantry, in a recess” 


over the dial, danced hourly to the 
air of well-tuned bells. A boy was 
employed to bottle Seneca Oil and 
box pills for the promise of a feast 
of coffee and sugar-cake at the end 
of the week. On Sunday, however, 
old Tobias Hirte took at 10 A. M 
and at 3 P. M. his accustomed chair 
in the choir of the Moravian Church 
and it was brotherly forbearance 
that nobody disturbed him in his 
noiseful slumbers which the lengthy 
sermon induced. 

Tobias loved to eat. At 11 o’clock 
at night he dined sumptuously on 
roast pig (which he called “span- 
ferkle”) or roast goose with quanti- 
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ties of potatoes, apples, cold-slaw, 
bread and butter, and then a pipe. 
He seldom retired ‘before two o’clock 
in the morning. He was fond of 
travel and in spring he started out, 
mounted on his sorrel mare, with 
bulging saddle-bags at each side and 
a large umbrella with a handle of 
unusual length. fastened to the pom- 
mel of his saddle. He vended his 
compounds on his way and visited 
the Indians, Seneca and other tribes 
with whom he was on the most socia- 
ble terms, and from whom he pro- 
cured the Seneca Oil which brought 
him affluence and independence. In- 
dian chiefs often visited him at his 
abode in Philadelphia. Among them 
was Cornplanter, the Seneca Chief 
and his associate Red Jacket. The

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Packing and Handling of Art Objects 


A report of the American Associa- 
tions of Museums Committee in con- 
junction with George L. Stuart, direc- 
tor of the Worcester, Mass., Art Mu- 
seum; Charles M. Richards, zegistrar, 
National Gallery of Art, Washington, 
and Robert P. Sugden, registrar of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
New York, N. Y., recently covered the 
subject of handling of art objects in 
a most comprehensive. and construc- 
tive manner. We quote as follows: 

“The problems of packing, handling, 
and transport of museum holdings 
were discussed at a joint section 
meeting during the convention of the 
American Association of Museums, in 
Quebec at the end of May, 1947. 
This discussion served the purpose of 
bringing to the attention of many 
museum officers the risks that are 
incurred in the transport of irre- 
placeable holdings and the urgency 
of trying to dé ‘something about’ re- 
ducing these risks. The president of 
the association, Mr. David E. Finley, 
appointed a committee to study the 
matter further and to make a report 
at the next annual meeting. ' 

“Questions on packing, handling, 
and transport were sent by the com- 
mittee to a large number of Amer- 
ican museums and there was a very 
generous response. The answers sub- 
mitted were carefully made and many 
contyined photographs and drawings 
to explain procedures. The packing 
outline that follows is a critical and 
selective summary of the reports sub- 
mitted. Obviously much had to be 
left out but what remains is a brief 
digest of the points on which there 
was common agreement. It is hoped 
that, for problems of packing, it will 
provide a broad definition of method 
which recognizes the most evident 
needs and may help to avoid the most 
damaging kinds of mistakes. Since

den, Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
1948, and this contains information 
and illustrations which reduce the 
need for a publication of a more de- 
tailed report. 

“This outline in itself will certainly 
not insure good packing. It sum- 
marizes those provisions which expe- 
rienced packers have agreed upon as 
being essential. It does -not furnish 
the experience and knowledge re- 
quired to put good packing into effect, 
and that knowledge is probably the 
greatest need in the situation now. 
Many, of the reports sent to the com- 
mittee had suggestions for a means of 
training packers and of instructing 
all museum personnel in methods of 
handling the fragile objects which are 
their responsibility. These sugges- 
tions are heartily endorsed. There 
seems little to excuse their being ig- 
nored. No manual of instructions, 
however elaborate, could expect to 
accomplish as much in the safeguard 
of museum holdings as would-a def- 
inite and preferably a general pro- 
gram of training. 

“Since holdings that are transported 
have to be unpacked, handled, and 
repacked by persons’ unacquainted 
with those particular objects, stand- 
ard methods, if obtainable, are much 
to be desired. . They ought to be ob- 
tainable and current methods ought 
to be subject to progressive improve- 
ment. Good as it is, the best packing 
done today takes little advantage of 
technological developments made 
through applied science within the 
past century. It is not likely that 
perfection has been reached already 
and it. seems time to look carefully 
towards the prospect of more regu- 
larly standardized methods in pack- 
ing and towards the possibility that 
materials recently developed for in- 
dustrial use can be put to this use 
and that they will bring about a clear 
improvement in the procedure fol- 
lowed. 

PACKING OUTLINE 

“1,. CASES 

“a, Construction: Seasoned and 
select %”x1” wood is recommended 
for construction of outer containers. 
Preferably it should be tongued and 
grooved or otherwise matched, or be 
plywood. Interior dimensions should 
be from 4” to 6” larger than packaged 
contents; the exterior should be re- 
inforced by cleats and riding battens. 

“b. Cover Attachment: Screws 


should be used where cases are con- 
structed for only a few trips; bolts 
are preferable for cover attachment 
where many shipments are made in 
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the same containers. Metal strap 
sealing is advised for all shipping 
cases. 

“c, Waterproofing: Cases should 
be lined with waterproof paper tacked 
or strapped down-overlaps sealed 
with tape; side and end papers should 
be left long enough to fold over to 
form a cover for contents. 

“d. Interior Partitions: Separation 
battens should be used when more 
than one object is packed in a single 
box. These provide interior reinforce- 
ment and a partial floor for the addi- 
tional objects. (see 1, f, Size.) 

“e, Separators, Battens and Cleats: 
Battens should have cleats attached 
to them at each end. Attachment 
to the outer container should be 
through the cleats, not by nailing 
through the box into the ends of the 
battens. If used to hold paintings in 
place, battens should be padded with 
excelsior pads and not nailed or other- 
wise directly attached to the picture 
frames. Where battens are used, 
heavy corrugated or composition 
board equal in size to the inside case 
dimensions should be placed either 
over or under the battens. A separator 
should also be placed beneath the first 
object packed and over the last one. 

“f, Size: Risks increase when the 
number of objects in each case is in- 
creased. Excessive weight makes for 
difficulty in handling and increases 
travel hazards. 

“2, SPECIAL CASES 

“a, Sulpture: Cases for free-stand- 
ing objects should have’a pyramid top 
to insure that they will always travel 
in an upright position. 

“b. Large and Heavy Objects: 
These should always be packed in in- 
dividual cases. 

“ce, Large Statuary: Case should be 
built around the figure. The sculpture 
is held in place by an armature of 
padded, scalloped cleats. All pro- 
jecting elements should be padded 
and reinforced and the objects so 
held that no travel shock will be 
transmitted to them. Double-boxing 
is usually advisable.”

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RAG DOLLS 
Loved by Children — Sought by Collectors

The first home-made rag doll was 
probably a crude roll of cloth whose 
creation followed closely man’s mas- 
tery of the art of weaving. 

Three centuries after Christ, 
Egyptian mothers made dolls of 
woven cloth stuffed with papyrus. 
The Persians are known to have had 
rag dolls in the ninth century A. D. 

Rag dolls were made in Colonial 
America and later, in the nineteenth 
century, when the pioneers were 
pushing westward. In lonely cabins 
deep in the timberlands or sod 
houses on the plains there would 
have been few dolls in Christmas 
stockings had it not been for the 
ingenuity of the mothers and grand- 
mothers who, from the little at hand, 
made dolls not always beautiful, but 
much loved by their little owners. 
The fifth verse of “The Lost Christ- 
mas” describes just such a doll. 

“I want my black Dinah, with 

buttons for eyes, 
A raveled sock sewed on her 


ead. 
I dragged her around for a year 
and a day, 
It can’t be that Dinah is dead.” 

“The American Girl’s Book” pub- 
lished in 1831, gives directions for 
making a “common linen doll”. To 
quote, “These dolls are easily made 
and answer every purpose for very 
small children. They may be of any 
size. The body is a roll of cloth with 
a smaller roll sewed across tne 
shoulders for arms.” 

Some of the early fashion maga- 
zines give directions for making 
dolls and doll clothes. However, in 
pioneer homes, more often than not, 
magazines were a luxury the settlers 
could ill afford and so for that rea- 
son most dolls were individual crea- 
tions. 

A scrapbook clipping dated 1890 
describes a rag dull made in 1830. 
“Dorothy is made of muslin, stuffed 
with cotton wool. Her body is about 
a foot and a half long, very stiff 
and painted in oil a very bilious 
flesh color. Her mouth and cheeks, 
in spite of her sixty years, are a 
deep rosy hue. Her cyes are indigo 
blue arched over by the blackest of 
eyebrows; and her hair — well, it 
is the greatest achievement of all! 
Candle-wicking is ‘woven in a part 
on the top of her squarish rag head 
and brought down close to the neck 
where it ends in a half dozen tight 
twists about an inch long, meant for 
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ringlets, the entire wig stiff with 
black paint. She has large unshape- 
ly ears just in front of the stiff lit- 
tle curls and from.them hang glass 
beads for earrings. Her dress is a 
dull greenish-yellow chintz. Her red 
and white stockings are hand knit. 
Her slippers are red Morocco, laced 
across the instep and above the ankle 
with tarnished gold braid.” 

Until 1890 rag dolts were entirely 
of home construction. In that year 
stores commenced selling doll figures 
stamped in colors on sheets of cloth, 
to be cut out and stuffed. The price 
according to size and grade of ma- 
terial used, ranged from ten cents to 
fifty cents. 

In 1892 The Arnold Print Works 
of Adams, Mass., patented a Picka- 
ninny cloth doll with a stamped-on 
blue dress and a pink hat. When 
made up with a flat oval of card- 
board in the base she could stand 
aJone. 

The Palmer Cox Brownies came 
out the same year. They were print- 
ed on sheets of muslin, twelve fig- 
ures to the sheet. 

A New Haven, Conn., medicine 
company, . advertising in the Febru- 
ary, 1901, “Good Literature” Maga- 
zine offered a life-size stamped cloth 
doll to any little girl selling four 
boxes of their headache tablets for 
twenty-five cents a box. 

The Art Fabric Mills, New York 
City, advertised in the November, 
1907, “Designer”, a life-size doll, 
stamped on heavy sateen, an exact 
replica, of a hand-painted French 
creation, the workmanship perfect, 
color effects of the finest. Golden 
hair, brown eyes, red stockings and 
black shoes. The price ‘was fifty 
cents. The same company sold a 
sheet of six small dolls called Diana, 
Bridget, Uncle, Billy, Baby and New- 
ly Wed Kid. The sheet sold for 
twenty-five cents. 

“Comfort Magazine’s,”’ November, 
1916, issue offered free to any little 
girl sending in a one-year subscrip- 
tion at twenty-five cents, a beautiful 
doll called “Golden Locks” and her 
twin babies. Stamped on _ strong 
cloth with full directions for making. 

About 1900 food producing com- 
panies began to see‘the advertising 
value of the stamped cloth doll and 
offered them as premiums for box 
tops or wrappers from their products. 

Aunt Jemima, who probably was 
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America’s best known rag doll, was 
first put out by the Quaker Oats 
Company in 1900. Several million 
Aunt Jemimas_ were distributed. 
Rastus was the Cream of Wheat doll. 


As early as the 1890s and up un- 
til 1939 “boughten” dolls were with- 
in the reach of most American 
children if they wanted them. The 
German-made chinas and bisques and 
later the Japan-made dolls were 
cheap. Even during the first World 
War there was no noticeable short- 
age as composition dolls were made 
in America in sufficient quantities 
to supply the demand. 


However, the doll situation during 
the second World War was entirely 
different. In 1939 a doll shortage 
became noticable. Pattern compan- 
ies, as an aid to Santa, added a var- 
iety of patterns for cloth dolls, also 
sets of patterns for complete outfits 
of clothing such as well dressed dolls 
of that year should wear. Many of 
the dolls were designed by artists 
and when made up and dressed were 
really lovely. 

The year 1940 saw an increase in 
the home-fashioned dolls as_ the 
shortage of custom-made continued. 
The 1942 magazines advertised pat- 
terns for Raggedy Ann and Andy, 
Teen-age dolls, Mary and her Lamb, 
Alice in Wonderland, Mammy dolls 
and countless others. 

By 1948 almost everything needed 
for factory-made dolls was scarce. A 
potato shortage caused a shortage of 
starch. Lacquer, glycerine, sisal, the 
material used for artificial hair and 
several million yards of piece goods 
needed every year for doll clothes 
were practically unobtainable. 

Most of the 1944 and 1945 Christ- 
mas dolls were made at home or in 
factories who had turned to the 
making of cloth dolls in place of 
their pre-war output of composition 
and rubber. 

There was never a complete lack 
of the finer “real” dolls in American 
stores but in England all during the 
war store shelves were completely 
bare of all types of dolls excepting a 
few made up by local artists or wom- 
en skilled in needlework. 

Few rag dolls were handed out by 
Santa in 1946 and 1947. Scarce ma- 
terials were again available and doll 
factories were able to supply the de- 
mand. Probably still fewer home- 
made dolls will be found in 1948 
Christmas’ stockings and _ under 
Christmas trees. 

The return of the lovely life-like 
dolls of plastic, composition and 
rubber marks the end for the quaint 
little hand-fashioned dolls. However, 
the passing years will not erase their 
image from the memory of to-day’s 
children and someday they will tell 
their children and_ grandchildren 
about the lovely rag dolls they found 
in their stockings on a long ago 
Christmas when the world was at 
war. 

It is safe to say the home-made as 
well as the factory-made rag dolls 
of the war years are collectors items 
of the future.

The Aces Set of glass is again be- - 


ing imported. from Czechoslovakia. 
These new buttons compare favora- 
bly with the older sets. (Shank.) 


All Nations is a scarce set of round 
plastic buttons with applied plastic 
designs of eagle, lion, kangaroo, 
dragon, tiger, and bear. Can some- 
one furnish information about the 
range of colors? I have seen black 
on red, and red on blue. These were 
manufactured about 1940. (Metal 
shank.) 


The Circus Set still remains a mys- 
tery! I have asked many collectors, 
but as yet I have found no satisfac- 
tory answer. Will someone please 
furnish information to me about this 
set? Undoubtedly the spirited cir-

cus horse and the clown facing front 
belong to one set. The clown walking 
“East” and the dog wearing a dunce 
cap may belong to another set. Does 
the white clown head with various 
colored trims belong to a_ set? 
(Shank buttons.) 

A Dice Set has 6 square plastic 
buttons with the dots incised, but not 
colored. (Shank.) 

The Flags of Nations is a double 
set of 12 metal buttons made in gilt 
and bright enamels. The flags re- 
presented are of the United States, 
Great Britain, Argentina, Mexico, 
Cuba, Italy, Chile, Irish Free State, 
France, Brazil, Sweden, and Czecho- 
slovakia. Are there others ?( Shank.) 

Good Neighbors are plain, untrim- 
med plastic. Thus far, they have 
been manufactured in white, pink, 
light blue, yellow, light green, red, 
silver and gold. The colors are some- 
what brighter than the colors of the 
pre-war buttons. The facial features 
of each head are not so finely mould- 
ed. As yet, I have been unable to 
compile a complete list of the pre- 
war varieties. I have seen the pre- 
war Races in the following: un- 
trimmed plastic; trimmed plastic; 


plastic with jeweled eyes; metal; 
metal with jeweled eyes; mirror 
glass; opaque glass  untrimmed; 


opaque glass trimmed; and _ trans- 
parent clear and colored glass with 
silvered face. (Shank.) 

The Hockey Set consist of six 
rectangular plastic buttons similar 
to the rectangular cocktail buttons.

The Mickey Mouse sets of Mickey, 
Donald, and Pluto have been manu- 
factured again in untrimmed plastic. 
I have seen these in white,: pink, 
light green, medium blue, red; and 
brown. Some. of the pre-war issue 
had jeweled eyes. (Shank.) 
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consisting of rec- 


Movie Stars, 
tangular metal buttons with plastic 


face, shows Clark Gable, Tyrone 
Power, Robert Taylor, Errol Flynn, 
and Loretta Young. Can someone 
tell me the sixth actor? Who can 
furnish information about an oval 
set? The only button I have seen of 
the oval set had a picture of Myrna 
Loy. (Shank.) 


Musical Instruments is a set of 
somewhat more expensive buttons 
made in 1939. The set had eight 
tiny, gold metal musical instruments 
inspired by Schiaparelli. These were 
made to retail at about 25c each. 
(Shank.) 


The Old Southwest is a set of 
metal buttons in gilt finish. The de- 
signs represent a Spaniard, an Indi- 
an, a teepee, a bull, and a buffalo. 
Is there a sixth design? (Shank.) 


The Teen Agers is a set of six 
buttons: jitterbugs, ice cream cone, 
box of popcorn, ice cream soda, a 
bottle of soda pop, and a hot dog. 
Thus far, the sets have been made 
in white, pink, light blue, light green, 
yellow, red, brown, silver, and gold. 
These are all untrimmed plastic. Col- 
lectors will always Have a warm re- 
gard for these Teen Agers not only 
because of their spirited designs, but 
also because this set was the first to 
break the scarcity of novelties felt 
during the war. 


The Uncle Wiggly Set is one of 
the earliest round sets. It is much 
like the Schooldays sets, but the in- 
cised designs are finer and of more 
skilful workmanship. The designs 
are Uncle Wiggly, Baby Bunty, 
Floppy Twisttail, Nurse Jane, Jackie 
BowWow, and Tommy Cat. (Self- 
shank.) 


The Witch and Clown Set is a set 
of two-buttons. These are flat but- 
tons with colored trim. (Two-hole.) 

As I conclude this article I am de- 
lighted to receive some plastic ani- 
mal heads, all new to me. Thus far, 
I have seen three of these designs, 
all inspired by Walt Disney’s movies. 
These are exceptionally well done. 
The buttons represent Pluto, a lamb, 
and a dog. I have them in white, 
yellow, and blue. (Shank.)

OUT OF 
THE BUTTON BOX 


A friend showed me a group of 
seed buttons that she procured re- 
cently from the woman who made 
them. They are designed for sports 
clothes of today, but undoubtedly will 
be collected by future generations.

if you are puzzled by the type of 
the cross on your button, a few notes 
received from Mrs. J. W. Tyrell of 
Iowa sometime ago, may clarify the 
matter for you. She found the ma- 
terial in Thomas Albert Stafford’s 
book on Christian Symbolism in the 
Evangelical Churches. 

“Russian Cross, also known as the 
Slavic Cross and as the Eastern 
Cross. The upper bar represents the 
tri-lingual superscription placed on 
the Cross of Christ by order of Pon- 
tius Pilate. The slanting bar has 
been interpreted in several ways, but 
it seems the most correct interpre- 
tation is that this so-called ‘foot-rest’ 
really represents one member of a 
Saint Andrew’s Cross, the other arm 
lying along the main upright beam. 
According to tradition, Saint Andrew 
was the first Christian missionary to 








Russia. The Slavic cross is used on 
spires of Eastern Orthodox Church- 
es. For this reason, and in order to 
avoid confusion, it should not be 
used on Protestant churches.” 
Saint Andrew’s Cross is in the 
form of the letter X, “because it is 
believed that Saint Andrew, at his 
own request, was crucified on this 
form of cross, counting himself not 
worthy to die on the same kind of 
cross as his Lord. It is said that, 
while dying slowly on it, he contin- 
ued to preach to those around him. 
It is the emblem of the Brotherhood 
of Saint Andrew, as well as the na- 
tional cross of Scotland. In liturgical 
churches, this cross is used to indi- 
cate the beginning of the Church 
Year, which is determined by the 
Sunday nearest Saint Andrew’s Day. 
This cross is sometimes called Saint 
Patrick’s Cross. It is a particularly 
significant emblem for use in any 
church called Saint Andrew’s.”

A New Button Book 


MATILDA’S BUTTONS. By Mabel Leigh 
Hunt. Published by J. B. Lippincott, 
East Washington Square, Philadelphia, 
Pa. Price $1.75. 

Mabel Leigh Hunt, author of sev- 
eral books for children, newest of 
which is “Matilda’s Buttons,” receiv- 
ed her inspiration from an unusual 
set of miniature portrait buttons on 
display in the Children’s Museum of 
Indianapolis. 
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The buttons are owned by Miss 
Mary Troste, and were made for her 
in the late ‘70’s. Each one contains a 
miniature photograph of a member 
of her family. They continue to be 
displayed in the Children’s Museum. 

In “Matilda’s Buttons.” Miss Hunt 
provides a warm-hearted story of the 
little girl, Matilda, her gay, hand- 
some family and the unusual buttons 
that were made especially for her 
new dress. The story has been il- 
lustrated with drawings by Elinore 
Blaisdell. 

Miss Hunt is Hoosier-born of 
Quaker ancestry and lives in Indi- 
anapolis where for many years she 
served as librarian of the Public Li- 
brary. She now devotes her time. to 
writing, and “Matilda’s Buttons” is 
her fourteenth book, following “The 
Double Birthday Present” published 
in 1947. 

Although the book is written for 
children it has many angles that will 
appeal to the adult just as Junior’s 
toy train appeals to his father. 
Furthermore, some button collectors 
like to add everything that they can 
get touching on buttons to their li- 
brary. 

Besides the story there are the fine 
illustrations by Elinore Blaisdell.

Notes For the 


Silver Collector 


An inexpensive way to travel to 
foreign countries is via the spoon 
collector’s route. You can sit at your 
own tea table and see a picture of 
the old Paris Opera House in the 
bowl of one specimen. A specimen 
from Holland shows a typical wind- 
mill scene. From Switzerland there 
is a spoon bearing the design of the 
Lion of Lucerne. An Italian example 
bears a picture from Venice of the 
Campanile and the Doges’ palace; 
the cathedral at Florence also makes 
the spoon travel more delightful. For 
travel at home there are such views 
as Niagara Falls, Yellowstone Park, 
Lake Louise, and other points of in- 
terest.

NOTES ON CLOCK DIALS 


Dials are instruments for telling 
the hours by means of a shadow 
cast by the sun. They have been 
known for considerably more than 
two thousand years, and though now 
rendered obsolete by the multiplica- 
tion of cheap clocks and ‘watches are 
still manufactured as ornaments for 
gardens and buildings. 


A dial is made by fixing to a flat 
surface a rod (style or gnomon) 
forming with the horizon an angle 
equal to the latitude of the place for 
which it is to be used, and then 
drawing a line upon the surface be- 
hind it in such a.way that the sha- 
dow of the style falls upon it at 
noon, which means that the plane 
through the style and the sun coin- 
cide with the meridian. After this, 
other lines are traced at the intervals 
where the shadow would fall at each 
succeeding hour. Fixed dials, are in- 
accurate if used at any other lati- 
tude than that for which they are 
constructed. 


Portable dials are much later in- 
vention than fixed dials, though ex- 
amples from the period of the early 
Roman Empire. show ‘that both the 
type which could only be used in one 
latitude, and the more advanced var- 
iety which could be used anywhere, 
were known to the Romans. The 
first type is represented by a bronze 
dial in the Naples Museum, found at 
Herculaneum in 1754, with hour- 
lines engraved on a flat surface; 
the second, by a circular bronze dial 
in the possession of Lewis Evans, 
Esq., F. S. A. All the various forms 
of portable dials are really descend- 
ed from these earlier types, but the 
variations are so numerous that only 
a few can be mentioned. The 
gnomons also take many shapes, be- 
ing often formed by strings, which 
are taut only when the instrument is 
open; such are those of the flat 
ivory dials of the seventeenth cen- 
tury which close like tablets or 
books. The earlier portable dials 
relied for the determination of time 
solely upon the sun’s altitude above

the horizon; they thus had this great 
defect, that when they were used 
about midday it was first necessary 
to determine whether noon was al- 
ready past or not. To obviate this 
difficulty, after the thirteenth cen- 
tury a compass was set in the face 
of the dial, and instruments of this 
kind, in brass boxes with folding 
gnomons, were commonly made in 
England down to the eighteenth cen- 
tury; some were so small as to be 
mounted in finger-rings. The fol- 
ga are interesting forms of di- 
als. 


The chalice, goblet, or cup-dial 
(Horologium in cratere) is in the 
form of a cup, the hour-lines being 
engraved on the interior. 


The pillar dial in its commoner 
form was.a cylinder with a movable 
gnomon at the top. This is set at the 
right position for the day of the 
month. The dial is then suspended 
vertically with the pointer towards 
the sun; the shadow then falls upon 
the curved hour-lines engraved round 
the cylinder. These dials, sometimes 
called shepherds’ dials, were in: com- 
mon use from the thirteenth to the 
seventeenth centuries, and the type 
is still found in the Pyrenees. 


The quadrant was commonly used 
as a- dial. The altitude of the sun 
was taken through the pierced 
sights, and the time shown on the 
curved hour-lines by means of a 
plumb-line hanging from the angle. 

The ring-dial, an interesting type, 
in its most ordinary form is a flat 
ring of brass, on the inner side of 
which are engraved the hours of the 
day, while on the outer side are the 
names of the months. Round the 
middle of the outer side runs a nar- 
row sliding ring covering a slit, and 
in this ring is a small hole. When 
the dial is used, the sliding ring is 
pushed round until the hole is oppo- 
site the day of the month; the in- 
strument is then held by its sus- 
pension-ring and turned to the sun, 
so that the rays of light passing

through the hole form a bright spot 
which indicates the time. Ring-dials 
were very popular in England and 
were made at Sheffield down to 
about the year 1800. 


The armillary dial, or universal 
ring-dial consists of two flat rings, 
the inner of which is turned at right 
angles to.the outer ‘when the instru- 
ment is in use. A bridge with a 
cursor forms a diameter of the larg- 
er ring, and in the middle of this 
there is a small hole. The outer ‘ring, 
which represents the meridian of the 
place where the user of the instru- 
ment is, has engraved upon it, on 
diametrically opposite sides, two di- 
visions of ninety degrees, one serv- 
ing from the North Pole to the 
Equator, the other from the Equator 
to the South Pole. The inner ring, 
which represents the Equator, has 
the hours engraved upon it. On the 
bridge, which represents the polar 
axis, are engraved on one side the 
signs of the Zodiac, on the other 
the names of the months. When the 
dial is used. the cursor is set to day, 
and the suspension slide, by which 
the instrument is carried, is moved to 
the required degree of latitude. The 
dial is then held with the flat side of 
the bridge towards the sun, so that 
rays of light pass through the hole 
in the cursor; the luminous spot fal- 
ling upon the inner ring, will mark 
the hour of day. 


The nocturnal is an instrument for 
finding the time at night by means 
of the relative positions of the Polar 
Star and some other star or stars, 
usually the pointers of the Great 
Bear or the Bright Star of the Lit- 
tle Bear. In the simpler form it con- 
sists of two discs placed one upon the 
other, the larger having a_ short 
handle projecting from its circum- 
ference, the smaller turning upon a

central axis pierced with a hole. On 
the small axis turns independently a 
rule which projects beyond the cir- 
cumference of the larger disc. On 
the border of the larger disc are en- 
graved the days of the year, the 
day on which the sun and the star 
to be observed have the same right 
ascension being placed opposite the 
middle of the handle. The smaller 
disc has the hours, and is also di- 
vided into 29% parts for the days of 
the lunar month. It has a long pro- 
jection, commonly with an engraving 
of the sun at the end, to indicate 
12 o’clock, and usually a sequence of 
teeth or small projections round the 
edge; these projections enable the 
observer to tell the hour by touch 
when it is dark. On any night when 
it was desired to find the hour, the 
pointer or index on the smaller disc 
was opposite to the right day of the 
month in the calendar engraved 
round the larger disc. The -instru- 
ment ‘was then held with its handle 
pointing vertically downwards, and 
the Pole Star was viewed through 
the hole in the central axis. Finally 
the rule was set at the point where 
its edge was in line with the star 
under observation’ (e. g. the Bright 
Star of the Little Bear). The posi- 
tion of the rule upon the smaller or 


hour-disc then marked the time.

SAMPLER ADDENDA 


In the February issue of HOBBIES, 
you published an article on samplers 
written by my mother, Susan Amelia 
Shove. Mrs. Shove had her family 
samplers photographed and wrote 
the item about them in very recent 
years, and it pleased her to receive 
the magazine on her _ ninety-first 
birthday — February 7, 1948. Since 
then, favorable response to the ar- 
ticle from friends and strangers has 
made her wonder if your readers 
might care to know more about the 
two samplers pictured, and the fam- 
ilies named in them. 

Sarah Newton, whose work is dat- 
ed 1792, was a direct descendant of 
Rev. Roger Newton, while Mary 
Buckingham’s first ancestor in A- 
merica was Thomas’ Buckingham. 
Both of these men had a part in the 
earliest history of Milford, Con- 
necticut. 

Thomas Buckingham was one of a 
group that left the New Haven Col- 
ony in 1639 and became the original 
settlers of Milford. They built their 
settlement around the mouth of the 
Wepawaug River on land that was 
bought from the Paugusset Indians 
at a cost of “six coats, ten blankets, 
one kettle, twelve hatchets, twelve 
hoes, two dozen knives and a cozen 
small mirrors.” Peter Prudden head- 
ed the group and fvunded the First 
Church of Milford, which he served 
as pastor until his death in 1656. 
Thomas Buckingham was one of the 
men chosen to be the “Seven Pillars” 
of that church. 

In 1657, the year after Mr. Prud- 
den’s death, Rev. Roger Newton had 
completed twelve years service as 
minister of the church in Farming- 
ton, Connecticut, where he was one 
of the original settlers, and had set 
out for Boston to return to England. 
But — to quote from Henry New- 
ton’s speech at the 250th Anni- 
versary of the Milford Church, 
“strong adverse winds at the time of 
sailing led the master of the ship to 
conclude that, like Jonah of old, Mr. 
Newton was seeking to escape from 
the doing of the Lord’s work; and, 
fearing lest he might otherwise be 
compelled to throw him overboard in 
« mid ocean, he left him in Boston and 
sailed away. 

“After the pastorate of Mr. Prud- 
den in Milford a messenger was sent 
by the Church in Milford to Boston 
to seek out- another pastor. Ap- 


parently’ he found Roger Newton, 











.’” And Thomas Bucking- 
ham is believed to have been the 
messenger” who made the journey to 
Boston, where he died in the fall of 
1657. 
Early in 1660, Mr. Newton went to 
Milford, where he was received as 
the second pastor of the Church. He 
spent the remainder of his life in the 
ministry in Milford and was laid to 
rest in the old cemetary when he died 
there in 1683. He was held in high 
esteem. by his flock, and frequent 
grants of land from the town provid- 
ed him with an estate of exceptional 
value for those days — appraised at 
683 pounds. 
Mr. Newton left four sons and 
three daughters, whose descendants 
spread out over the United States. 
Many of these in 1889 had a share 
in providing the fine Memorial Tab- 
let for Roger Newton which hangs 
today in the First Church of Christ 
in Milford. 
Thomas Buckingham likewise had 
a large family to carry on his name. 
Connecticut’s Civil War Governor, 
William Buckingham, being one of 
his line. 
In the course of years, intermar- 
riage linked the family names, and 
it is interesting that now, more than 
three centuries after the founding of 
Milford, a descendant of both lines 
owns the work of the two little girls 
who carried those names — for 
Susan A. Shove is the daughter of 
Mary Buckingham, and the grand- 
niece of Sarah Newton. 
Part of the information in the 
above letter was obtained from the 
following books:

COLLECTING WITH A 
PURPOSE 


Anyone spending a great deal of 
time in antiaue shops soon becomes 
acquainted with many of the indi- 
viduals who own and operate the 
shops and the type of trade that fre- 
quent them. It is a well known fact 
to the careful observers that much of 
the transient trade consists of the so 
called middle class of people with a 
fairly large income. The vast ma- 
jority of antique collectors wander 
from shop to shop just to see what 


is offered, and not with any definite 
purpose in mind. This type of collec- 
tor finds articles that momentarily 
appeal, and buys them for this 
reason. When they get home, they 
frequently cannot find a place suit- 
able for the article; as a _ result, 
these purchases prove to have been 
unwise. Such persons ‘soon tire of 
the hobby for quiie obvious reasons. 
‘the collector of a similar type who 
recoguizes an article as being just 
the thing for a certain place in the 
home wil find many bargains that 
oe make the home a cozier place to 
ive. 


Nearly all articles that can be. 


classificu as antique have values to 
the extent of their present day use- 
tulness. Old lamps inat are electri- 
tied fit into ceivain settings quite 
beautifully. An extra bedroom, com- 
pletely furnished in antiques presents 
quite a rare treat. in the case or the 
bed, it might ve more practical to 
add box springs and mattress to pro- 
vide comfort for the guests who may 
use the room, and the lamps might 
be electrified. The beauty of such a 
room can be appreciated to a much 
greater extent than would be a sim- 
ilar investment of odds and ends 
scattered here and there througnuut 
the house, and the room would also 
serve a definite purpose 

While a complete room in antiques 
is ideal, it is not necessary fo furnish 
the house in this manner to apypreci- 
ate them. Modern and antique ar- 
ticles can “graze in the same pas- 
ture” if the selections are made with 
care, and also a general wndeizstand- 
ing, by a person who uses good taste. 
Good common sense is the best guide, 
as circumstances alter cases. For ex- 
ample, a cherry table with a few 
other items will look quite well in a 
hallway of a house with modern 
furnishings; It might look awkward 
with other furniture, unless of sim- 
ilar design or finish. In many homes 
one finds an old chair, or some other 
article that is really a fine antique, 
in a modern living room, and gener- 
ally these articles are sadly out of 
place in such a setting. The primary 
thing to remember is to make your 
hobby of collecting worthwhile, by 
making purchases with a definite 
scheme in mind. 

Pattern glass has provided many 
collectors with a worthwhile hobby. 
In the case of collectors of pressed 
glass, as well as collectors of other 
items, many collect without purpose. 
Many collect glass according to im- 
mediate appeal and price. Some buy 
any type of pattern if the article 
seems to be cheap. Collectors of this 
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type eventually give up their hobby 
in disgust with an attic full of ar- 
ticles that are of little or no practi- 
cal value to the owner. Before one 
begins to collect any glass a care- 
ful study should be made of the 
many types that were designed, as 
well as the number of pieces that 
were made in order to determine 
whether all articles you are interest- 
ed in are possible to obtain. Some 
collectors specialize in one particular 
article, ie. goblets, salts, creamers, 
etc., and then concentrate on getting 
as many kinds as they can. Many 
collectors select a particular pattern 
and try to complete the set. The pat- 
tern is often determined by items 
handed down from a previous gen- 
eration. If you have a definite pur- 
pose in mind, there will be great joy 
in adding new items to the set from 
time to time. 

The writer many years ago became 
interested in MOON AND STAR. 
This pattern of pressed glass was 
originally called the “Palace” pat- 
tern, and was made by Adams & Co., 
from Pittsburgh. Abraham Lincoln 
used MOON AND STAR as his 
favorite setting at the White House. 
The pattern is quite heavy, but very 
effective for table decoration. The 
pieces are made up of rows of moons, 
with a row of stars below the row of 
moons. This glass is_ particularly 
brigut and the heavy circles glisten 
from every angle. The butter dish 
with its collared base is unusually 
attractive and quite elusive to col- 
lectors. Many interesting bowls and 
covered dishes, as well as cham- 
pagnes, trays, etc., are found in this 
pattern. Quite recently the author 
added a fat bellied cruet to his col- 
lection of nearly two hundred pieces, 
and still, there are some items mis- 
sing. Service for fourteen is the 
author’s goal. The large flat sauces 
are used for individual finger bowls; 
The footed tumblers are ideal for 
certain types of desserts; The cham- 
pagne glasses are used for serving 
shrimp cocktails, etc.; Pickle dishes 
are used for individual salads; Egg 
cups, ‘which are quite large, are use- 
ful pieces for fruit juices or several 
types of mixed drinks. There is no 
end to the modern application of the 
pieces which were designed for dif- 
ferent purposes originally. Recently, 
the neighbors borrowed the Moon 
and Star cake stand which is on a 
standard, for the purpose of serving 
a wedding cake. 

Nearly everyone has room for a 
corner cupboard in their dining room. 
This would furnish an ideal place to 
display a collection of pressed glass 
that will eventually be built up as the 
years roll by. Some pattern should be 
selected that was originally complete 
so all articles desired might be avail- 
able. Even in an extremely modern 
dining room. such as is found in the 
author’s home the set of pressed 
glass is quite appropriate, and also 
a cherished possession that ‘brings 
back many fond memories. A set of 
Stengle pottery plates and cups were 
purchased to go with the MOON 
AND STAR because plates and cups 
were not made in this pattern. This 
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heavy pottery is quite appropriate 
to be used with a heavy type of 
pattern glass. 

Collecting with a purpose will be a 
bit difficult at first, but after a 
reasonable start in the right direc- 
tion, you will be amazed how it ‘will 
grow in momentum. Since there will 
be some practical vaiue in the fact 
that collected items are used in a 
practical way from time to time, one 
need not feel that time and money 
spent is wasted. In fact, many 
of the items become greatly en- 
hanced in value, and in cases where 
purchases are made with great care, 
prove to be the best investment. 
Worthy use of leisure time is very 
important in our machine age. Why 
not take up “collecting with a pur- 
pose?”

From acorns. mighty oaks do -grow, 
is here forcefully demonstrated. The 
itinerant salesman of bottled pe- 
troleum, picturesquely mounted on 
his sorrel mare, sallied forth to ease 
the aches and pains of this world, 
little realizing what the scientists 
would do with his bottled elixir in 
the short space of a century. First 
it healed, then illuminated, and now, 
as a most forceful propellant, it 
threatens to rain disaster upon this 
world. As for me I like to forget all 
this, stick to my hobbies and, may 
be, ‘have the luck to get hold of a 
copy of Tobias Hirte’s little book, or 
add an old blown bottle of his Sen- 
eca Oil, with or ‘without contents, 
but with the old label, to my collec- 
tion.

bolical figures. Scandinavia during 
this period was prolific in chessmen. 
| “With the rise of Gothic architec- 
ture in the thirteenth century the 
influence of France became pre- 
dominant, and through the general 
imitation of the French style there 
is a tendency to uniformity in the 
ivories wherever produced. But the 
most capable artists continued to 
devote themselves to the greater 
branch of sculpture, and ivory carv- 
ing became an industrial art rarely 
able to command the services of the 
highest talent. The work was organ- 
ized on a commercial basis, and the 
workshops, the chief of which ap- 
pear to have been in Paris, turned 
out these small sculptures in such 
quantities that an exceedingly large 
number of them are still in existence. 
Of the artists themselves we know 
practically nothing: they are com- 
pletely merged in the corporate body 
of the ymagiers tailleurs of whom 
we read in mediaeval documents. A 
Jean Lebraellier was ivory carver 
to Charles V of France, but we do 
not know his work. 

“The style of ivory carvings fol- 
lows that of monumental sculpture, 
but often at a distance; and there is 
a tendency to conservatism which is 
sometimes misleading; a frequent 
cause of this was, no doubt, the re- 
luctanee of the older workmen to re- 
linquish the familiar fashions in 
which they had been trained. In the 
thirteenth century the spirit of 
Gothic sculpture is earnest and ex- 
alted; its types have an ideal and 
impersonal quality which in the 
finest work lends them a peculiar 
nobility, only surpassed by the best 
sculpture of the Greeks. Diminutive 
figures in ivory naturally lack the 
impressive grandeur of the statues 
which beautify the cathedrals, but 
some of them are finely inspired 
‘with the spirit of their age; the 


Ivory draughtsmen, early thirteenth

group in the Louvre representing’ the 
Coronation of the Virgin is an ex- 
ample of this great style manifested 
through the medium of ivory in the 
earlier Gothic period. But even be- 
fore the thirteenth century came to 
an end there appears a tendency to 
mannerism, which rapidly increasing 
during the next fifty years, changed 
the whole sentiment of religious art. 
In the faces, an air of worldly self- 
consciousness replaces the old naive 
exaltation. An effected smile strays 
over the features, producing a mere- 
ly quaint effect in spite of the re- 
finement and delicacy of the work- 
manship. In the draperies, simple 
folds are broken and multiplied, as 
if there were a greater pre-occupa- 
tion with costume and personal ap- 
pearance. Nevertheless the ivory 
carvers still kept within the limits 
imposed upon them by their mater- 
ial, and maintained general types 
which still belong to an ideal art. 
But in the second half of the cen- 
tury there was a change in the di- 
rection of realism, at first chiefly 
marked in the rendering of faces; 
and though for sacred persons the 
old drapery was retained, the cos- 
tumes of secondary actors in re- 
ligious scenes were consistently 
modified in accordance with con-

temporary fashions. At the close of: 
the century, the influence of the 
realistic art of Flanders, now pre- 
dominant even in France, ensured 
the triumph of realism, and the ideal 
principles of early Mediaeval art 
were abandoned. We find heads 
which illustrate national character- 
istics, and it becomes easier to dis- 
tinguish the work of the different 
countries of Europe. 

“Although during the period of the 
Gothic style the initiative was taken: 
by France, while at its close Flem- 
ish influence was especially active, 
other countries ‘were not altogether 
unproductive, and a certain number 
of ivories can be assigned to Eng- 
land, Italy, and Germany. We have 
seen that during an earlier period 
our countrymen were familiar with 
this branch of art, and it is therefore 
surprising to find a few ivories of 
the later Middle Ages which can 
with certainty be ascribed to their 
skill. Perhaps down to the middle 
of the fourteenth century . French 
work was imported, or slavishly imi- 
tated; perhaps the canon for the 
figures of the ideal period was 
everywhere much the same. At any 
rate it is onlv after this time that it - 
seems possible to distinguish work 
which can be definitely claimed as 
English. In most cases it is by a 
peculiar style, minute and somewhat 
hard, by types of heads and faces 
vigorously and_ realistically treated, 
or by details of costume or archi- 
tecture, that these few ivories may 
be discriminated from the work of 
other countries and _ conjecturally 
ascribed to our own. This is the case 
with a large openwork diptych 
formerly in the Spitzer collection, 
and with other examples in open- 
work, notably a fine panel represent- 
ing Christ between St. Peter and St. 
Paul beneath rich architectural can- 
opies, in the Victoria and Albert Mu- 
seum; also with the diptych with 
standing figures of Christ and the 
Virgin in the Salting collections, ex- 
hibited in the same museum. The 
British Museum possesses an ivory 
which is not without affinity to the 
last and affords more definite evi- 
dence of English origin. This is the 
triptych bearing shields with the 
arms of John Frandison, Bishop of 
Exeter, (d 1369), whose episcopal 
throne is to be seen in Exeter 
Cathedral. The work and the types 
represented are quite distinct in 
style from anything Continental, and 
have that individual and original 
stamp which has nearly always been 
a constant feature in English art. 

“A certain number of Gothic ivor- 
ies are assigned to Germany, but 
these as a rule differ less markedly 
from the French examples. In Italy, 
ivory carving does not appear to 
have been generally popular. The 
most famous early example is the 
well-known statuette of the Virgin 
and Child by Gionanni Pisano in the 
sacristy of the Cathedral at Pisa, 
but the Louvre has carved ivory de- 
corations of two saddles made in 
Italy and Sicily in the thirteenth and 
early fourteenth centuries. Italian 
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Casket with carved bone and intarsia, North Italian, about 1400. 


ivory croziers of a distinctive char- 
acter were made before A. D. 1350; 
one, in the Salting collection at 
South Kensington, belonged to Benci 
Aldbrandini, Bishop of Gubbio in A. 
D. 1331, whose arms are upon its 
cuir-bouilli case; others are in the 
Cathedral Museum at Siena. After 
the middle of the century, Italy 
seems to have preferred bone to 
ivory, and at its close great numbers 
of altar-pieces triptychs, caskets, and 
mirrors with bone reliefs mounted 
in marquetry (intarsia) were made 
in the workshops of the Embrisco 
family at Venice. The caskets and 
mirrors are usually ornamentad with 
subjects from the French romances, 
for in the fourteenth century the 
feudal society of Northern Italy was 
entirely under the influence of 
French culture. The intarsia work 
which they are combined, from the 
fact that it was frequently executed 
by Harthusian monks, is commonly 
described as alla Certosina. 

“The subjects of the ivory carvers 
are those vhich were generally in 
favor throughout the Middle Ages, 
and may be divided into the two 
great classes of religious and secu- 
lar. The former, where they do not 
consist of isolated figures of sacred 
persons and saints, are chiefly de- 
rived from the Gospel narrative, the 
Apocrypnal Gospels, and the Golden 
Legend of Jacobus de Voragine, 
Bishop of Genoa (d. A. D. 1298), a 
compilation of early legends ampli- 
fying the story of Christ and the 
Virgin, and relating the miraculous 
lives of the Saints. Subjects from the 
Old Testament, so popular in Early 
Christian Art, and so often employed 
by the enamellers of the Rhine and 
Meuse in the twelfth century, now 
became very uncommon on _ivories; 
the great majority of these diminu- 
tive reliefs were devoted to the Pas- 
sion of our Lord and to the glorifi- 
cation of the Virgin. The common- 
est arrangement for a diptych is the 
association of the Virgin and Child 


between angels with the Crucifixion, 
or of the Nativity with the Crucifix- 
ion of Last Judgment. 

“The secular subjects are derived 
from the cycles of Romance, or are 
simple illustrations of the life of 
knightly courtoisie as it was lived in 
the feudal castles of Europe. The 
adventures of Launcelot, Gawain, 
and Tristan, or of Aristotle, Virgil, 
and Alexander, are of common oc- 
currence. A very favorite subject for 
illustration on caskets, where the 
considerable space available allowed 
series of scenes to be represented, 
was the complete story of the Chate- 
laine de Vergy, a metrical novel of 
some literary merit. 

“Another. favorite scene is the at- 
tack on the Castle of Love, seen on 
the lid. Hunting and hawking scenes, 
the meetings of lovers, representa- 
tions of chess and other games play- 
ed in the halls of the castle after the 
tables were removed, are the com- 
monest subjects on the combs and 
mirror-cases which were made _ in 
such quantities for ladies’ use. 

“The Mohammedan countries con- 
tinued to carve ivory during the later 
Middle Ages, inlaying panels of this 
substance in their wood-work. These 
panels are commonly carved with in- 
scriptions in character of large size, 
producing a highly decorative effect. 

“Like much of tne monumental 
sculpture in the mediaeval period, 
ivory carvings were painted either 
wholly or in part with colors. Though 
in the majority of cases this polychro- 
matic decoration has almost entirely 
disappeared, traces of it may very 
frequently be detected; while in rar- 
er instances diptychs and statuettes 
have come down to us with their 
color almost intact. Although we 
now prefer the mellow tone of old 
ivory without the addition of color, 
the taste of our ancestors was in 
favor of something brighter; and in 
this they shared the opinion of the 
Greeks, whose sculpture was also 
largely polychromatic. Usually, but 
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not always, the scenes upon diptychs 
with numerous subjects are read like 
the Mediaeval church windows, from 
the bottom left-hand corner upwards. 

“With the Renaissance, the art of 
the ivory carver though surviving in 
most of the countries which had 
hitherto practised it, ceased to enjoy 
the same degree of popularity. The 
cause of this change is obscure; it 
may have been partly a matter of 
fashion. In Northern Italy in the 
second half of the fifteenth century 
there was a brief return to the use 
of ivory, and panels for decoratmg 
caskets, with the Triumphs of Pet- 
rarch, were made at Mantua and 
Verona by sculptors influenced by 
the School of Mantegna. A ‘work of 
greater merit in the Louvre is a 
triptych with subjects from the life 
of Christ executed in the Floren- 
tine style of the period, and of such 
beauty that they may be ascribed to 
an artist of repute, perhaps to Bene- 
detto da Maiano. Other North Itali- 
an ivories of the late fifteenth ce.- - 
tury, possibly produced at Venice, 
show Flemish or German influence. 
To the same city may perhaps be as- 
signed certain medallion portraits in 
ivory dating from the following cen- 
tury, while some of the carved pow- 
der-horns in various. collections, 
which are of similar date, may be 
Italian. 

“In France, certain combs and mir- 
rors of the first half of the six- 
teenth century, with rather low re- 
liefs upon hatched grounds, contin- 
ue the methods of the expiring. Goth- 
ic period, though introducing new 
forms and styles of ornament. A 
few paxes of the same half of the 
century are under the evident in- 
fluence of Flemish art. Somewhat 
later, dagger-sheaths or hilts, pow- 
derhorns, etc., were decorated with 
classical and allegorical figures of 
great merit in the style of the full 
Renaissance. 

“In Germany, subjects from en- 
gravings and pictures by Durer, 
Hans Sebald Beham, and other ar- 
tists were occasionally reproduced in 
ivory, but statuettes and allegorical

groups of, more original merit may 
also be’ ascribed to berman art of 
this period. 


“The Iberian Peninsula, where 
Gothic traditions persisted tate, was 
exposed to influences from Itaiy, 
France, and Flanders. To the close 
of the sixteenth century and to the 
century which followed must be as- 
signed a large and inferior class of 
statuettes and reliefs in the domain 
of religious art, especially figures 
ot the Virgin and St. James, crudely 
gilded or colored, and thought to 
have been made in the Spanish and 
Portuguese colonies. It may also be 
noted that the negroes in Portuguese 
territory executed some remarkable 
ivory carvings at this period. 


“The ivory carvers of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries en- 
deavored to exceed the limitations 
imposed upon them by their material 
in the treatment of figure subjects, 
and, forgetting the proper conven- 
tions accepted by earlier centuries, 
attempted to emulate the manner of 
monumental sculpture. For the sub- 
jects of their bas-reliefs they sought 
Inspiration in the works of Rubens 
and his school, especially favoring 
mythological and Bacchanalian 
scenes, in ‘which the nude is treated 
in the exuberant manner character- 
istic of the master. A frequent re- 
ligious subject was now the crucifix, 
which, as we have already seen, was 
comparatively rare in earlier periods. 
Here again carvers of limited talent 
essayed effects beyond their powers, 
with the result that their work is 
usually mediocre and unconvincing, 
in spite of the obvious effort after 
expression and sentiment. More suc- 
cessful are some of the portrait 
medallions reproducing the features 
of contemporary personages, and the 
less pretentious objects, such as 
snuff-raps, bonbonnieres, or fan- 
handles, in which the craftsmen were 
content to aim at an appropriate de- 
corative effect, and did not usurp 
the functions of the greater arts. 


“The most conspicuous names in 
this period are those of the Flemish 
artists Francois Duquesnoy, other- 
wise known as Francois Flamand or 
Il Fiammingo (b. 1594, d. 1646), and 
his contemporary Gerard van Opstal 
or Obstal (d. 1668). The former was 
a sculptor of merit who studied in 
Rome and was the friend of Nicolas 
Poussin; he is known to have carved 
in ivory, but as his works in this 
material were not signed, they can- 
not be certainly distinguished from 
those of other artists; it can only be 
presumed that some of the finer re- 
liefs, in which the prevailing exuber- 
ance is checked by a feeling for the 
antique, are probably by his hand. 
Of the art of Gerard van Obstal 
more is known. Born in Antwerp, 
and dominated by the influence of 
Rubens, he went to France and work- 
ed for French patrons. Two of a 
Series of bas-reliefs in openwork, 
with Bacchanalian subjects, now in 
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the Louvre, are signed by him, and 
are the authorative examples of his 
style. Lucas Fayd’herbe of Mechiin 
(1617-1694) actually worked in the 
studies of Rubens, and thougt, like 
the two sculptors already mentioned, 
he did not confine himself to ivory, 
many of the reliefs with mythologi- 
cal and Bacchanalian subjects in the 
style of Rubens may be assigned to 
his hand. 

‘ “In France the best-known 
names are those of Michael Anguier 
of Eu (1614-1686), Jean-Baptiste 
Guillermin (d. 1699), Le Geret, 
Simon Jaillot (d. 1681), who made 
crucifixes, David Le Marchand of 
Dieppe (d. 1681), and Cavalier, who 
carved medallion portraits. Both the 
two last-named worked for a time in 
England, the former signing his por- 
traits D. L. M. Dieppe was then cele- 
brated as the center of French ivory 
carving, and had possibly practiced 
the art for more than a century. In 
the eighteenth century there was a 
great decline, partly caused by the 
growing popularity of porcelain 
figures, though there was still a 
considerable output of small bibelots 
and religious figures of slender ar- 
tistic value. In more recent times 
there has again been something of a 
revival. 

“Germany in this period followed 
the Flemish style, decorating flagons 


69 


and other vessels ‘with mythological 
and Bacchanalian subjects. The re- 
lief is very high and there is the 
same misplaced effort to work in the 
manner of the sculptor in marble. 
Flagons of this kind were fitted with 
enamelled mounts at Augsburg, and 
Nuremberg. Of known artists pro- 
ducing reliefs in ivory may be men- 
tioned Christoph Andermayer (d. 
1633), whose best work dates from 
the earlier part of the seventeenth 
century; his subjects were both relig- 
ious and secular, and he was capable 
of greater refinement and restraint 
than most of his contemporaries. 
Balthasas Permoser (1651-1732) re- 
produced in ivory with great suc- 
cess the bronze statuettes and 
groups of John of sologna. Three 
members of the Zich family working 
chiefly in the second half of the 
seventeenth century at Nuremberg 
produced tours de force in the Chin- 
ese style, such as the ivory spheres 
contained one within the other. Dur- 
ing the eighteenth century there 
were a number of ivory carvers, 
chiefly in the South of Germany, 
examples of whose work can be seen 
in the Bavarian National Museum at 
Munich.

Sculptured In Glass 


By BESSIE M. LINDSAY 


Some statuettes were symbolic 
rather than personal. One _ repre- 
senting John Bull is typical. “John 
Bull” is a nickname applied to the 
typical Englishman. It is used also 
as a personification of the British 
Government. John Bull, it should be 
remembered, was the personification 
of OUR government for more than 
one hundred fifty years, until we 
won our independence from Britain. 


A glassware statuette shows John 
Bull seated on a bale of cotton. A 
bull-dog sits beside him, holding a 
newspaper. An _ inscription “John 
Bull” is on the base. Another in- 
scription “The Times” is on the 
paper. This bit of glassware is jam- 
packed with personality. The figure 
is rotund, the neck is short, the nose 
is large, eyebrows are shaggy; but a 
dimple in the right cheek cancels the 
idea of heaviness and solidity. Side- 
burns, hair, and hat, provide a dis- 
tinguished effect. He carries a 
cane, sports a monocle and watch- 
fob, wears a flower in the right

lapel. His collar is high, boot tops 
ditto, and his shirt is ruffled. His 
coat, left side, is pushed back and 
his thumb crooked in the armhole of 
the vest. Yes, John Bull is smiling 
and dapper, confident, and inclined 
to be just a wee bit cocky. The full 
length figure has a plain base that 
serves no purpose save necessary 
support. It is seven inches high, and 
the base measures three and three- 
fourths inches in diameter. The 
central portion is hollow so _ the 
weight is less than in many speci- 
mens: one and three-fourths pounus. 
Whether an English or an American 
product is difficult to determine. 
The surface is satinized. 


Britannia is the British equivalent 
of the United States personification 
of Columbia. It is fitting to have 
this figure as companion to John 
Bull. She is represented as a seated 
figure, clothed in long, flowing, 
sleeveless draperies. In her left arm 
she holds a spray of laurel. A helmet 
rests on her head. The right hand is 
placed on an oval shield at her side. 
On this shield the Union Jack is 
shown. It is well to remember that 
the Union Jack was the flag under 
which the United States was colon- 
ized. It flew from the Mayflower 
when the Pilgrims came to Plymouth 
in 1620, and it flew from the Con- 
stant which brought English set- 
tlers to Jamestown in 1607. 


The statuette is well executed in 
every respect. It is of English origin, 
as shown by the English registry 
mark. It carries also, a maker’s mark. 
This is an anchor combined with the 
letters J. and D. The figure is eight 
inches high and the diameter of the 
fluted base is four and one-half 
inches.

Here she glean- 
ed grain, after the reapers, in the 
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BRITTANIA STATUETTE 


field of Boaz. Eventually, she married 
Boaz and became the mother of Obed, 
and an ancestress of Mary, mother 
of Jesus. 

Ruth is represented in glassware 
by a charming statuette. She is 
shown as a gleaner, resting on one 
knee, with wisps of grain in each 
hand. The hair is dressed in an an- 
cient fashion. She wears a low-neck, 
laced bodice, with snort, full sleeves, 
that do not restrain freedom of mo- 
tion. The features suggest modesty, 
delicacy, purity, with a trace of near- 
sadness. This figure is four and one- 
half inches high, and the base is two 
and one-half inches in diameter. 
Weight is one-half pound. An in- 
scription on the base reads: “Gillin- 
der & Sons” “Centennial Exhibition.” 
It is crystal glass with satinized 
surface.

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Please do not write asking us to 
appraise something for you. We 
cannot attempt this as a matter of 
policy. You can readily realize that 
we would soon be in hot water and 
perhaps create a lot of bad will, the 
seller thinking we appraised too low, 
the buyer thinking we appraised too 
high.

The late Thomas M. Elder who 
wrote for our coin section for years 
was a character in the coin hobby.

One time, just before the war, 
when we were trying, in our small 
way, to keep the country out of it, 
he wrote Miss Reeder urging her to 
have me _ soft-pedal.

‘So 
it boils down to this; would people pre- 
fer to have these irreplaceable things 
reach them in perfect condition, or save 
a few pennies and open the package to 
hear that sickening ‘“‘crunch’’ of broken 
pieces. Frankly, I dg not think there is 
much choice.—Naoma R. Thomas.

HILLTOWN 


GLASS WORKS 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


For the student of colonial glass 
manufacture it must be of interest 
to learn of the discovery of the site 
of an ancient glassworks located in 
Hilltown township, Bucks county, 
Pennsylvania. : 

When Pennsylvania was founded 
and shiploads of immigrants arrived, 
they built houses and _ developed 
thirst. At Pennsbury, the brew- 
house was built before the mansion, 
an economic measure of importance, 
considering that an _ astounding 
amount of drinking was going on in 
those days. Rum and spirits were 
used in every house, and wines by the 
well-to-do. The duties of hospitality 
demanded treating to something or 
other on every occasion. 

William Penn had a tender re- 
gard for Andrew Doz, the vigneron 
he had brought from France, and 
wanted him encouraged in his wine- 
making enterprise. “He: is_ hot,” 
- Penn wrote in 1685, “but I think 

honest, and his wife a pretty woman 
in her disposition.” 

To dispense the potions in homes 
and taverns prodigious numbers of 
bottles were needed and as early as 
June 4th, 1682, James Claypoole, a 
member of the Society of Free 
Traders, wrote that it was contem- 
plated to set up a glass-house for 
bottles and drinking glasses, and in 
1682 one was erected and put in 
charge of Joshua Tittery, late of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. He was under 
contract to serve four years at 88 
pounds per year. Very little is known 
about the further activities of Tit- 
tery’s glass-house, which according 


to Franz Daniel Pastorius was pro- 
ducing in 1684, at Frankford, about 
an hour and a half from Philadelphia. 
Glassmaking, once established, caus- 
ed no further historical comment. 
The need for bottles and window 
glass was urgent, and we may as- 
sume that the need was met. 


Any further attempt at glass 
making would seek wooded rural 
sections for the needed fuel, and by 
1789 we find Casper Wistar starting 
his enterprise in New Jersey. 


Eleven years later, Henry William 
Stiegel arrived in Philadelphia and 
qualified for entry on August 31, 
1750. An enterprising lad, 21 years 
old, his aim was to succeed, with 
probably no knowledge that it would 
be as iron-master and later as pro- 
ducer of glass. He must have met 
on the long and tedious voyage a 
fellow passenger, Johan George 
Musse, who knew what he was 
about, as glass blowing was his trade. 
Stiegel started his glass making at 
Elizabeth Furnace in 1762, and by 
that time George Musse had died, as 
the records of the Tohickon Church 
of Bucks County, Pa., disclose: 

Georg Musse, the old glass- 
blower died, was buried the 
21st Junius 1760. 


This was the first hint we had that 
a glass works might have existed 
in the hilly and densely wooded dis- 
tricts of upper Bucks County. In 


Sower’s newspaper of February 1, 
1755, is reference to Johannes Bohn 
and George Heyl, at the glass-house, 
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without any indication where it 
might have been located. 


In the July 17, 1769, issue of “The 
Pennsylvania Chronicle,” one Jacob 
Barge advertised for broken flint 
glass to be worked up at a “new 
glass house.” He himself, and Jacob 
Morgan, James White and Jacob 
Reno, are mentioned as receivers for 
broken glass. There is no hint as 
to the location of the glass works, 
but the U. S. Census of 1790 men- 
tions a Jacob Barge, as resident of 
Hilltown district in Bucks County, 
Pa.; Jacob Morgan was a distiller, 
in Moravian Alley, Philadelphia. 


Another advertisement, in Hen- 
rich Miller’s “Staatsbote,” | Phila- 
delphia, of August 27, 1776, an- 
nounced that the German servant, 
Eberhard Meyer, had run away for 
the sixth time from his master, 
Peter Mason, at the Glass House, 
Bucks County. 


_ This made further search much 
easier and we found that Peter 
Mason was a resident of Hilltown 
township and listed in the tax lists 
extant — those for 1779, 1781 to 
1784 — but no longer in the last 
two, for 1785 and 1786. The most re- 
vealing entry is for 1781, which 
reads: 


Peter Mason, glass works, no acres, 
five horses, two cattle, no servants. 


Here then, is definite information 
that there was a glass-house in Hill- 
town township, Bucks County, : Pa., 
in charge of one Peter Mason in the 
period 1776 to 1784. If tax lists for 
Bucks County prior to 1776 were 
available, they might give further 
enlightment. 


The old Bethiehem - Philadelphia 
road traverses Hilltown township 
from Line Lexington to near Hagers- 
ville, and search for the site of the 
old glass works, we figured, should 
be conducted along this road. Ques- 
tioning of descendants of old settlers 
soon brought results and we were 
informed that tradition has it there 
was, in olden times, a glass works 
somewhere near Blooming Glen Mill. 
down to this corner of Hilltown 
township, we went from farm to 
farm to make inquiries whether in 
any of the fields fragments of glass 
had ever been plowed up. This was 
a slow process, but finally one day, 
toward evening we approached a 
farm of 58 acres, marked J. Fulmer, 
on the Hilltown map in Scott’s At- 
las of 1876. The women at the 
farmhouse were busy in the kitch- 
en and I asked the farmer’s wife the 
question I had asked many times be- 
fore. “Did any of your men folks 
ever plow up bits of broken glass in 
your fields?” The woman seemed 
amused at this strange. inquiry and 
was quite positive that she never 
heard of any such finds in their 
fields. To make doubly sure I in- 
quired whether her husband was 
about, for further questioning, as, 
after all, the men did the plowing 
and what they found might not have 
come to the attention of the women. 
“Why, my husband is in the glass 
field. hoeing.” : 
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“What did you say — glass field?” 
I asked, startled. 

“That’s right, you did ask about 
broken glass; well, just talk to my 
husband, he might know something 
about it; just follow this lane and at 
the end of the corn field you will 
find him.” 

We lost no time in finding the 
farmer, and he told us that at every 
plowing there came to the surface 
pieces of slag, bits of glazed mason- 
ry and broken glass in his field, and 
that that particular field had on that 
account been called the “glass field” 
as long as he remembers. He vol- 
unteered to put some pieces aside 
for me at the next plowing. I did 
better and was on hand when that 
took place and was able to gather 
several basketiuls of material ‘which 
left no doubt that here was the site 
of an old glass works. 

Most pieces found were from dark 
to light green fragments of bottles. 
The majority of bottom fragments 
and upper rims indicate that the 
bottles had square bottoms without 
kick-up and scarcely any neck. They 
come nearest to what George S. Mc- 
Kearin calls four-siued case bottles, 
rum or gin botiles, wwo of which 
are shown on piate 223, Nos. 4 and 
7, in his book on American Glass. 
There were aiso a few iragmenis of 
round-bottomed botiles, aiso with- 
out kick-up. A few thin-walled, 
curved pieces were of a lighter sea- 
green color. Of the many tragments 
of bottle tops there is not a single 
indication of an applied ring near 
the lip. The top is sheared and then 
curved outward which seems distinct- 
ly a Hilltown type. 

The main products were free- 
blown green bottles and window 
glass to judge by the amount of 
fragments. But there are also indi- 
cations that the glass blowers were 
skilled in better things. Among the 
finds is a beautifuily formed knob 
for the top of a lid and the foot as 
of a Stiegel salt. Some folued over 
rims indicate the making of milk 
bowls. There are some fragmenis of 
clear white glass, too muci broken 
up to guess of what they were part. 
Two fragments, though, were parts 
of the stem of a wine glass with 
opaque or cotton twist. The twist is 
different in each and could not have 
been parts of the same glass. There 
are also a few fragments of blue, 
light blue and amber color. 

Other finds were large chunks of 
vitrified material, the size of a fist 
and bigger, glazed on one side or on 
two opposite sides. No doubt, they 
were fragments of melting pots. 
Pieces of gall, the scum forming on 
melting glass, from opaque white to 
turquoise color, found in profusion, 
were conclusive evidence that finally 
we had found the site of the Hilltown 
glass works. 

Scanning old records we learned 
that the site of the glass works was 
in possession of Frederick Kern un- 
til his death in 1772. Unfortunately 
there are no deeds on record which 
would give a clue to former owner- 
ship; it appears, however, that Fred- 
erick Kern was the owner for a con- 
siderable time prior to his death. 


Subsequent owners were Frederick’s 
son, Christian Kern until 1795, when 
he sold the homestead farm to his 
son John Adam Kern. 

Peter Mason was not a land owner 
and we may assume that he rented 
the land from Frederick Kern or 
conducted the glass works for him. 
The U. S. Census for 1790 lists a 
Peter Mason in Springfield towaship, 
Montgomery County, Pa., with three 
adult males and two females. The 
last year he was listed in the tax re- 
cord of Hilltown township, Bucks 
County, in 1784, his household con- 
sisted of the same number, viz., five 
white inhabitants. 

At the period when the glass 
works flourished, that part of Hill- 
town township was almost exclusive- 
ly settled by Germans, and we are 
tempted to believe that Peter 
Mason’s name was originally “Mau- 
rer,” translated into the English 
“Mason.” There was a Christopher 
Mason, landlord of a tavern in 
Flourtown (on the same old Bethle- 
hem Road) in 1779, who had bought 
in 1773 a property nearby, and in 
the deed it is stated that his name 
was formerly Christopher Maurer. 
What is more, he had a son, named 
Peter Mason.

used on various European issues— 
they look different ages. Is it due 
to the engraving work or just dif- 
ferent photos?” 

“Have all the Channel Islands an is~ 
sue—or an overprinted issue—and 
are they really the sources of the 
cattle breeds?” 


Of course these are answered some- 
what in current encyclopaedias, but 
these too may not be available to shut- 
in students. Actually, in reply to the 
last query—Jersey, Guernsey and Al- 
derny cattle are from originally bred 
cattle on the islands. There is an- 
other island, Sark. Maybe no breed 
original there. But the cattle we 
know are mostly improved breeds— 
especially Jerseys—and visitors to the 
Islands do not enthuse over the cur- 
rent Island stock. 

There are other breeds in Great 
Britain, similarly improved here. No 
cattle named for the Isle of Man. Cats 
only. ‘Manx cats”—tailless.

Dream Cover 


Recently a “dream cover” a “Five 
and Ten” cover, mailed on a train 
of the Burlington and Fitchburg R. R. 
was shown in the press. The date of 
the cancel exposed the facts of sev- 
eral not mentioned things. First, the 
addressee was paying teller of a 
bank which started in 1851 (first 
year in directory) and his name list- 
ed in the bank notice. The two stamps 
were demonetized in 1851 as of July 
1. Was the use a direct effort to 
“ynload” using availables or two in 
place of three fives? What was the 
route from Fitchburg to Boston? 
Train mail could go several ways, 
through junctions but not directly 
from Fitchburg to-Boston. If back 
stamped not mentioned. But a very 
valuable cover and in the showing of 
a great British collector. The quoted 
price (value) would indicate that 
there are few such covers. Maybe 
less than a dozen known. 

Such history seems to be. cumula- 
tive—because some was added after 
the cover was shown, or at least was 
not mentioned till then. Facts that 
march with visible markings are very 
interesting. Write up your own cov- 
ers if you have any that are not self 
explanatory.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Henry VII alias Henry VIII 


The supposed portrait of Henry 
VIII on his coins is really an alias 
of Henry VII. While the coins bear 
the name Henric VIII, the portrait 
is that of his father, Henry VII. This 
portraiture feature gives the coins 
high rank in numismatic strange- 
lies. An article by W. D. Ferguson 
in the New Zealand Numismatic 
Journal has this to say about the 
coinage of Henry VIII: 

The coinage of Henry VIII pos- 
sesses points of interest for the 
numismatist, the economist and the 
historian. Many of the chief events 
of the reign, and the times in which 
Henry lived, can be traced in the 
coinage. There can be few periods 
in history where the coinage of a 
country has proved a better mirror 
of the times. After his succession 
in 1509 the silver types which had 
been in use during the last years of 
the previous reign, were continued, 
the only alteration being the addi- 
tion of another stroke in the numer- 
als after “Henric” making “VIII.” 
This was continued until 1526, the 
profile bust of his father being used 
until then. It might seem strange to 
us that this should have been the 
case, but portraits of the reigning 
monarchs were not then regarded as 
essential on coins, and the portrait- 
bust of Henry VII had only been in- 
troduced five years before his death. 
In those times very few people could 
have seen the king, or known what 
he was like, and a change at the 
commencement of a new reign did 
not appear to be necessary. Conceit- 
ed as Henry VIII was. he never ap- 
peared to care about the effect of 
his portrait on his coins. Although 
his father’s profile ‘was a much 
more pleasing one than his own, its 
continued use for so long would not 
have been for this reason. 


The Fleur-de-Lis and Fatted 
Calf of New Rochelle, N. Y. 


Designs on coins are tne illustra- 
tions of the various tales in the vol- 
ume of The Story Behind The Coins. 
Designs on coins, like illustrations in 
books, reflect the nature of the 
story. The price of a book does not 


set its readable value, nor does the 
premium-price of a coin set its 
numismatic value; the value of a 
coin, like that of a book, depends on 
the story it tells. Our series of 
Commemorative coins furnish us an 
illustrated volume of American His- 
torical Tales. 

Get out your volume (coin cabi- 
net) of American Historical Tales 
turn to the story of the New 
Rochelle (N. Y.) commemorative 
half-dollar commemorating the 250th 
anniversary — 1688-19388 — of the 
founding of the settlement. The 
frontispiece is a French symbol, the 
fluer-de-lis; the back-page _illustra- 
tion is that of a roped calf; in- 
congruous designs for an American 
coin you will say. But wait until 
you read the story; the designs will 
then appear perfectly appropriate. 
Its chronological record in _ itself 
makes it a featured coin — author- 
ized in 1986, minted in 19387, and 
bearing a 1938 date — something 
very unusual in coinage. 

On one side of the coin is per- 
fectly proportioned fleur-de-lis. Why a 
foreign (French) symbol on an Amer- 
ican coin? The district was settled 
by French Hugenots from Rochelle, 
France. The fleur-de-lis was a part 
of the coat-of-arms of Rochelle, and 
as the United States was not as yet 
even contemplated, what was more 
natural than that the settlers name 
their new home New Rochelle and 
appropriate the fleur-de-lis as_ its 
symbol. 

Note the legends near the outer 
edge, E Pluribus Unum, Liberty, In 
God We Trust, so symmetrically 
arranged, one following the other, 
adding beauty to the coin. On many 
of our Commemoratives these le- 
gends were inserted in any old place, 
wherever the designer could find 
parking space, much as if their in- 
sertion was an after-thought, giving 
the coin a somewhat crowded helter- 
skelter appearance. Future’ de- 
signers should profit by the prece- 
dent of the New Rochelle. 

The new settlers purchased many 
thousands of acres from one John 
Pell, for a consideration of course. 
Now one of the considerations, a 
rarity in land transfers, was that 


the purchasers must pay to John 
Pell, his heirs or assigns, “One fatt 
calfe on the 24th day of June, each 
year, for ever, if demanded.” This 
accounts for the strange device, the 
roped calf, and for the full length 
portrait of John Pell all dressed up 
in his 17th century Sunday best, 
from the feathered cap down to his 
buckled shoes. 

Don’t criticize the illustration in 
a book until you have read the story, 
and don’t criticise the designs on a 
coin until you have read the coin’s 
story. The New Rochelle commem- 
orative has a befitting story to 
match its odd designs. 


You Can’t Raise a “Queer” 
At the Race Track 


Counterfeiting we have always had 
with us, and even the death penalty 
has never stopped it. The govern- 
ment keeps a large force of men 
busy the year round, year after 
year, rounding up _ counterfeiters. 
Now you would suppose that bank 
clerks, from the very nature of their 
work, would be the best counter- 
feit detectors, but, strangely, the 
clerks at the race tracks have the 
bank clerks out-rated. Oscar Otis, in 
a news article says: “Incidentally, 
on relation to tote wagering at Ar- 
lington, there was not a single case 
of a counterfeit ticket being cashed 
or an attempt made to cash one, 
something of a record. At the same 
time, some $75 in counterfeit mon- 
ey was tabbed, but this was an in- 
finitesimal amount compared_ to 
total money wagered, The “queer” 
was quickly spotted and none was 
paid out at the dividend windows. It 
might interest you to know that 
some of the federal people who are 
in a position to know regard the old- 
time pari-mutual clerks as the na- 
tion’s leading experts on the detec- 
tion of counterfeit. They are ranked 
over bank clerks by a wide margin. 
Perhaps the reason is that some 
counterfeiters believe a race course 
an easy place to pass their stuff, but 
nothing could be farther from the 
truth.” 

Many rare coins are counterfeited 
and passed on beginners, but it 
would be as hard to pass one on an 
experienced coin collector as it would 
be to pass a counterfeit bill at a race 
track or at a bank. Inexperienced 
coin collectors should be on their 
guard against “rare coin” counter- 


feits.

Five Cent Piece A Toughy. The 
nickel is the toughest coin to mint. 
The metal is so hard only one can ve 
stamped at a time, while the softer 
metal, silver, permits two dimes to 
be struck at the same time. The war 
time steel pennies also were “head- 
achers” to the mint employees. Yet, 
if they are tough on the well equip- 
ped mints, they must be much 
tougher to the ill-equipped counter- 
feiters.

Good Is Bad and bad is goad. In 
Siam the paper money put out vy 
counterfeiters is of better workman- 
ship and finish than that printed by 
the government. The perfect bills 
fall under suspicion rather than the 
imperfect ones. This is an anomny 
in currencyship and contrary to 
custom and precedent. To be good it 
has to be bad, and be bad it has to 
be good.

Fish Money. Silver  three-cent 
pieces, our smallest silver coins,, 
1851-1873, were spoken of as “fish 
scales” in a recent auction catalogue. 
Well named, and a name that will 
stick. A nick-name always adds in- 
terest to a coin; it also adds premi- 
um value, as collectors are partial 
to nick-names.

Money To Burn. AP item, Wash- 
ington, July 31st. The man responsi- 
ble for burning more money than 
anyone else in history is quitting it 
for good today. He is Benton C. 
Gardner, retiring after long service 
as chief of the Treasury’s currency 
redemption division. For forty-six 
years his job has involved sending 
to the incinerator paper money in 
such bad shape that it had to be 
replaced with new bills. In that 
time he has sent so many billions up 
in smoke that no complete tally is 
available. But last year alone it 
must have amounted to more than 
five billion dollars. That is how 
much fresh money the Treasury’s 
turned out to keep the supply in 
good shape.

Money On The Hoof, or meat mon- 
ey. This would furnish a very nice 
numismatic souvenir of war-peace 
money. An AP item of July 30th 
says:— One administration idea for 
controlling the price of meat, and 
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rationing it at the same time, in- 
volves the use of special meat pur- 
chase denomination as money. This 
meat money would be divided even:y 
among consumers — just how is a 
detail yet to be worked out. If a 
person bought $2 worth of meat he 
would pay $2 in regular money and

Franco Playing Safe. To insure 
himself against being a “forgotten 
man” in the archives of posterity, he 
has prepared for himself a niche in 
the annals of history by having his 
likeness placed on a coin. An AP 
item of July 27th says:— The gov- 
ernment today ordered into circula- 
tion the first Spanish coin to carry 
the portrait of Franco, a one peseta 
worth about 10 cents. It is inscribed 
Francisco Franco, Caudillo of Spain 
by the Grace of nig 1947.

Stella, The School Girl. If you 
wish to see about the prettiest fe- 
male portrait on American coins, 
take a look at Miss Liberty showing 
how she looked in her school days, 
shown on the “coiled hair” type of 
the Stella four-dollar gold piece, 
1879-1880. The Stella, as this coin 
is called on account of the star on 
the reverse, is really a pattern coin, 
but there were so many struck that 
collectors have adopted them and 
look upon them as “regulars.” The 
most fastidious could not complain 

at Stella’s artisticity.

The last word in exuberance, “I feel 
like a million dollars” has been en- 
larged to “I feel like the Fort Knox 
gold cache.”

A million coiners cannot be wrong. 
It is claimed there are more than a 
million coin-boards in circulation. If 


only one per-cent of the million 
“boarders” become active collectors 
the value of all collections will go sky- 
rocketing.

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Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES F. FRENCH 


We’ve often heard the old story 
about George Washington throwing 
a silver dollar across the Rappahan- 
nock River. Interesting, and sup- 
posed to indicate George’s great 
strength, for the river is quite wide. 
Could it have been done? Yes, if 
there had been any silver dollars at 
the time, but there weren’t. Re- 
member, this was supposed to have 
occurred during the Revolutionary 
War, and prior to 1783. But no sil- 
ver dollars were ever coined until 
1794 — eleven years later! 


Of. course, our hero could have 
thrown a silver coin of the same size 
as a silver dollar across the Rappa- 
hannock, the legend gradually chang- 
ing as time went on, and that is 
probably what occurred. 


During the days of the Revolution 
the Colonies or early states indeed 
had a difficult time securing suffici- 
ent hard money to carry on their 
trade. Our own experimental coin- 
age of pennies, cents, etc., fell far 
from supplying a crying need. Prac- 
tically all coins of any country were 
accepted at that time in exchange 
for commodities, and: believe me, the 
jumble was terrific. The most com- 
mon and popular coins of the times 
were, the British crowns, (this is 
probably what George threw across 
the river, half crowns, shillings and 
six pence, but these, too, were not 
plentiful. Most coins seen here were 
the silver pieces of Spanish Colon- 
ies, one Real, two Real, 4 Real, and 
eight Real pieces, equivalent in val- 
ue to 12%, 25c (2 bits), 50c and a 
dollar. In fact, our early continental 
paper money promises to pay in 
“Spanish Milled Dollars”. 


Spanish. Doubloons, English Guin- 
eas both of gold were also very pop- 
ular, but not too plentiful. 


The use of Foreign money in this 
country was, in fact, so prevalent, 
that its final discontinuance did not 
come until 1857 more than a half 
century after the Revolution, and at 
a time when we were equipped to 
coin all the coins we required. 


Wasn’t so long ago, that I had a 
letter from a friend in California in- 
forming me that he was sending for 
my inspection, a twenty dollar gold 
piece. This coin was not a rare spec- 
imen, but had considerable historic 
interest. 


When the coin arrived, I was dis- 
appointed to note that it was deeply 
scarred with a cut across the face, 
the blow that had struck the coin 
must have been a good one for it 
‘was even bent. Close examination 
clearly showed, that, when the coin 
was lost it had been uncirculated, for 
there was absolutely no sign of wear 
upon it. Laying in the ground for 
many years, however, had done 
something to the coin for it seemed 
marred with minute pit marks all

over. The date of the piece was 1850. 

The owner stated it had been 
found at the foot of a hill in the 
heart of the “Gold Rush” mining 
fields. It had been found buried next 
to the bones of an old prospector who 
had died there when the tunnel to his 
mine had caved in, or perhaps a 
land slide had caught him and buried 
the entrance to the mine and him. 

In the summer, the Hudson River 
attracts quite a few people, who 
spend their time scouring its banks 
for rarities, coins, jewelry and the 
like.

Collecting sets of dates as we 
do today was not done to my know- 
ledge, and the hobby was not even 
called coin collecting. 


The art of Medal collecting as it 
was then called was popular, and 
also known as “Numismatica”. But 
the real ardent collectors of the early 
19th century were rea! scholars of 
Ancient and Medieval times, who 
went to untold lengths to discover 
new rare varieties of say, Greek Oc- 
tadrachms, Tetradrachms of remote 
Greek cities around the Mediter- 
ranean. A good many new rarities 
were discovered during the early 
part of the 19th century due to this 
ardent searching for new items. 


The center of coin collecting in 
those days was in and on the conti- 
nent where great collections were 
accumulated. The middle European 
states were also a center of inter- 
est in this hobby but favored more, 
I believe the early Medieval crowns 
of Europe rather than the Ancients 
of Rome and Greece. England also 


showed some interest in collecting its

own coinage much of which was very 


rare then, and some pieces today are © 


well up over a thousand dollars. 


All well known collectors had their 
“cabinets” and to acquire a rarity 
from say the “Cabinet of Sir so and 
so” was of great importance in the 
“Medal Collecting” world. 

While I do not have the figures at 
hand, I do believe that ancient coins, 
at the time realized more money 
than they do today due to their great 
popularity. Recent discoveries also 
play a contributing part in reducing 
the values of some of these pieces. 
In any event the hobby is and has 
been very active for centuries, for 
records are known that indicate 
clearly the active collecting of coins 
even in ancient Roman times, and 
the finding of some of these collec- 
tions is partially to blame for the re- 
cent reduction in value of some of 
the hitherto rare Ancients. 

—_O0— 


We are so used to our simple coin- 
age of one hundred cents equaling 
one dollar, it is hard for us to realize 
some of the very confusing monetary 
units used in the other parts of the 
world. If you were to live in Af- 
ghanistan, for instance, you would 
have to get used to such terms as 
Rupees, Paissas, Amanis, Afghanis 
and Puls. Now, an Afghani is about 
9/10 of a Rupee, 100 Puls make one 
Afghani, 20 Afghani make up 1 
Amani; 60 Paissas equal 1 rupee. 
Many South American countries 
such as Brazil have 1,000 Reis, equal- 
ing 1 Milreis, in other words, a “so 
called half a dollar” there would be 
500 Reis! 


British Guiana has 50 Pence 
equaling 1 British Guiana Dollar, 
British Honduras has 100 cents equal- 
ing 1 British Honduras dollar, there 
is plenty of confusion for you! We 
described the Afghanistan rupee for 
you but to confuse further, the Uey- 
lon rupee is broken down into 100 
cents — Indian Rupees are broken 
down as follows: 12 Pies equal 1 An- 
na; 16 Annas equal 1 Rupee, and 3 
Pies equal 1 Pice! Travancore does 
this to the Rupee, 16 cash equal 1 
Chuckram, 4 Chuckram equal 1 Fan- 
am or 32 Chuckram equal 8 Fanams 
or 1 Rupee! 

Iraq breaks its money down as 
follows: 1000 fils equal 20 Dirhams, 
which equal 5 Riyals which equal a 
pound or Dinar. 

Persia confuses us further by 
having 50 Dinars equaling 1 Shahi, 
20 Shahi equaling 1 Kran, 10 Kran 
equalling 1 Toman, and for duplica- 
tion to confuse further they also 
have 100 Dinars equaling 1 Rial, 20 
Rials equaling 1 Pahlevi. and to cap 
the climax, one of the World’s lead- 
ing nations, Great Britain, and many 
of its colonies have, 12 pence making 
one shilling, 20 shillings making one 
pound, if you are speaking of gold 
one sovereign, they also use for 
sales, the obsolete term of one 


Guinea which is equal to 21 shillings, 
a Florin is two shillings, and a crown 
five shillings.

Our inheritance, 
next to Godliness,” has become in- 
stinctive, and notwithstanding con- 
stant advice to the contrary, most 
collectors insist on their coins having 
clean faces, some going so far as to 
washing behind their ears and giving 
them their regular Saturday nights.’ 
If you just must impose your “next 
to Godliness” on your metallic friends, 
remember their skins are very sensi- 
tive and a rinse is better than a scrub. 
You can re-rouge your own skin, but 
you cannot restore the lost lustre to 
a coin. The rules recommend certain 
concoctions for cleaning coins, but the 
application is up to you. The strength 
of the solution and length of immer- 
sion depends on the amount and long 
standing of the dirt and tarnish on 
the coin. This you can learn only 
from experience, not from rules, and 
in the learning you will receive a lot 
of bumps before becoming perfect. 
You get more from the bumps of ex- 
perience than from rules of instruc- 
tions. The appetizing savor of the 
“bread that mother used to make” 
was all due to her experience; a 
“pinch of this” and a “pinch of that” 
that went into its making. While 
experimenting don’t start at the top 
—valuable coins and strong solutions 
—and work down; start at the bottom 
—poor coins and weak solutions—and 
work up. Rinse, don’t. scrub.—F. C. R.

More Thoughts on Book-Plate Collecting 


By ULA MILNER GREGORY 


I chanced upon my hobby of book- 
plate collecting when, fresh out of 
college, I moved to Washington for 
my first job and my first experience 
of living away from home. I filled 
many hours with interest and con- 
sequent content, that otherwise 
would have been lonely. A friend in 
the office was the daughter of Clif- 
ford K. Berryman, the brilliant and 
loved cartoonist of the Washington 
Star. He had made a number of 
book-plates for friends and one even- 
ing she showed me her collection of 
book-plates which had begun with 
those of her father. I discovered 
that book-plate design was a field of 
art that I had never thought of. With 
a generous gift of some duplicates 
from her collection and the sugges- 
tion that I join The American Socie- 
ty of Book-plate Collectors, I turned 
into a path that has never lost its 
charm. 


I have written to other collectors 
and exchanged plates, bought a few 
in old book-shops, received copies of 
their plates from friends, until I 
have a very sizable collection. Each 
plate is mounted on a 5x7 card and 
the name of the owner, artist, date, 
type of design and method of repro- 
duction, noted on the back. Then the 
cards are separated into portfolios as 
are etching collections or record col- 
lections. 


Some collectors specialize in plates 
of just one type, such as ship plates 
or portrait plates. And they are as 
thrilled when they acquire a new 
plate of their type, as are glass col-

lectors when they come across a 
piece to fill in their collection of a 
chosen pattern. 


My collection is not specialized ex- 
cept that it is all American, ranging 
from book-plates of the Revolution- 
ary period to the present day. I 
have, as the beginning, the book- 
plate of one signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Lewis Morris 
of New York. This starts the port- 
folio of plates of that period, all 
armorial plates. Then follow the 
plates of the early days of our Re- 
public when many men scorned even 
the connection the use of an armorial 
book-plate would seem to give them 
with England, and had their plates 
designed in the simplest form possi- 
ble, just their names within a con- 
ventional border design. 


The late nineteenth century and 
the early years of this century pro- 
duced plates of great originality of 
design and fine ‘workmanship. To 
look at them is often to see exqufsite 
miniature pictures. Some portray the 
homes of the owners, the interiors of 
their libraries, or poetic imagined 
landscapes. The mediums are gener- 
ally fine etchings or engravings. 


Contemporary plates are naturally 
the most varied in design and me- 
thods of reproduction. I have plates 
that are etchings, lithographs, wood- 
cuts, linoleum cuts, zine cuts and 
photographic reproductions. My fa- 
vorites in subject matter are those

that reveal something of the person- 
ality of the owner. I like all kinds 
of portrait plates, particularly sil- 
houettes of the owners which are 
most effective in their black and 
white simplicity. Then there are 
plates which have woven into their 
design objects or symbols that show 
the vocations and avocations of the 
owners. Canting plates, in which the 
design is an allusion to the name of 
the owner, form an amusing group. 
For example when the owner’s name 
is Brook, the plate carries a scene of 
a brook flowing among trees. 

I’ve corresponded with many de- 
lightful people, swapping  book- 
plates.

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Toys of Some South American Indians 


By WILSON STRALEY 


People in general, when discussing 
American Indians or other primi- 
tive races, do not appear to realize 
that the boys and girls of these 
peoples are much like the youngsters 
of ours and other civilized dwellers 
of this globe. But such is a fact. 

The children of the aboriginese 
have the same tendencies to play; 
the same inclination to “ape” or pat- 
tern after their elders, as do the 
boys and girls of the enlightened 
nations. They, no doubt, have the 
same joys and tribulations; the same 
desire and practices to give vent to 
their unbridled energies. This “make- 
believe”, or pattern after their par- 
ents and other grown-ups is just as 
prominent with the primitive as it is 
with the more cultured. These little 
folk have their own particular toys 
and games, although not so varied, 
but more or less crude, on which 
they spend many enjoyable hours in 
their childhood days. This fact was 
impressed upon us quite forcibly 
when we read Volume 3 of the 
Handbook of South American Indi- 
ans — “The Tropical Forest Tribes” 
(Bulletin 143, Bureau of American 
Ethnology” — just off the press. 
Consequently we are taking the 
liberty to quote from the several 
chapters, which presents meager re- 
ports of the toys and games enjoyed 
by the little folks of the numerous 
tribes of the country to the south of 
us. 

Alfred Metraux states: ‘Small 
children show certain skill at model- 
ing men or animals of wax, clay, or 
palm leaves . . . The toys mentioned 
by our sources are noise-producing 
toys and buzzing disks . . . the anci- 
ent Itatin . . . played games with 
rubber balls . . . the Caingua play 
with a maizeleaf shuttlecock.” (pp. 
88-9). 

According to Wagley and Galvao: 
“No aboriginal games were noted 
among the Tenetchara. Boys play 
tops and marbles in the same man- 
ner as the Neo-Brazilian children of 
the region.” (P. 144). 

The Caraja, reports Lipkind, moth- 
ered “small clay dolls.” (P. 190). 

Small carved wooden toys were 
found among the Yuruna. (Pp. 
240-1) 

Nimuendajo noted that “the Mane 
also have little arrows for children 


‘with a little cross-piece of sticks at 
the end. They have no arrows with 
wooden plugs, and do not use pellet 
bows.” (Pp. 248-9). 

Levi Strauss mentions that the 
Tupi-Cawahit “children play with 
crude toys made of plaited or twist- 
ed straw. In a disk game, ‘the 
youths’ are matched against the el- 
ders ... In another archery contest, 
they shot arrows at a dummy repre- 
senting a man or an animal.” (P. 
304-5). 

Strauss further reports (p. 326) 
that “Von den Steinen saw dolls 
made of edible clay being licked by 
Bacairi children.” This writer re- 
marks that Quain “saw the blow gun 
used as a child’s toy among the 
Trumai.” (P. 335. Again referring 
to the Bacairi children he says that 
“they spin tops made of a fruit im- 
paled on a stick with cotton at the 
lower end to prevent skidding. They 
also have small spear throwers. 
blowguns, bows and arrows, and 
zoomorphic toys made of ‘woven and 
twisted straw. Woven straw dolls 
have been among the Mehinacu and 
dolls of clay and tree gum through- 
out the area.” (P. 340). 

“The Paressi panpipes (says Met- 
raux) consist of 5 tubes held togeth- 
er by a simple ligature. Like the 
gourd rattles which are used as toys, 
they are profane instruments.” 

“Chiriguano children whirled tops 
made of a calabash or played with 
wax or rag dolls.” (P. 482). 

Writing anent the “Tribes of 
Eastern Slopes of the _ Bolivian 
Andes,” Alfred Metraux remarks: 
“For little girls the Yuracare make 
wax dolls and for boys, miniature 
weapons, including pellet bows and 
ordinary bows and arrows. Children 
also play with buzzing disks and 
tops.” (P. 500). 

Among the “Tribes of the Peruvi- 
an and Ecuadorian Montana,” J. H. 
Steward and A. Metraux, report that 
the “Campa games are the humming 
top, bull roarer, (whirling sticks), 
maizeleaf balls, and _ wrestling. 
Machiguenga boys play at archery; 
girls, toss balls made of bladders. 
Cats’ cradles probably occur among 
all tribes.” The Cashibo “children 
play individually with miniature im- 
plements, weapons, and toys rather 
than in group games. .. . Among 
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children’s toys were stilts, humming 
tops, whirring sticks, various sling- 
like devices for throwing stones and 
maize grains, and possibly the bull 
roarer. The Conibo played ring-and- 
pin with a turtle skull.” (P. 590). 
The Zapara children were amused 
with practically the same toys as 
mentioned above. Then Tessman re- 
marks that the Quijo youngsters had 
the same type or class of playthings. 
(P. 656). 

“Tribes of Middle and Upper Ama- 
zon”: Modern Omagua children 
amuse themselves with stilts, wrest- 
ling, and tug-of-war. Cocama chil- 
dren play with rubber balls, which 
they strike with their knees, toy 
spear-throwers, and_ dolls. Both 
tribes have buzzing disks, humming 
tops, and maize-leaf shuttlecocks.” 
(Po 707); 

We find that with the “Western 
Tuckanoan Tribes,” Julian H. Stew- 
ard reports: Modern amusements in- 
clude humming tops made of astroc- 
atyum fruit spun with a cord, a toy 
sling to throw fruit, and wrestling. 
Such characteristic Montana _ toys 
as maize-leaf balls and dolls were 
not used.” 

With the Witoto “the sling is a 
toy, not a weapon. Stilts, humming 
tops (Bora, Witoto), whirling disks 
(Bora, Muenane), and whirling sticks 
(Bora) also provide amusement.” (P. 
TARY 

Irvin Goldman in “Tribes of Uau- 
pes-Cacuata Region” calls attention 
to the fact that “children play a 
number of games representing myth- 
ological incidents and also spin tops; 
boys use stilts. .. . Cats’ cradles are 
known but are of no great signifi- 
cance.” (P. 790). 

Paul Kirchoff writing of the War- 
rau, states: “Children’s and adult’s 
playthings include tops (sometimes 
of the humming type), buzzers, ‘fin- 
ger catchers’ woven out of palm 
leaves, and a great variety of string 
figures. Girls have -wooden dolls 
made by their fathers and miniature 
hammocks. Boys play ‘fishing’: A 
boy dives, takes a cord thrown at 
him between his teeth, and is hauled 
out.

We note a statement made that 
“descendants of Negro slaves and 
American Indians live along the riv- 
ers of Dutch Guiana, primarily en- 
gaged in logging and collecting bal- 
ata, a base for chewing gun.”

In early childhood school days we 
noted in our geography then studied 
that peoples inhabiting the globe 
were designated white (Caucasian), 
brown (Malay), black (African), Yel- 
low (Mongoland) and red (American 
Indian. However, in our mature 
years, and since taking up the collect- 
ing of Indian relics and studying the 
American Indian and American arch- 
aeology, we have been classifying the 
Eskimo as Indian, rather than Mongo- 
lian. A recent Science Service story 
expresses the same opinion. We un- 
derstand that Dr. Victor E. Levine of 
Creighton University stated as much 
in a recent address before a meeting 
of the American Association of Phys- 
ical Anthropology. According to Dr. 
Devine the “Eskimos originated as 
inland Indians, and later moved to 
their present home along the shores 
of the Arctic ocean.

It is unfortunate that men because 
of religious zeal destroyed the works 
and books of the Indians in Mexico, 
Central America and South America, 
during their conquests of these 
countries 400 to 500 years ago. Today 
much of our knowledge of the coun-

Speaking of the origin of the Amer- 
ican Indian, a writer made the state- 
ment that “the Indians themselves 
have only a vague idea of their origin, 
or from whence they came. Some of 
the tribes say they are descendants 
of ancestors who came from the 
north; others say from the northwest; 
others again say their ancestors came 
from the east; and others again claim 
theirs came came from the regions of 
the air. They have no annuals except 
among the Mexicans, and no reliable 
traditions. All they seem to know is 
of the present generation, except that 
some nations have preserved some im- 
portant event in characters recorded 
upon skins, but they are altogether 
unreliable as records, and give no light 
as regards the origin of the race, or 
its advent upon the American con- 


tinent.”

The Famous Kenningston Rune 
Stone, found near Kenningston. Min- 
nesota, has a unique story behind it. 
The stone is believed by many to be 
the record of the visit of a group of 
22 Norwegians and 8 Swedes in this 
territory in 1362. 

The complete inscription on the 
stone, when translated. reads as fol- 
lows: “8 Swedes and 22 Norwegians 
on an exploration journey from Vin- 
land through the western region. We 
had camp by a lake having two rocky 
islands, one days journey north from 
this stone. We were out and fished 
one day. When we came home we 
found ten redmen with blood and 
dead. Ave Virgo Maria! Save us 
from, evil! We have ten of our varty 
by the sea to look after our vessels, 
fourteen days journey from this is- 
land. Year 1362”. 

The stone has been exhibited in 
Norway, Denmark and Sweden by 
many archaologists of the world. 


An Indian burial mound has been 
discovered about 10 miles northwest 
of Chillicothe, Ohio. The mound, lo- 
cated on the farm of Raymond Ater, 
belongs to the Hopewell culture which 
is native to this particular region. 

Nearly 10,000 of these mounds have 
been found in the state. Most of 
them cover the sites of Indian cere- 
monial buildings, and were used as 
burial grounds. They enclose an 
area of from a few feet in diameter 
to as much as 250 feet. 

The Ater mound, before its exca- 
vation by the Ohio State Museum, 
was oval in shape and measured 
about 75 to 100 feet long. Typical of 
other mounds in the Hopewell cul- 
ture, numerous sacrificial and cere- 
monial offerings have been found 
with or near the burials. 

Among the items unearthed were 
shell beads, pearls taken from fresh 
water shoals and mussels, conch 
shells originally brought from the 
Gulf of Mexico, sheets of mica which 
probably came from the Carolina re- 
gion, copper objects, bone needles, 
flint knives from Flint Ridge near 
Newark, and bear teeth neatly cut 
and strung as ornaments. Also found 
‘was a pottery pipe, rare in the Hope- 
well culture, since most of their 
pipes were made of stone. 

Most Hopewell mounds were origi- 
nally a sacred area set aside in or 
near a village for ceremonial rites. 
When an average person died, his 
body was placed in a crematory pit 
and cremated and the remains placed 
on an earthen platform. An impor- 
tant person usually was buried in the 
flesh on a platform in a tomb-like af- 
fair, covered with logs, then earth, 
and outer covering of sand or gravel. 
When the entire structure had served 
its purpose, it was burned and one 
large mound erected over the entire 
remains.

Archaeologist Honored 
With Kesearch Award 


Dr. William A. Ritchie, archaeolo- 
gist of the Rochester Museum of 
Arts and Sciences, has been awarded 
a $1,0U0 research grant by the Amer- 
ican Philosophicai Society for his 
outstanding scientific research and 
contributions to the prehistory of 
North America, particularly in the 
pre-lroquoian cultures ot the New 
York state area. 

During July and August, Dr. 
Ritchie will carry on field research- 
es in the lower Ontario region. He 
will make an archaeological survey 
of the Trent Waterway and will in- 
vestigate a number of sites which 
may shed light on problems of Hope- 
wellian (or Mound Builder) and 
Point Peninsula connections, and the 
early beginning of the Owasco cul- 
ture. Dr. Ritchie’s previous work in 
central New York indicates that the 
latter region is peripheral to a major 
center of the Point Peninsula culture 
in lower Canada. A large quantity 
of data on this early culture is ex- 
pected from the forthcoming exca- 
vations, and indeed new evidence re- 
lating to the development of all the 
Woodland cultures of New York is 
expected to be found. 

Certain suggestive artifacts indi- 
cate that the Owasco culture, the 
latest of the pre-Iroquoian occupa- 
tions, may also have had its begin- 
nings across the St. Lawrence. By 
his scientific researches, Dr. Ritchie 
has traced at least 600 years of con- 
tinuous development of the Owasco 
Culture in and around New York, 
ending uv last summer bv tracing this 
culture into historic times in northern 
New Jersey. Several interesting 
sites were excavated in this area and 
collections of artifacts were recovered 
which established the fact that the 
prehistoric Munsee division of the 
historically important Delaware Con- 
federacy, an Algonkin speaking 
people, used this culture in its latest 
stages of prehistoric existence. Most 
of the developmental stages from 
this late stage back to very early 
phases, dating about A. D. 1,000, 
have been worked out by previous 
Museum expeditions led by Dr. 
Ritchie.

ficient to separate iron from its nat- 
ural compounds, or to fuse a meteo- 
rite, was so unusual and difficult for 
primitive man to produce, delayed the 
utilization of this element until our 
historical 6000-year period, after an 
evolutionary background of a million 
years. 

IRON ORES ARE WIDELY DISTRIBUTED 


Iron in its various natural chemical 
compositions is one of the most gen- 
erously distributed mineral substances 
on earth and is perhaps the most 
essential to our civilization. More 
than half of American industry is 
substantially dependent upon iron. 
Ninety-five per cent of the world’s 
output. is iron and its total value ex- 
ceeds that of all other metals. 

Ferrous ores are found in practic- 
ally every country, but the deficiency 
of deposits within the prewar Ger 
man Empire is one reason back of the 
shuffling of the economic, geographic, 
and political history of the world 
today. 

About one third the available known 
ore supply lies within the borders of 
the United States. Sir Walter Raleigh 
first recognized iron ore in North 
America in 1578, but he returned to 
England without a specimen because 
he was “wholly gentleman” and 
searching only for gold. America’s 
first iron-smelting furnace was built 
in 1584 in Jamestown, but the first 
commercially operated furnace started 
in 1646 in Boston. The American 
Indians never produced iron or used 
it except as it was supplied to them 
by white settlers, nor did the Mound 
Builders, Cliff Dwellers, Incas, Mayas, 
Aztecs, Toltecs, or any early Ameri- 
can peoples ever smelt their hematite 
hammers into iron, although Asiatic 
and European smiths had been doing 
this for 4000 years. 

Sweden was the world’s largest iron 
supply in the eighteenth century be- 
cause of her rich ore which yields 65 
per cent pureiron. Our ore yields 45 
per cent. Our country is now mining 


about one half the world’s output and 
sending much of this ore abroad. At 
this rate of consumption, our own 
supply of commercial-grade ore is 
estimated to last only about 125 years 
and the whole world’s known supply 


not much longer, even though the 
constant improvement in methods and 
quality alloy stecls is reducing the 
tonnage of ore required. Such a 
period of time is only a flash in his- 
tory. We have in reserve, however, 
a total of four billion tons of scrap 
meta!, of which we use only one per 
cent a year and export only one tenth 

of one per cent. 
EARLY EXAMPLES OF CASTING OF IRON 
Certain iron-ore oxides when heated 
slowly with charcoal fuel to a dull 
red (1000F) will reduce to soft, duc- 
tile, wrought iron practically free 
from carbon. The slag will draw off 
or hammer out so that any blacksmith 
can meet almost every demand; but 
this same iron cannot be melted at 
less than a white heat (2800 F) which 
requires coal or coke fuel and a con- 
tinuous strong blast of hot air for 
excess oxygen, most difficult for primi- 
tive fire builders to produce. But if 
this iron is heated to a yellow color 
(2000 F) it will absorb 1 to 2 per 
cent carbon (20 to 40 lb C per ton) 
and become tough strong steel capable 
of being hardened into toois for cut- 
ting other materials. If this heat is 
continued at 2200 F, the steel will 
absorb as much as 3 to 6 per cent 
carbon (60 to 120 lb C per ton), fuse, 
and flow readily into molds producing 
gray-iron castings of low tensile

Bow and Arrow Hobbyist 


Cupid’s weapon is not always the 
missile of love::praised in poem and 
song. Dr. Howard W. Neail, Medical 
Examiner of Queens County, New 
York City, can assure you of that. 
He knows his bows and arrows, for 
he has collected hundreds of them 


and made a thorough study of each. 

Dr. Neail is especially interested 
in the poisoned type of arrow, and 
has traveled to the far corners of the 
earth to acquire rare specimens. In 
return for small gifts such as ad- 
hesive plaster, he extricated many 
secrets from native witch-doctors 
about the poisons on the tips of ‘ar- 
rows. After Dr. Neail has learned 
all he can about the poison, he 
scrapes it from the tip of the ar- 
row, analyzes it in his laboratory, 
and records a full report. 

Bows and arrows are still used in 
many parts of the world, including 
Mexico. Some of the arrows in Dr. 
Neail’s colleetion are for hunting 
birds, and are formed so that they 
will not penetrate the bird’s body 
but will stun it with the blunt end. 
Another type of bird arrow has a 
cluster of points which cages the 
bird and captures it without harm. 
Only a sharp-shooter can handle this 
type of bow and arrow. 

His Eskimo arrows have _ de- 
tachable points with a string or 
piece of whale gut attached. An Ara- 
bian bow in his collection operates 
backwards. Both African and Amer- 
ican Indian tribes, he tells us, have 
many types of bows and arrows to 
distinguish the various tribes. 

Perhaps the most treasured bit in 
Dr. Neail’s collection is an ancient 
skull found in this country. It has 
the point of an arrow imbedded in 
the bone structure. Equally cher- 
ished is an arrow found on the bat- 
tlefield where Custer fought his last 
stand against hostile Indians.—B.

What the collectors of Miniature editions were doing 20 years ago 
as reported in The News-Letter of the LXIVMOS 


Binding By Sangorski 

What collector has not been thrilled 
by the ownership of some precious 
book bearing at the bottom of the in- 
side cover the signature—binding by 
Sangorski and Sutcliffe. Particularly 
true has this been in the possession 
of a miniature volume beautified with 
a Sangorski binding. We are fortu- 
nate in being able to present the fol- 
lowing article, written for the News- 
Letter by'Mr. George Sutcliffe of that 
firm. 

The replica in miniature is always 
an irresistible challenge to all crafts- 
men. We picked up the gage a good 
many years ago from the Brothers 
Maggs, the well-known booksellers in 
London who gave us our most difficult 
task. It was to make a filigree gold 
cover, fitted with clasps and into which 
we bound a copy of “Det Bloem Hof- 
je,” published by B. Schmit in 1674, 
one of the smallest books ever printed 
with movable type, much less than an 
inch in size if I recollect rightly. It 
is now in the possession of Mrs. Paul 
Walcott of 135 West 15th Street, New 
York City. Perhaps Mrs. Wolcott 
would let you make a photograph of 
the binding for reproduction in your 
journal. If so, I would like a copy, 
for it is some years since we had it 
and I have no record of the design.

but our greatest and most enjoyable 
experience with Baby bindings, was 
obtained in the fitting up of the Min- 
iature Library and binding books for 
Her Majesty the Queen’s Dolls’ House. 

This miniature Library contains 
several hundred volumes, mainly orig- 
inal autograph manuscripts by mod- 
ern authors and has been fully de- 
scribed by Mr. E. V. Lucas in volume 
2 of “The Book of the Queen’s Doll’s 
House.” Perhaps, in your journal 
you have already published an account 
of this Library? Otherwise, I would 
suggest that you write to Mr. Lucas 
of Messrs. Methuen & Co., Ltd., 36 
Essex Street, Strand, and ask him if 
he would care to write you an article 
or allow you to make permission for 
you to use some of the illustrations 
in the book. 

We bound for the library, books in 
leather and 250 in paper boards, cov- 
ered the tables with tooled leather, 
put a leather fringe on the shelves, 
tooled in gold with the Royal Mono- 
gram, made blotters, note paper cases, 
leather waste buckets, autograph al- 
bums and an inventory of the wine 
cellar. 

Nearly eight hundred original min- 
iature paint'pgs, drawings and etch- 
ings, contributed by almost every 
British artist of note, were made for 
the Doll’s House and these we mounted 
and are preserved in cabinets in the 
Library. 

Also for the Library we made and 
bound several tiny illuminated manu- 
scripts, the writing and illuminating 
being upon lambskin. Mr. Thomas 
Hardy’s contribution to the Library 
was made in this way as he felt he 
was too old to write in a tiny book, so 
he selected the poem for us to write.

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Scriptures In Miniature 
By the REV. R. KILGOUR, D. D. 
Librarian British Foreign Bible Society London 

The famous Library in the Bible 
House has never attempted to make 
any special collection of miniature edi- 
tions—its shelves are well stocked 
with Scriptures in large and small 
volumes numbering now over 17,500, 
and in 854 languages—but naturally, 
a few little books are to be found 
among its specimens. 

To mention only those in English, 
it may interest your readers to know 
that in addition to D. Bryce’s photo- 
graphic reproductions of 1896 (Bible 
pp: 876. 41 x 28 mm, and New Testa- 
ment, pp. 250, 17 x 15 mm.), there 
are several early printed small books. 

We have a beautiful specimen of 
the smallest edition of the Geneva 
version. This was “Imprinted at Lon- 
don by the Deputies of Christopher 
Barker” in 1592. Our copy measures 
72 x 42 mm, with 336 ff in seven- 
teenth century binding with silver 
clasps. 

We also possess a copy of the un- 
dated edition of the same book, printed 
by John Legate of Cambridge, which 
is variously described :—1589, 24° (by 
Cotton); 1590, 48° (Lea Wilson) ; 
1590, 32° (by the British Museum). 
Our catalogue places it under the year 
1593? and describes it as 32°. The 
actual measurement of the leaves of 
our copy is 76 x 45 mm. 

We have two copies of each of the 
two editions of the Geneva New 
Testament printed by Barker in 1593. 
Neither of these is perfect. The 
smaller measures 71 x 45 mm., the 
larger 75 x 52 mm. They also are 
described at 32°. 

The Library has specimens of sev- 
eral different editions of the booklet 
“Verbum Sempiternum” containing 
couplets giving abstracts of Scrip- 
ture; the earliest being that of 1720, 
printed by Thomas Ilive, London. It 
measures 50 x 45 mm. 

An attractive little book is “The 
Bible in Miniature, or a Concise His- 
tory of the Old and New Testaments, 
Lond. Printed for E. Newbery, Cor- 
ner of St. Paul’s Church Yard, 1780.” 
The title page contains a beautiful 
small engraving. The pages number 
256, measuring 40x25 mm. 

Two miniatures, each 30 x 24 mm. 
printed by J, Wright, Bristol, contain, 
one, the Seventy-first Psalm, pp. 30; 
the other, the Ninetieth Psalm, pp. 28.

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Cosmic Repulsion_ 


Creation may be slowly dying of 
‘negative gravitation.” The hundred- 
odd galaxies—systems of stars com- 
parable to the 60-billion-star Milky 
Way system of which the earth is a 
part and which are separated from 
each other in space by millions of 
light-years—are, for the most part, 
flying away from each other with en- 
ormous velocities, which eventually 
may bring about infinite dissipation. 

This view is set forth by Dr. Har- 
low Shapley, Director of Harvard Ob- 
servatory, in a late Annual Report of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

“Of late years ... ,” he says, “we 
have come to the concept of a new 
force—cosmic repulsion. It might be 
called negative gravitation. Its effect 
can be loosely described as the tend- 
ency of material bodies to scatter 
from each other when the mean den- 
sity of matter in space sinks below a 
certain exceedingly small value. ; 

“It is the cosmic repulsion that is 
effective in the recession of the gal- 
axies and the expansion of the uni- 
verse. The average density of matter 
throughout our planetary system and 
even throughout our galaxy is so high 
that the dispersive tendency is over- 
come by the great gravitational forces 
involved. . Even in a cluster of gal- 
axies—like the one in our vicinity 
which includes our galaxy, the An- 
dromeda Nebula and its companions, 
the Magellanic Clouds, and half a 
dozen others—gravitation still con- 
trols the situation, and our cluster of 
galaxies is not dissolving under cos- 
mic repulsion—at least not with 
marked rapidity .. . : 

“But throughout metagalactic space 
in general the mean density is per- 
haps but one-hundredth of the value 
within the cluster of galaxies. The 
density is, in fact, about a hundredth 
of a billionth of a billionth of a bil- 
lionth—ten followed by 29 cyphers— 
of a gram per cubic centimeter and

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too low for gravitation any longer to 
maintain the situation. The expan- 
sion that has set in under the repul- 
sive force will still further lower the 
mean density, and it therefore now 
appears that we (the metagalaxy) 
are doomed to infinite dissipation.” 

More than 20,000,000 of the great 
star systems are now theoretically 
in reach of telescopes, Dr. Shapley 
says. Of these only about 600,000 
have been photographed to date by 
the Harvard Observatory. But even 
the space within the range of tele- 
scopes is only a small fraction of 
space occupied by matter, and a fair 
guess, he says, is that there are about 
a hundred billion galaxies, each com- 
parable in size to the Milky Way 
system. 

The present theory is, Dr. Shaply 
points out, that all this vast aggrega- 
tion was very close together, with the 
galaxies probably overlapping each 
other, about 3,000,000,000 years ago. 
At that time stars probably were con- 
stantly crashing together and splitting 
each other into fragments. Out of 
some such smash, he says, it is pos- 
sible that the solar system with its 
planets was born. 

Geological evidence gives about the 
same date for the earth as it now 
exists. and it may be tentatively as- 
signed as the date of “creation,” if 
the term is defined carefully. Dr. 
Shapley simply calls it “zero time.” 
It was the starting time of the ex- 
pansion of the universe which is now 
leading to infinite dissipation.

In another 
sonian Report, it is stated that the 


world’s richest pastures are the 
“meadows, of the sea,” according to 
Dr. Waldo L. Schmitt, head curator 
of biology. The richness of. micro- 
scopic plant life—algae, diatoms, and 
other forms known as peridinians— 
in a cubic meter of sea water is al- 
most beyond belief. All are micro- 
scopic in size, and the numbers run 
into billions. They form the food sup- 
ply of intermediate forms upon which, 
in turn, fish, whales, and other higher 
marine organisms subsist. 

“In general,” says Dr. Schmitt, “the 
chemical composition of the crops of 
the sea is not so very unlike average 
meadow hay. . The peridinians 
very closely approximate better than 
average meadow hay in proteid and 
carbohydrate content, although fall- 
ing a little below in fat and ash.” 

Any attempt to harvest this micro- 
scopic plant life, he points out, would 
be impractical, but man harvests the 
benefit of a great deal of it from the 
flesh and oil of fishes and the higher 
sea animals.

This important question is:raised in 
the Smithsonian Report: Is a definite 
physical type, such as characterizes 
broadly the population of various Eu- 
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ropean countries, emerging from th: 
American melting pot? The variou: 
racial groups making up the origina! 
immigration are undoubtedly amal- 
gamating through intermarriage at a 
much faster rate since the shutting 
off of unrestricted immigration, but ii 
is still impossible to detect through 
available measurements a_ general 
trend to a distinctive American phys- 
ical type. 

This is the substance of a report 
by Dr. T. D. Stewart, Smithsonian 
curator of physical anthropology. 
Measurements on a vastly greater 
number of individuals will be neces- 
sary to establish the reality of any 
such physical trend, Dr. Stewart says. 
He holds that measurements taken 
periodically would be justified, even 
under government auspices and fi- 
nancing, because of their great value, 
not only to human biology, but to 
design of clothing, furniture, and 
other things dependent upon body size.

Age 


I was informed by C. B. Mason, a 
local card printer of the early days, 
that you can tell the age of a card by 
the serial number; the smaller the 
number the older the card; the larg- 
er the number the more modern the 
card. These numbers are usually on 
the face of the card, on the upper 
right hand side where the stamp is 
to be affixed. The other is on the 
address side directly in the center 
top part of the card. Sometimes the 
number is on the picture side but 
in some case one will find no number 
on the card at all.. These are the 
photographic type and the reason for 
this is that most of these cards are 
published by private individuals who 
have cards issued of various subjects. 
There are few of these on the mar- 
ket today.

Saint Jo Series 


In a recent issue Mrs. Frank Gee 
described her card No. 3 in the Lov- 
er’s Lane, Saint Jo. series by Eugene 
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Field, and asked for more informa- 
tion on the series. 

I have the entire set of twelve 
cards which tell quite a romantic 
story. No. 1 shows an aged couple 
holding hands, while No. 2 switches 
to the lane in the poem. These are 
the verses on the first two cards: 

Saint Jo. 

Is Leagues and Leagues away; 

And I sit in the gloom of this rented 

room 

And pine to be there today, 

Yes, with the London fog around me 

And the bustling to and fro 

I am fretting to be across the sea 

In Lover’s Lane, Saint Jo. 

Then follows the No. 3 card, al- 
ready mentioned by Mrs. Gee; No. 4 
showing the couple with “Cupid” 
hovering over them; No. 5 ‘where 
they’re kissing, No. 6 in which they 
appear to be dreaming of the future, 
and in No. 7 he’s handing her blos- 
soms from a tree. The verses on 
these all describe the young couple 
falling in love, but eight switches to 


‘a winter scene with this verse: 


But cruel the Age of Winter 
When the way of the world says no 
To the hoary men who would woo again 
In Lover’s Lane, Saint Jo. 

No. 9 pictures a store of antiques, 
and in No. 10; the lane again, he says 
he’l give the forty pounds or more 
he’s spent in the store to be back for . 
an hour or so in Lover’s Lane. No. 
11 shows the young couple again in 
the lane‘and then in No. 12 the aged 
pair from Card No. 1 are sitting with 
their arms around each other. Card 
12 finishes the series appropriately 
with this verse: 

With your head upon my shouldrer, 

And my arms about you so, 

Though exiles we shall seem to be 

In Lover’s Lane, Saint Jo.

PLAYING CARDS 


“BICYCLE” PLAYING CARDS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 
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The first known manufacture, in 
a small way, of playing cards in 
America was started near Boston, 
about 175 years ago. Before then and 
for quite a while later, cards were 
generally imported from Europe. At 
first it was a side line, being con- 
ducted by manufacturers of paper 
products, such as stationery — wall 
paper, etc., later becoming an en- 
tirely separate business. A student 
of this subject soon becomes familiar 
with the names of the individuals in 
the card business of those days. The 
decks were sold as having been man- 
ufactured by Ford-Whitney, Crehore 
Cohen-Felt, Humphreys, Levy and 
many others. 

Later, as the business increased 
and Companies were formed, the 
playing cards were offered for sale 
under certain Trade Mark or Brand 
names. It is interesting to note a 
few of these early “Brands” — 
“Eagle” (1832) and “Mongul’”, copy- 
ing English brands — “Squeezers”, 
“Steamboat” — “Congress” (first 
issued 1852) — “Excelsior? — 
“Triplicate’ — Indicators having 
numbers of indexes in the corners). 

The firm of Russell, Morgan & Co. 
began in 1881, and soon after affili-

ated with United States Printing Co. 
This was incorporated in 1894 as 
United States Playing Card Co. At 
this time (1881) the following 
“brands” were issued — being strict- 
ly of American origin — “Tigers” — 
“Sportman’s” — “Army and Navy” 
— “Congress”. This latter being a 
continuation of the “Congress” cards 
of 1852. 


The foregoing has been cited as an 
introduction to the subject of “Bi- 
cycle Playing Cards”. — This trade 
mark or Brand was first issued in 
1885 by the Company now known as 
United States Playing Card Co. 
Bicycles at this early date were just 
coming into general use. It evident- 
ly was thought the word, Bicycle 
would be an up to the minute name 
for a brand of playing cards. This 
has certainly proven to be an inspira- 
tion. The “Brand” is still going 
strong after 63 years of continuous 
use by the Company. 


People following the hobby of col- 
lecting playing cards, either full 
decks, or card backs (one card from. 
each different deck), have in recent 
years become extremely interested in 
these “Bicycle Cards”. So far as we 
have been able to learn about 80 dif- 
ferent back designe have been issued 
under this Brand. This refers strict- 
ly to the old fashioned 2% inches 
wide cards known as No. 808. 


The backs have been printed in two 
styles — blue or red. Just a few de- 
signs were printed also in brown or 
other colors — but soon discontinued. 


The Bicycle Brand” also includes 
other issues known as No. 86 — 
Bridge size, 2% inches wide and No. 
48 Pinochle Decks. 


Again referring to this issue or No. 
808 of about 80 different back de- 
signs — The fact that they are called 
Bicycle Cards does not mean the Pic- 
tures or designs on the backs of the 
cards are all of bicycles — other 
subjects have been used. Each back 
design has its individual name which, 
to a certain extent describes the na- 
ture of the actual picture or subject 
on the card back. It would take too 
much space to list all the names and 
dates of issue. Quite a few are of the 
old time automobile. Many of the 
early issues were discontinued or al- 
tered, and it is now quite difficult 
to secure them for our collections. 


A few of the most popular bicycle 
subjects are still being issued in 
great numbers of decks, and others 
can be found now and then as fol- 
lows: “Acorn” (1891) high wheeler 
— “Cupid” (1894) Angel on a low 
wheeler — “Emblem” (1892) low 
wheeler — “Expert” (1896) man on 
a high wheeler — “League” (1893) 
low wheeler —- “New Fan” (1894) 
low wheeler on a fan —“Racer” No. 
2 (1903) low wheeler — 4 wings in 
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wheel — “Rider” (1903) Angel on 
high wheeler — “Safety” (1896) low 
wheeler — “Thistle” (1891) high 
wheeler and two Brownies — Wheel 
(1810) high wheeler. 


The back designs featuring early 
automobiles are now quite rare in 
our collections, as follows: “Auto” 
(1907) 3 men in open car — “Auto- 
mobile No. 1” (1903) man in open 
car — “Automobile No 2” (1914) 
man and woman in open car — 
“Cyclecar” (1914) man in open car 
— “Motor No. 2” (1903) Auto motor 
only — “Motor Car” (1906) Man and 
woman in open car — “Motorette 
No. 2” (1914) High back Taxi — 
“Mobile No. 1” man in open car. 
In addition to the above, some of the 
issues feature bicycles or parts of 
same, the cards now being difficult 
to secure, as follows: ‘“Allwheel” 
(1905) — “Autocycle No. 1” (1901) 
— “Chainless” (1899) — “Cyclist” 
(1898-1903) — “Lantern” (1898- ° 
1903) Model (1895-1907) Motor 
(1903) Motorear (1906) Motorcycle 
(1901-1914) — Old Fan (1891) — 
Pedal (1903) Pneumatic (1896) — 
Racer (1896) — Saddle (1908) 
Sprocket (1899) — Tangent (1899) 
— Tri-Tire (1898-1910). 


In addition to all the above featur- 
ing bicycles and autos, there are is- 
sues pertaining to entirely different 
subjects — for instance: Angel 
(1893) Arizona Plaid (1911) Club 
(1917) Colorado Plaid (1906) Lotus 
(1897) Nautic (1918) Snowflake 
(1901) Stag (1927). 


Old issues of playing cards, like 
old books, out of print soon disap- 
pear. A collection of about 60 in this 
No. 808 series of “Bicycle” cards is 
considered a fine achievement by 
any collector. In this connection, 
there are also quite a number of dif- 
ferent jokers and spade aces, trick 
counters and tally cards pertaining 
to this No. 808 Series. Plenty of ma- 
terial to fill a good size book on the 
subject of Bicycle Brand cards, cov- 
ering an entire life span, and form- 
ing a very complete illustrated his- 
tory of bicycles and automobiles. 


Here we have a series of decks of 
playing cards in continuous produc- 
tion by one Company under one 
“Brand” for 63 years. The examina- 
tion of a collection of these decks 
covering the entire time, disclose a 
wonderful story of progress in the 
improvement in the printing plates, 
the paper, the ink, and especially in 
the “finish” or “feel” of the cards, 
for easy shuffle and play.

MITCHELL C'oat-of-Arms

Mitchell 


He beareth for Arms: Sable a fesse 
wavy between three mascles or. Crest 
—A phoenix rising from the flames 
proper. Motto—Spernit Humum. 

The above description of the Mitch- 
ell Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Burke’s General Armory for the fam- 
ily seated in Thainston, co. Aberdeen, 
Scotland, in 1766. The motto recorded 
is “Nulla Pallesare Culpa,” trans- 
lated “To turn pale at no crime.” 
“Spernit humum,” translated “He de- 
spises the earth,” is recorded in Fair- 
bairn’s Book of Crests for a branch 
of the family using the same shield, 
the phoenix holding a branch of 
acorns in its mouth. Such differences 
both in crests and mottoes were very 
common in separating various lines 
of the family, but also showing that 
there is a relationship. Mottoes were 
used, changed, and omitted at will, 
and not always registered. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A black (sable) shield, across one- 
third the center of which is a gold 
(or) band or fesse with wavy edges. 
This fesse lies between three diamond- 
shaped figures hollowed out, (mas- 
cles), also of gold (or).. The crest 
is a phoenix rising from flames, both 
the bird and the flames of natural 
color (proper). 

The fesse is one of nine so-called 
“Honourable Ordinaries,” straight- 
sided figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used to iden- 
tify men encased in armour. It rep- 
resents the military girdle of honour. 

Wavy edges denote some form of 
seamanship in which the bearer was 
engaged. 

The lozenge is a solid diamond- 
shaped figure, and the mascle is the 
same shape, but termed ‘“voided”— 
that is hollowed out so that only the 
rims is shown. One of the ancient 


writers on Heraldry—‘“Dear old Guil- 





lim” as he is called, explain: “This 
is a mesh of a net, which in Holy 
Writ is the hieroglyphic for persua- 
sion, whereby men are induced to vir- 
tue and verity, and so may seen after 
some sort to be caught. The bearing 
of mascles is of greater honor than 
many other charges are, that in vul- 
-~ estimation are more accounted 
of. 

The phoenix is a mythical bird. “It 
was represented to be as large as an 
eagle. It was held that only one ex- 
isted at the same time, and which, 
according to the ancient writers, lived 
500 years, and when her end ap- 
proached she made her nest, which 
latter, igniting by the heat of the sun, 
destroyed her, but out of her ashes 
arose another phoenix. It is the em- 
blem of Resurrection.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearing, and are granted only up- 
on merit. Sable, the fur lining of 
royal furs, signifies constancy and 
nobility; gold, generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind. 


Mitchell Families 


Scores of Mitchell families are scat- 
tered over the face of the United States 
—descending from English, Scottish 
and Irish branches. It is impossible 
for us to touch upon them all, so we 
shall begin with the family of this 
month’s sponsor, George W. Clower 
Jr. of Atlanta, Georgia. His family 
has established the above Coat-of- 
Arms as the one to which it is eligible, 
and no doubt many a reader will find 
it is his also; if not the entire Arms, 
at least the shield, which is the basic 
one of the early Scottish families. 

His notes are so profuse, concise, 
and interesting, that we quote several 
paragraphs in their entirety, and 
thank him publicly for his interest. 

“The Mitchell family, which was 
founded by William Mitchel! of Gooch- 
land County, Virginia, who settled in 
Athens, Georgia, in 1803, has been one 
of the most prominent in the affairs of 
Georgia. 

“Thomas Mitchell. the grandfather of 
William Mitchell, came from Scotland 
to Virginia in the early part of the 18th 
century. His son, Walter married 
Rachel Appling and their children were, 
Thomas, William, Richard, Walter and 
Anne. The son William was the grand- 
father of Frances Letcher Mitchell, 
Georgia historian, who wrote “Georgia 
Land and People’’. 

“William Mitchell (1745-1822) second 
son of Walter and Rachel Appling 
Mitchell married Sarah Letcher in 1769. 
She was the daughter of Giles and 
Hannah Hughes Letcher who had come 
from Ireland to Goochland County, Va. 
This distinguished Letcher family pro- 
duced Robert Perkins Letcher, Ken- 
tucky Congressman and Governor (1840- 
1844); John Letcher, Virginia’s Civil 
War Governor and Maj. Gen. J. E. B.

Stuart, brilliant Confederate 
officer. 

“William Mitchell and his family set- 
tled in Athens, Ga., in 1803 at the time 
the grounds of Franklin College, now 
the University of Georgia, were being 
laid out. William and Sarah Letcher 
Mitchell had seven children, Thomas, 
Elizabeth, Nancy, Appling, Sarah, Wil- 
liam and Rachel, who married the dis- 
tinguished Dr. Hugh Neisler also of 


Athens, Ga. 
“Thomas Mitchell (1771-1852) eldest 
child of William and Sarah Letcher 


Mitchell was born in Goochland County, 
Va. and died in Athens, Ga. He mar- 
ried in Virginia, Nancy Hanby (1775- 
1857), daughter of Captain Jonathan 
Hanby of the Virginia Militia in the 
Revolution and Sarah Dalton Hanby of 
Patrick County, Va., both of whom be- 
longed to noted Virginia families. 
“Major Thomas Mitchell (1771-1852) 
had come to Athens, Ga., in 1803 with 
his father and family and he became 
one of the most prominent Georgia lead- 
ers of his day. He was a Major in the 
Clarke County, Ga. militia; Commission- 
er of the Clarke Co. Academy; member 
of the State Legislature 1811-1815; State 
Senator 1816-1837; Justice of the Infer- 
ior Court of Clarke Co.; Surveyor-Gen- 
eral of Georgia 1823-1825; member Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1839 and one 
of the ‘“Managers’’ for the elaborate 
Ball honoring LaFayette on his visit to 
mae the ‘State Capital, in 


Maj. Thomas and Nancy (Hanby) 
Mitchell had eleven children. Two of 
the daughters married majors in the 
Confederate Army; Giles married 
Sarah A. E. Long, sister of Dr. Craw- 
ford W. Long, who discovered ether 
as an anesthetic; And Archelaus 
Hughes Mitchell, another son, was a 
noted minister and educator in Geor- 
gia and Alabama. 

“Madison Redd Mitchell, second son 
of Major Thomas Mitchell and Nancy 
Hanby Mitchell was born in Henry Co., 
Va. Nov. 10, 1799 and died in Gwinnett 
Co., Ga. on Oct. 20, 1858. His first wife 
was Mary Ann Key (1809-1836), daugh- 
ter of Col. Tandy Key and Ann (Coch- 
ran) Key of Jackson Co., Ga. Their 
children were Sarah Elton, Thomas 
Hanby, Tandy Key and Martha Virginia. 
He married 2nd Caroline Agnes orr 
(1814-1884), daughter of James and 
Ann (Anderson) Orr of Jackson Co., Ga. 
She was a sister of Gustavus J. Orr, 
Georgia’s first State School Commis- 
sioner and founder of the state’s present 
public school system. Their children 
were: James Madison; Samuel Appling; 
Gustavus .Adolphus; Anna Amelia and 
Robert Emmett, distinguished Georgia 
educator who married Kate Carter, 
granddaughter of the noted and wealthy 
ante-bellum landowner, Farish Carter 
of Murray Co., Ga. Their only child is 
Robert Emmett Mitchell of Atlanta, Ga. 

“Madison Redd Mitchell was one of 
Lawrenceville, Georgia’s, most prominent 
leader in varied 
interests. He was one of the backers of 
the company that built the first cotton 
factory in Lawrenceville; was a State 
Legislator and a large large landowner 
and slave-holder. 

“Dr. Tandy Key Mitchell (1831-1923), 
second son of Madison Redd Mitchell, 
was a surgeon with the Confederate 
Army and for 55 years one of Lawrence- 
ville’s most beloved physicians. He mar- 
ried Athella West Simmons, daugher of 
Col. James P, and Eliza Terrell Sim- 
mons and had eight children. 


“Major Thomas Hanby Mitchell (1830- 
1876) eldest son of Madison Redd 
Mitchell served as a Major in the 
Georgia Cavalry during the War _ be- 
tween the States and represented Gwin- 
nett County in the Legislature during 
the Reconstruction Days of 1865-1866. 
He married Martha Amanda _ Quillin 
(1838-1913), daughter of the distinguish- 
ed Presbyterian minister and educator, 
Rev. William Quillin of LaFayette, Ga., 
who founded a number of churches in 
north Georgia and Tennessee. Their 
only child, Mary Eliza married George 
Wesley Clower of “Lawrenceville, Ga., 
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and had two sons, George Wesley Clow- 
er, Jr. and Thomas Mitchell Clower.”’ 

Mr. Clower (George W. Jr.) is in 
the banking business in Atlanta. This 
is a splendid history and one he can 
be proud to own. How wise of him 
to keep it in his files. He also has 
his Clower Coat-of-Arms. 

At the time of this writing, New- 
berry Library, in Chicago, where your 
writer digs deep into its recesses and 
brings out a fund of knowledge to be 
disseminated among the readers of 
this monthly feature,—is closed for 
repairs. Therefore for the first time 
in her more than 10 years of pre- 
paring these articles, she turns, with 
the exception of the above paragraphs 
entirely to her own library. (By the 
way—this library will not be added 
to—nor is it for sale.) Here she sits, 
with her little portable, at the wiggly 
folding sewing table on which many 
of her girlhood dresses were cut out 
and basted, and bringing down one 
volume after another from the shelves 
within reach, (tho the books are not 
in logical order) precious collection, 
the following about the MITCHELLS:

Mitchells were of the Innes clan, that 
the name means “Great.” Michael is 
its “sire-name” (which probably ac- 
counts for St. Michael being used as 
a crest in some cases.) From Michael, 
—‘‘Like God.” The family in co. Lin- 
coln in 1273. 

Fox-Davies’ Armorial Families”— 
many Mitchells as knights, baronets, 
esquires, etc. with the family from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne bearing the same 
arms as here except the branch in the 
mouth of the phoenix. 

Burke’s Commoners, and Landed 
Gentry, have several mentions. Landed 
Gentry gives the pedigree of the 
Thainston family, which bore this 
Coat-of-Arms, as stated in the first 
of the article. Probably some edi- 
tions of Burke’s Peerage also give 
Mitchell pedigrees, but 1905 does not. 

Marshall’s Genealogist’s Guide notes 
references to the family in co. Essex 
in England, co. Ayr in Scotland, and 
co. Monaghan in Ireland. 

Genealogical Gleanings in England, 
by Waters, makes connections be- 
tween English and American families. 

Society of Colonial Wars Index 
name 5 from whom their members 
claim ancestry, the one with longest 
list being Matthew Mitchell (1590- 
1645) in the Pequot War, in Connecti- 
cut. 

Heitman in Historical Register lists 
14 officers under Major, in the Revolu- 
tion (did not try to count those above.) 
D. A. R. Roll of Honor books have 
pages of soldiers by the name. 

The Matthew, in Colonial Wars, is 
written about in full in Mather’s 
“Refugees of 1776 from L. I. to Conn., 
because some of his descendants 
were among the refugees. Uriah, 
son of Robert, was of these. In 1779, 
Gov. Clinton gave permission to his 
wife and her family to “come out into 
the country under certain conditions 
- of an exchange.” 

Georgia’s Roster of the Revolution 
lists 6 soldiers. 

The Census of 1790 for 11 of the 
original states (N. J. was burned and 
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is not in print, and do not own Conn.) 
enters of Heads of families in the 
following states: 

Maine, 58; N. H., 20; Vt., 7; Mass., 
G6e-h. 1: Zt: N= Y.,.40¢ Pema., 1173 
Md. 83; Va., 94; N. C., 114; S.C. 43. 
These include Mitchel, Mitchall, and 
Mitcheil. 

Clements records 12 marriages 
among Mitchells before 1699, and two 
pages of marriages in North and 
South Carolina up to the Civil War. 

Gaius Brumbaugh, famous for 
Maryland Records, gives Mitchells in 
extracts of marriage licenses, real 
estate holdings, war pensions, birth 
records, and census records, of the 
various counties. 

There are 53 books listed in Mun- 
sell’s “Genealogical Index, to which 
one may refer for Mitchells. 

Goodwin’s Genealogical Notes,” 
mostly Conn. families, barely men- 
tions of the name, but we know 
there are many families in that state. 

Dozens by the name appear in the 
Mayflower Index, which means all 
there, and many others, can trace 
their lines to some of the Mayflower 
passengers. 

Savage, in his marvelous set of 
books, Genealogical Dictionary of New 
England” in which he arranges three 
generations of each of the first fam- 
ilies in New England, alphabetically, 
has two pages of Mitchell names. 

Between 1636 and 1656, “Early Vir- 
ginia Immigrants has eleven Mitch- 
ells, and tells who brought them to 
this country. 

Beginning with the Session of May 
6, 1742, and running through many of 
the sessions until May 4, 1774, Mitch- 
ells sat in the Assembly of Virginia, 
according to the “Virginia Colonial 
Register.” 

One of the most valuable references 
in determining when and where peo- 
ple came to America from England 
between 1600 and 1700 is Hotten’s 
“The Original Lists of Persons of 
Quality, with such a long title that 
everyone calls it ‘“Hotten’s.” The

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most complete and interesting record 
is that of John Mitchell, aged 22, who 
is in the list of passengers “24 Octo- 
bris 1635—Aboard the Constance, Cle- 
ment Campion Mr? bound to Virginia.” 
M* means master or Captain. Many 
of these passengers are “prisoners” 
or “rebels,” bound for the Barbadoes, 
and brought from Taunton and other 
prisons in England. These are not 
necessarily criminals, but are political 
prisoners, who would not longer stand 
the government in England and rebel- 
led against it, thus thrown in prison; 
others rebelled against the Church 
and suffered the same privations. 

Another word often misunderstood 
in old records is that of “servant,” 
which is used in this book. When 
young people wanted to come, and 
their parents did not, the parents 
“bind out” their children to the head 
of a family, who would include them 
in their own family, and call them 
servants. Thus—they made the trip. 
Some of the young men brought 
enough funds with them to buy land 
and build their homes soon after land- 
ing. 

Sets of books on many early Amer- 
ican families, such as “American 
Ancestry,” MacKenzie’s Colonial Fam- 
ilies of America, and the Compendium 
of American Genealogy run down 
many different branches of the Mitch- 
ell families. 

American books on Heraldry are 
practically silent on the Mitchell Coat- 
-of-Arms. There could be several 
reasons for this. Those who came to 
America might not have cared to 
keep any association with their mother 
country. Some may not have had 
their Arms registered in England be- 
cause of its being to expensive. And, 
on either side of the water, they might 
not have cared particularly about that 
custom. Also, those compiling books 
may not have been able to gather 
sufficient evidence from those resid- 
ing here generations back, when most 
of these books were written, to in- 
clude the record. In 6 such books in 
this library, there is but one that 
mentions Mitchell. This is “An Amer- 
ican Armory,” 1927, by Bolton, who 
did not always try to authenticate his 
findings, but published a very inter- 
esting list of rings, bookplates, paint- 
ings, etc., owned by Americans, who 
were supposed to know their own 
Coat-of-Arms,—but there are many 
errors—two in three Mitchell items. 

First is a seal ring owned in 1927

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Mass., son of Henry the engraver. 
It is the same as in this article, but 
has no crest nor motto. 

The other two are bookplates owned 
by E. Coppee Mitchell, of Philadel- 
phia, the other by W. Mitchell (pe- 
riod). The shields are the same, and 
are like this one except that the fesse 
(horizontal band) is red instead of 
gold; apd that is an error, because red 
can not be charged on black—only 
metal on color, and color on metal. 
The crest of the first one is a hand 
holding a ducal coronet, and the motto 
is “Pour qui sait attendre,” neither 
of which is registered for Mitchell in 
Fairbairn’s Book of Crests, and the 
motto not at all. The last one is ex- 
actly like the one here except that 
“spernet” is the spelling in the motto 
instead of “spernit.” 

Last but not least to consult this 
time, in this valuable little collection, 
is Funk & Wagnall’s miniature New 
Standard Encyclopedia, for which 
subscribers to the Literary Digest at 
one time paid $1 with renewal. (A 
gift from a friend). 

Seventeen Mitchells are written in 
this set. Three deserve special atten- 
tion. One living at the time the book 
was published, 1931—no information 
now—Col. William DeWitt Mitchell of 
Minn., in the First World War, Solici- 
tor General under President Coolidge, 
and Attorney General under President 
Hoover. 

Another was Maria Mitchell (1818- 
1889), noted astronomer, born in Nan- 
tucket, a descendant of Tristram Cof- 
fin, first Colonial Gov. of Nantucket 
Island (ancestor of this writer). Her 
father William was also an astrono- 
mer. She was the first woman to be 
elected to the American Academy of 
Arts. She was appointed professor of 
astronomy at Vassar College (1865) 
which position she held until her 
death. Her great achievement was 
the discovery of a comet Oct. 1, 1847, 
before she was 80—for which she re- 
ceived a gold medal from the King 
of Denmark. (Wonder if that was 
her only recognition at the time?) 

The third is S (ilas) Weir Mitchell 
(1829-1914), noted physician and writ- 
er of Philadelphia. Many a laugh 
has gone up over his yarns and phi- 
losophies as they used to appear in 
the best current magazines; but he 
was sound. His reputation as what 
we would now call a “nerve special- 
ist” was world-renowned, and _ his 
theories were a blessing to thousands. 

He lived in a “brown-stone front” 
with stone steps and stained-glass 
front door windows, on Walnut St. 
(perhaps Spruce) in the 1700 to 1900 
block (this is a 35-year span to bridge 


* in memory—and no biography handy.) 


Anyway—it was not so far from what 
was then called the “slums,” to keep 
him from jumping the street car and 
landing at a fire almost as soon as 
the horse-drawn fire engines! We 
used to think he was a “fire fan”— he 
would stand there pulling at his little 
goatee, watching as they brought out 
the tenants of an old tenement house, 
some perhaps already dead, among 
them the smoker, who, under the in- 
fluence of liquor, had set his bed afire, 
thus causing a great tragedy. Yes, 
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those of us who were missionaries in 
that section were accustomed to such 
scenes, but we were there to help, if 
needed. Why was Dr. Mitchell there 
—always? We found out when his 
books and articles on the effects of 
injuries on the nervous system ap- 
peared—for he took down the names 
of the ambulances, and afterwards 
visited the hospitals. His was an er- 
rand of mercy. 

A happy Thanksgiving to the 
Mitchells—by name and descent! 


From Correspondents 


Comments on the articles on the 
Italian Monda and German von Rosen- 
berg families have not been as num- 
erous as those on families of United 
Kingdom descent, but naturally so. 
The Mondas surviving in this country 
are practically all in one family; and 
the von Rosenbergs are practically all 
in one section—Texas. They all know 
all there is to be known in this coun- 
try about their European ancestors. 
However there were good stories and 
historical items in the articles which 
must have been of interest to many 
readers. Therefore, as more informa- 
tion has come on the Monda family, 
we shall be glad to give it space here. 


You may remember there was men- 
tion of a very aged Cardinal— the 
last of the Monda family in Italy as 
far as was known. Between the time 
of the writing of the article, and its 
publication, there appeared the follow- 
ing, in European and American news- 
papers: “Vatican City—Rome—Feb. 
16th, 1948. Gennaro Cardinal Gran- 
ito di Belmonte, 96-year-old dean of 
the College of Cardinal died today.” 
Other notes from the papers and let- 
ters from the family were these: that 
he had known five Popes; his full 
name was Granito Pignatelli di Bel- 
monte; the Pope, as a monsignor, was 
attached to the Cardinal’s diplomatic 
mission to the coronation of King 
George V of England, and had been 
a close friend, visiting the Cardinal 
on his death bed; di Melmonte was a 
member of the Italian aristocracy, and 
from an ancient noble family that had 
influenced Italian kings for centuries. 
The Coat-of-Arms was under the 
name “Monda.”

He discovered and excavated the 
ancient buried city in Kentucky at 
junction of Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers. 
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to any mine or stop any truck hauling 
fluorite and with little effort secure 
a generous amount. This is far from 
actual facts. Of the 120 or more 
mines in the Kentucky-Illinois group, 
few produce crystals, some have never 
found any crystals and less than one 
percent of the fluorite is in this form. 
When the crystals are found these 
differ from mine to mine. Yellow, 
purple and blue XLs. being found in 
Illinois, north of the Ohio river, while 
water-white is found in only Ken- 
tucky, with few exceptions. Ken- 
tucky does mine blue and purple but 
finds almost no crystals. To name a 
few mines that have never found any 
crystal groups, Nancy Hanks, U. 8S. 
Steel, mines at Mexico, Kentucky, Ben 
Clements’ Davenport mines and many 
others. Fluorite is found in cubic 
form and to find fluorite in octahedral 
form is indeed rare. We have a few 
pieces that are dodecahedrons. 


Very few collectors have fluorite 
inclusions in their cabinets, yet, Mrs. 
King and I have a collection of over 
a thousand pieces, some very beauti- 
ful and unique. These inclusions em- 
brace oil which is black or brown, and 
is fluorescent bearing the colors of 
yellow - calcite, aragonite, pyrite, 
markasite, chalcoprite, and many 
other minerals. Too, we find “pic- 
ture” or scenic inclusions as beautiful 
as any agates. As one collector said 
it is like looking into a wonderful 
cavern scene. 

Many of the publications state that 
the Kentucky-Illinois fluorites do not 
fluoresce. This is not true. In our 
fluorescent collections of Kentucky- 
Illinois we have about all the colors 
of the rainbow. When we made an 
exchange with the British Museum 
recently they were very surprised, so 
they wrote, to find our fluorites with 
such a variety of colors and as beau- 
tiful in their fluorescent qualities. 
The Kentucky white has a most pleas- 
ing strong vivid blue response. All 
the Kentucky-Illinois fluorite does not 
fluoresce. One must test with the 
various lights to secure a fine assort- 
ment. 

To those of you who cut and polish, 
here is a suggestion. Fluorite can 
be cut and polished into beautiful 
forms. You perhaps know of the 
famous British “Blue John” which 
has been sent all over the world as 
bowls and cups, etc. The Kentucky- 
Illinois fluorite can be cut and pol- 
ished. ‘The Prehistoric Mound Build- 
ers who lived in Kentucky and Illinois 
had fluorite which they found as out- 
croupings. (I doubt that they had to 
mine this mineral). They fashioned 
it by using harder abrasive stones, 
effigies of human heads, complete 
bodies, animal forms such as squirrel, 
serpents, ceremonial objects, even ear 
plugs and heart shaped ornaments. 
At the Ancient Buried City at Wick- 
liffe, Kentucky, there are more than 
three hundred objects made from fluo- 
rite by these early groups. One must 
select the material with knowledge 
and care as one does in any material 
as to texture, color and composition. 

Today there is but one person to 
my knowledge who has made any seri- 
ous attempt or I should say prolonged 
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attempt to fashion fluorite into 
objects. He is a night watchman 
at one of the mines who does this in 
an almost as crude a manner as the 
Mound Builder in that he takes a steel 
file and makes owls, frogs, and other 
animal forms. His artistic ability is 
superior to his methods in that many 
of these objects are very well done. 
He secures glass eyes which in our 
opinion destroys the beauty. A few 
years ago when Mrs. King and I were 
guests at Radio City over the Red and 
Blue networks on a national educa- 
tional broadcast we had several frogs 
and owls sent to officials of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company who had 
been so very kind to us but we had 
the artificial eyes left off. With 
modern tools and abrasives, you who 
are artistic should try fluorite. 

Natural Optical Fluorite is very 
rare in that one percent of the fluorite 
is in crystal cubes in form, and from 
this one percent, less than one tenth 
of one percent of these crystals pro- 
duce pure optical fluorite or to put it 
another way, the total production of 
this material is less than a hundred 
. pounds. Now that the Frazier-Babb 
mine has been flooded and is out of 
production, the mine that developed 
more water-white than all other mines 
together, the annual find will be less. 

This productive mine, now owned 
by the Philadelphia Salt Co., is being 
held as a reserve supply when most 
of the other mines have been worked 
out which will be in a few years. Too, 
perhaps I should call your attention 
to the fact that the Philadelphia Salt 
Co. has not sold a pound of salt in 
sixty years but makes chemicals, etc. 

_ There are three colors of commer- 
cial optical, water-white which is the 
most eagerly sought and in greatest 
demand. This color must be as clear 
or clearer than a glass of water with- 
out flaw or inclusion. Steel blue is 
light blue in color and is used in 
infra-red and other research, and it 
must be of uniform color. The other 
color is light amber-yellow which also 
has its special uses and must be clear 
and of the same color throughout. 
To give you an idea of value. The 
M. I. T. patent for making Litium 
Fluoride, in Ohio which can in some 
cases be used instead of natural op- 
tical fluoride sells at one hundred 
forty three dollars per pound. This 
method takes months to make a crys- 
tal in the laboratory. Rays of light 
go through optical fluorite with less 
deflection. 

We have what is considered to be 
the largest water-white natural op- 
tical crystal ever found. It has a 
rather interesting story in that it 
was taken from underground about 
twenty years ago and is what is 
known to the miners as a “floater.” 
Please understand it will not float in 
water but rather that it formed loose 
in the vug or mud pocket unattached 
where it was found. When Palomar 
contacted all the mine owners and 
others to find a natural optical crystal 
that would make a prism that would 
have 3 two-inch faces this piece was 
in a farmer’s barn loft where it had 
been since he had found it twenty 
years before when he was a fluorite 
miner.—Fain White King. 
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THE URANIUM MINERALS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


A search is now on for uranium 
and prospectors in many parts of the 
country are looking for the elusive 
yellow and black minerals that make 
a Geiger counter tick and fog film 
through a protective layer oi black 
paper. This search has been stimu- 
lated by an assured market for all 
the uranium ore that can be produc- 
ed and by a reward of $10,000 of- 
fered for each discovery leading to 
the production of 20 tons of ore 
averaging at least 20 per cent uran- 
ium oxide. A guaranteed minimum 
price has been set by the Federal 
Government covering all ores of val- 
ue produced during the next ten 
years, so there is every inducement 
for prospector’s to continue the 
search. 


Uranium is a very heavy white 
metal that looks much like nickel 
and weighs nearly 19 times as much 
as water. It has never been found 
pure in nature but always united 
with other substances in the form 
of compounds, all of which are radio- 
active. 


The two most important uranium 
ores are pitchblende and carnotite. 
Pitchblende is a heavy black or 
brown mineral that looks like some 
forms of iron ore but has the proper- 
ty of blackening photographic film 
when laid near it. Its composition is 
quite complex as it contains not only 
uranium but also lead, thorium, cert- 
um, yttrium, lanthanum, erbium and 
radium along with the gases nitro- 
gen, argon and helium. Crystals are 
rare as it is usually found in a mas- 
sive form. The name is derived from. 
the fact that a fresh break often has 
a pitch-like appearance. 


Pitchblende is often a constituent 
of granite rocks and it also occurs 
as a secondary mineral with ores of 
silver and lead and even copre:. No 
large deposits have yet been found 
in this country although it occurs 
with other uranium minerals in the 
granites of New Hampshire and 
og rich ore has come from Color- 
ado. 


The largest deposit of pitchblende 
in the Western Hemisphere is lo- 
cated at Radium City, 26 miles from 
the Arctic Circle on Great Bear Lake 
in northwestern Canada. It was dis- 
covered in May, 1930, by Gilbert A. 
LaBine and E. C. St. Paul who ship- 
ped 20 tons of ore the following 
year in spite of the fact that the 
nearest railroad was 1,400 miles 
away. At that time the principal 
value of pitchblende was as a source 
of radium. and 550 tons of Canadian 
ore were required to produce one 
gram of radium worth $25,000. The 
mine is now operated to secure uran- 
ium and the output is a secret. 


There are a number of pitchblende 
deposits in Europe and Asia, all now 
controlled by Russia and worked by 
slave labor. However, many of them 
are known to be “spotty” so a great 


radium and was 


deal is required to produce a ton of 
ore. 

The Belgian Congo contains large 
pitchblende deposits and has become 
a very important source of material 
for countries outside the Russian or- 
bit. Without doubt other deposits 
will be discovered as time goes by 
and modern. prospecting methods 
penetrate to remote parts of the 
world. 

The most important uranium min- 
eral in this country is carnotite 
which occurs in Colorado and Utah 
associated with roscoelite, a vanadi- 
um mica. It is a yellow, powdery 
mineral found as an impregnation in 
sandstone or sometimes as_ yellow 
masses in petrified logs. It contains 
vanadium and a minute amount of 
formerly mined 
mainly as a source of vanadium. 
However, the Navajoes were mining 
carnotite long before the coming of 
the white man as it was an im- 
portant ingredient of the rich black 
dye which they still use to color the 
wool for their famous Navajo rugs. 


The mining and possession of 
carnotite is now under government 
control and licenses can only be ob- 
tained from the U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission, but most of the uran- 
ium minerals are not considered to 
be of commercial vaime at the present 
time, although they may become so 
in the future. 


Autunite is a hydrous phosphate 
of uranium and calcium that is well 
known to mineral collectors because 
of its brilliant yellowish-green fluor- 
escence which makes it popular with 
owners of all types of “black lights.’ 
It usually occurs as thin scales on 
granite rocks and is hardly noticed 
until an ultra-violet lamp is turned 
on it in the dark, when it glows 
brightly. Autunite is found at a 
number of localities in the United 
States but most of the material that 
comes on the market at the present 
time is from the pegmatites of New 
Hampshire and Connecticut. ‘Ine 
mineral contains a _ considerable 
amount of uranium, but it is present 
in such small amounts in proportion 
to the volume of rock that it does 
not pay to mine it in a country that 
does not use slave labor. 


Many specimens of autunite also 
contain a reddish-orange mineral 
known as gummite. This consists of 
highly radio-active material derived 
from. Pitchblende in the rock sur- 
rounded by a sphere of gummite 
that is slowly forming from it. The 
actual composition of gummite var- 
ies but it always contains enough 
uranium to fog photographic film if 
stored near it. 


The process of alteration that pro- 
duces gummite tends to continue, so 
it is often only a transition stage in 
the formation of uranophane, a yel- 
low mineral usually associated with 
pitchblende and other uranium min- 
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erals. Uranophane is a hydrous calci- 
um, uranium silicate that is not as 
radio-active as gummite. 

Torbernite often resembles autun- 
ite but the color is more of an emer- 
ald green. The composition is much 
like eutunite except that copper has 
replaced the calcium. Another scaly 
mineral of similar appearance and 
composition is zeunerite which con- 
tains copper and arsenic. It does not 
pay to mine either torbernite or 
zeunerite at the present time as they 
do not occur in large masses of pure 
material. 

Throughout large areas of the 
west, especially in Wyoming, there 
are millions of tons of rock contain- 
ing a small amount of uranium salts 
that cause it to fluoresce with vary- 
ing degrees of brightness when ex- 
posed to the very short ultra-violet 
radiations of a Mineralight. If there 
was some cheap way of concentrat- 
ing the uranium in this rock, it 
might prove of value, but at present 
it is of interest only to the collec- 
tor equipped with a short-wave ul- 
tra-violet lamp. However, it indi- 
cates the possibility of finding more 
concentrated deposits in the area in 
which it occurs.

Cleveland, in his dealings with 
buyers found that the banks did not 
wish to handle gold on an escrow 
basis.

It is good to remember that those 


who had a desperate stake in the 
outcome of the campaign just closed 
number but a few hundred thousand 
people. After all, their good or ill is 
nothing in comparison to the true in- 
terests of the millions who really 
make victory or defeat. There will 
now be a glad and eager return to 
the shop, the mart, and the field. But 
all good men may now properly, per- 
tinently and patriotically inquire: 
whether a century’s experience does 
not justify a thorough consideration 
of the necessity for extending the 
Presidential term; for ‘withholding 
the franchise from public servants; 
for greatly shortening campaign per- 
iods; and for fixing election dates in 
other than business Seasons. 


Now that the election is over, one 
or two things are within the range 
of newspaper prophecy. The leading 
men of the country have been in- 
terested in politics far more than in 
the quickening and extension of their 
business. Every effort toward re- 
form which the head of a house has 
made during the last three months 
has been short-lived and futile, be- 
cause the reform or one actor in a 
million meant nothing in the way of 
effect on the whole class. The result 
of a week’s attempt to push his in- 
terests has usually convinced a man 
that there was no chance to do any- 
thing. Now the excitement is over. 
The holiday of the summer has been 
supplemented by the holiday of the 
most disgraceful campaign in the 
history of nations. The men who 
move the world of affairs will now 
set about the task of getting the 
taste of political defamation off 
their husky palates. There will be 
such a renaissance of business am- 
bition between now and Christmas as 
has not been seen since 1880. The 
American people are about to bestow 
gifts one upon another; perhaps no 
other body of citizens on earth spend 
as much generous money in honor of 
the birth of Christ. Besides this, the 
additions of money needed for the

There were some ad- 
mirable ideas prevalent at the time 
of the Revolution. One of these was 
that Kings must go. This notion is 
now so old-fashioned that we must 
have a care or we will soon hear that 
business would be better if ‘we had 
“a permanent government.” That 
was what the merchants told Napo- 
leon, and it seemed to him the wisest 
counsel he had ever had — at least 
he acted on it, and he seldom accept- 
ed suggestions. It is our business 
now to see that in 1888, the politici- 
ans shall be restricted within the 
limits of October and November. 
And it would be a great improve- 
ment, as The Current has heretofore 
claimed, if the two months given 
quadrennially to the national elec- 
tion were set by constitutional 
amendment in some quarter of the 
year less liable than are October and 
November to be critical seasons in 
the year’s trade. Otherwise our 
present system of government is the 
best which the world affords.

not wish to deliver without his 
money. 

The Yaqui (Yacca) Gold racket 
which has been in vogue for thirty 
years along the Mexican border, in 
the state of Arizona and nearby 
states is handled in a very different 
manner. The “sucker” is approached 
by a contact man who tells of big 
leather sacks full of gold back in the 
mountains of Mexico which he has 
seen and no other white man can get 
except himself. He needs a few 
thousand dollars, in all, to buy glass 
trinkets, tin pans and ornaments to 
trade to the wild Indians for this 
gold. If the victim parts with his 
money that is the last he ever hears 
or sees of his money, unless he is 
very lucky. 

The Federal Government, Border 
Patrol, F. B. I. and various state of- 
ficials are very familiar with this 
racket as it comes to their attention 
in various changed forms with the 
general facts always the same. At- 
tempts have been made to prosecute 
the confidence men ‘who practice this 
racket but the records show few con- 
victions.

More Notes on Fluorite 
Fluorite, or fluorspar as the min- 
ers call it, is one of the- most im- 
portant minerals used in steelmak- 
ing. A small quantity varying from 
less than a pound to 11 pounds to 
each ton of steel makes the molten 
material much more liquid and thus 
hastens the removal of impurities. A 
considerable amount is also used in 
the aluminum industry to make syn- 
thetic cryolite, the principal solvent 
for bauxite, the ore of aluminum.

Fluorite has always been a favor- 
ite mineral with collectors because it 
sometimes occurs in fine crystals 
while some of the massive material 
shows a beautiful fluorescence under 
“black lights.” In fact the word 
“fluorescence” is derived from fluor- 
ite, that being the first mineral in 
which the phenomenon was observed. 
This was long before ultra-violet 
lamps were invented, the luminosity 
being produced by putting a bit of 
the mineral on a hot stove where it 
would glow briefly. However the 
experiment could not be repeated 
with the same piece.

The most productive fluorite mines 
are in Illinois, Kentucky, Colorado 
and New Mexico. The Illinois mines 
often produce crystals in the form of 
large purple cubes while from. New 
Mexico there come small cubes of a 
delicate blue associated with barite.

This cast iron may then be 
remelted at this lower temperature 
(2200 F) in a controlled furnace and 
the cycle reversed to reduce the car- 
bon, so that a refined;hard tool steel 
(20 lb C per ton) or strong, soft steel 
(10 lb C per ton) or even a pure, 
soft carbon-free iron is _ obtained. 
Every ton of ore smelted requires 
three tons of other minerals and fuel 
to yield an 800-lb ingot of iron. To 
discover and control these and other 
fascinating techniques of iron in rela- 
tion to its 92 companion elements re- 
quired forty centuries of experimenta- 
tion. 

Herodotus (480 B.C.), the “Father 
of History,” described iron used in 
building pyramids 3000 B.C. Pausan- 
ias, the second-century writer, trav- 
eler, and archaeologist, recorded that 
Theodorus, the Greek sculptor, in- 
vented and cast iron statues in Syria 
in 600 B.C. Theophilus in 840 A.D. 
and Georgius Agricola in 1550 wrote 
their well-known treatises on cast 
iron, wrought iron, and steel; but 
some of our modern writers still de- 
clare that cast iron was first invented 
in Europe in the fourteenth century, 
A.D., overlooking the undisputed evi- 
dence from Asia where Chinese graves 
have yielded numerous dated and fully 
authenticated gray-iron castings of 
the Han Dynasty (206 B.C.-220 A.D.) 
and some from the Chou Dynasty 
(250 to 1123 B.C.) as well as wrought- 
iron and steel utensils and weapons. 
The Field Museum has a Chinese cast- 
iron stove, declared to have been made 
in 513 B.C.; and cast-iron pans for 
evaporating salt were made in China 
in 200 B. C. under a goverment mono- 
poly. 

Mongolia abounds in rich silica 
phosphorus (5-7 per cent) ferrous ore 
which yields fused carbon iron at the 
low temperature of 1800 F, readily 
obtainable with Chinese coal and hand 
bellows. This is 200 F below the fus- 
ing point of copper and 300 to 400 F 
under the temperature required to 
fuse European irons. European blast 
furnaces had to reach 3000 F to pour 
their cast iron. Their iron sintering 
temperature is 1900 F. Undoubtedly, 
the Chinese were the first to pour 
cast iron on any commercial scale. 
They learned to cast bronze in cruci- 
bles centuries earlier; so did the Euro- 
peans, but apparently the Europeans 
did not try crucibles for iron. Iron 
was more difficult to control than 
bronze. ie 


The largest iron cored casting ever 
made still stands in Ts’ang-chou, not 
far from Tientsin, where it was cast 
and dated in 953 A.D. It is 18 ft x 20 
ft x 4 ft and weighs perhaps a hun- 
dred tons. The earliest European iron 
castings exhiZited are assigned to 
1340 A.D. 


But after the application about 
1325 of Chinese gunpowder to Euro- 
pean firearms, especially to large 
mortars, the demand for cannon and 
cannon balls stimulated the founding 
of cast iron. What an improvement 
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these were over wood staves and 
bronze castings or forged and bored 
iron barrels, and particularly, over 
rounded stones for projectiles! 

Iron was known in India at an 
early date and probably was fused 


-and cast more than a millennium be- 


fore Christ. The Iron Pillar of Delhi, 
said to have been cast 912 B.C., is 
now designated wrought iron (0.10 
per cent carbon) welded from forged 
slabs. It is 22 ft above ground and 
22 ft below ground and weighs about 
19 tons. 
ARMORERS ORIGINATED THE IRON 
INDUSTRY 


Herodotus records that Xerxes’ le- 
gions (460 B.C.) carried bows of cane 
and arrows pointed with iron and an 
early medical chronicle describes one 
hundred iron surgical instruments for 
delicate operations; but probably the 
earliest authentic iron specimens now 
preserved are the third-century weap- 
ons recovered from Buddha Goya. 

Plutarch reports that Rome had its 
guild of ironsmiths in 700 B.C. and 
that the Roman dictator Camillus, 
about 400 B.C., commanded his ar- 
morers to produce superior steel ar- 
mor and tempered weapons for his 
soldiers. Their swords pierced the 
shields of the barbarians whose weap- 
ons, bending double against the Ro- 
man armor, were slaughtered and de- 
feated. 

We accord high credit to a sixteenth- 
century Flemish painter for recog- 
nizing and cleverly recording for all 
time the historical truth which we 
modern steelmakers overlook, namely 
that the armorers were the pioneers, 
the captains of our industry, the in- 
ventors, designers, and forgers of all 
iron implements including offensive 
and defensive weapons, up to the sev- 
enteenth century. They were the sole 
iron prospectors, ore miners, smelters, 
and ironsmiths. These early armor- 
ers were master craftsmen and master 
artists who served their generations 
until modern furances and rolling 
mills ushered in our present steel age 
of mass production. : 

In the year 1500 Leonardo da Vinci, 
the master artist, invented and de- 
signed a rolling mill and used it to 
make sheet lead. Leonardo was an 
engineer with ingenuity and imagina- 
tion as well as art coordination. Be- 
fore his time all metals were worked 
by hammering. Thirty years later 
(1530) Hesse built a mill for rolling 
steel hot, but the armorers kept on 
hammering out their sheet for an- 
other hundred years—a process which 
embedded the slag in the metal and 
accounted for the characteristic mot- 
tled effect of genuine old armor. 


“THE FORGE OF VULCAN” 


Jan Brueghel, born in 1568 to a 
Flanders family of art painters, fa- 
ther, brother, nephew, and son, ac- 
claimed to this day among the world’s 
art masters, must also have been a 
mechanical engineer, for in his great 
painting “The Forge of Vulcan” he 
illustrated hundreds of different work- 
shop implements and tools in action, 
without an error or misapplication. 
This Brueghel “the Elder” (1568- 
1625), known as “Velvet Brueghel” 
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because: he dressed in velvet, painted 
in allegorical style the five senses and 
the four elements. On this panel he 
illustrated “Fire,” under the control 
of Vulcan, for the production of steel. 
Vulcan’s helpers are mining iron ore 
in the distance, smelting and casting 
it into cannon and balls, refining and 
forging it under a water-driven trip 
hammer, and fashioning it into useful 
and ornamental articles, decorated by 
etching, polishing, embossing, gilding, 
and damascening. Vulcan (Hephaest- 
us, the son of Zeus), master craftsman 
of Olympus, the Greek god of smiths 
and: the Roman god of fire, Volcano, 
is represented accompanied by Venus 
and Cupid, symbolizing beauty and 
love. As has been truly said, “Most 
of our arts and sciences were in- 
vented for love’s sake.”. Even ma- 
chines may be loved into beauty, for 
love craves beauty. Because the ad- 
mirable qualities of machines are both 
functional and appropriate, they 
should be judged by those who know 
machines or at least by those who 
appreciate their service and product. 
A machine is not a surrealistic ab- 
stract. Trained art critics may learn 
to recognize art qualifications in ma- 
chines and such products of master 
engineers. Good art like good taste 
is an empirical rather than an ab- 
solute criterion and changes with each 
judge’s environment, experience, and 
training. 

The garly armor smiths had their 
own patron saints, Dunstan and Eloy, 
as illustrated in medieval sculpture 
and painting. Saint Dunstan, who 
lived and forged iron about 1000 A.D. 
and whose anvils, hammers, tongs, 
and other tools, differing little from 
present-day blacksmith’s tools, are 
still preserved, is recorded in doggerel : 

St. Dunstan, so the story goes, 

Once pulled the devil by the nose 

With red-hot tongs, which made him roar, 

So he was heard three miles or more. 

To St. Eloy, a horse possessed of 
the devil was brought to be shod. St. 
Eloy cut off the horse’s leg, nailed on 
the shoe, and. then miraculously re- 
placed the leg on the horse, as read- 
ily as modern metallurgists perform 
“miracles” with stainless steel. 

Vulcan dwelt in his forge shop in 
the heart of the voleano said to be 
“the source of all wealth and hap- 
piness,” where the glowing heat kept 
his metals in fushion for his anvil. 
Here he forged thunderbolts for Jupi- 
ter, arrows for Apollo, steel armor 
and impenetrable shields for Achilles, 
and swords for Hercules. Cyclops was 
his “striker.” 

Many renaissance painters recog- 
nized the art service of these master 
armorers, for hundreds of times they 
painted this subject, “Venus at the 
Forge of Vulcan,” and scores of these 
paintings are still preserved in the 
foremost art galleries of the world 
as accredited masterpieces. 


MEDIEVAL ARMORERS CONTRIBUTED TO 
DEVELOPMENT OF STEEL INDUSTRY 
A suit of medieval armor presents 

a complete history of the steel indus- 
try down to our day. 
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From microscopic, spectroscopic, and 
chemical analyses and from physical 
tests of specimens of early armor, we 
find that after all, there is little that 
is new in the steel industry. The 
armorers produced iron alloys and 
many types of steel structure 4000 
years ago which we now classify by 
technical names, from their primitive 
charcoal furnaces, although they did 
not know just why or what or when. 
They did not realize that they had 
ninety-two different elements at their 
service; but they learned by patient 
trial and test that certain Swedish 
iron ore smelted with certain fuels 
in certain furnaces produced specific 
results which they wanted to dupli- 
cate. Today we discover why and we 
control those factors—freed from 
superstitutions and prejudices. 

The Milanese master armorer, An- 
drea Missaglia, in 1450 insisted that 
his new order for steel battle armor 
for Emperor Charles V must start in 
a certain Spanish ore mine, rather 
than in his native Italian bog. Today 
we find that this Gothic breastplate 
carried a 3 per cent natural alloy of 
manganese, with traces of chronium 
and nickel. Nowadays we cold-press 
bulletproof steel helmets from 1/382-in., 
rolled, 12 per cent manganese steel 
(130,000 psi tensile strength) and 
they withstand the direct impact of 
45-caliber army pistol bullets at ten 
feet. Only one out of.every fifty hel- 
mets is tested and these indented 
helmets are issued with the others. 
The recruits who get these proof- 
dented helmets feel a_ particular 
security. 

Philip Negroli, the Michelangelo of 
armorers, tested his sixteenth-century 
breastplates by usings home-made 
black powder and a round lead ball, 
before this royal patron would accept 
the armor. Some breastplates were 
then engraved with acanthus leaves 
radiating from this prized proof 
mark; but the best early armor car- 
ried no engraving, etching, damasen- 
ing, or embossing to catch glancing 
weapon thrusts. Only the late parade 
armor was oranmented and gilded by 
the goldsmiths, and then only after 
such vast improvements in powder 
and projectiles as enabled the mus- 
ket to prevail in that ever-recurring 
struggle between offensive and defen- 
sive weapons, which carries on to this 
day despite the acknowledged suprem- 
acy of modern arms and ammunition. 
More armor was used in the World 
War than in any prior war—more 
guns capable of piercing all armor. 
A modern battleship is a suit of ar- 
mor for fourteen hundred men and 
carries guns that will destroy any 
armor. 

Gothic armor, beautifully designed, 
streamlined with pointed toes and 
slender waist of womanly grace, orig- 
inated at the forge of the Missaglias 
of Milan in the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth centuries, and protected cru- 
sading knights from axe, lance, and 
crossbow bolts, while the ingenious 
articulated armor plates facilitated 
freedom for offensive fighting. 

This .ancient family of art crafts- 
men was honored, lived in princely 
splendor. freed from all taxes, and 

<was presented with the royal iron 
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mines and furances at Canzo. Even 
fragments of this Gothic armor are 
sought by fine-arts museums for ex- 
hibition’ with other masterpieces of 
sculpture and painting. 

Very little original early armor is 
preserved to this day, but such con- 
temporary paintings as St. Michael 
by Perugino and St. George by Dona- 
tello remain as authentic drawings 
and have been reproduced by later 
armorers. 

Edward IV for his Calais Invasion 
in 1475 ordered 1500 full suits of 
steel armor for his cavalrymen and 
horses, and 15,000 half suits for his 
archers. Milanese armorers outfitted 
an army of 6000 infantry in short 
order. A Venetian arsenal stored 
arms for 800,000 combatants. This 
demanded mass production, and those 
English armies were practically in- 
vulnerable for that generation. Frois- 
sart reported that the great.clatter 
of the armorer’s hammers and anvils 
at the battle of Rosebreque exceeded 
the noise of the battle. 

The Colman family of Augsburg 
was the popular court armorer of the 
sixteenth century and tailored steel 
suits for Emperor Maximilian. These 
armorers prospered and were able to 
lend pecuniary assistance to the ever- 
needy Maximilian,who also kept his 
tailor waiting for his pay. But later 
the House of Fugger paid Colman 
4000 florins for a steel armor which 
gave such satisfaction that a further 
sum was added as a present. 

Henry II of France forged his own 
armor in his own atelier. Henry VIII, 
Charles V, and Maximilian I were all 
enthusiastic users and collectors of 
steel armor. Their interests were ex- 
pressed in visits, jousting tourna- 
ments, and gifts of armor. Henry 
VIII imported German armorers and 
set up his forge at Greenwich Arsen- 
al which developed the well-known 
English type of armor. Maximilian I 
developed th2 efficient and beautiful 
type of armor that bears his name to 
this day, ribbed for strength and light 
of weight. like our corrugated sheer 
roofing. Maximilian himself fought 
more than 2000 tournaments in full 
plate armor. He published a book 
describing how to make 30 breast- 
plates and 30 backplates at one time. 

Armor was an investment for fam- 
ily use, like a castle, and represented 
nearly the same economic expenditure 
and achievement. It was a work of 
art which not only hung on the castle 
walls for ornament but was worn at 
court functions, at sport tournaments, 
and in battle to preserve the life of 
its owner. Its extravagant impor- 
tance was reflected by the sumptuous 
splendor of that pageant in 1520 when 
Henry VIII and Francis I met on the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold with their 
thousands of knights in full rich pa- 
rade mail, their horses barded and 
caparisoned for the tournament. 


Armor was designed and engraved 
by master sculptors and painters 
whose names are associated with our 
history of art, such as Donatello, 
Leonardo, Michelangelo, Raphael, 
Diirer, Burgmair, Holbein, Verrochio, 
and Cellini, and ‘forged by master ar- 
morers like Missaglia, Negroli, Pef- 
fenhauser, Campi, Camelio, Colman, 
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Piccinino, and Zuloaga, who were ac- 
corded honors at court ranking with 
the painters and sculptors of their 
day. Serafino di Brescia, armorer for 
Francis I, was received at court with 
Titian; Albrecht Diirer, the mechan- 
ical draftsman, and Seusenhofer, the 
helmsmith, were intimate companions 
of Emperor Maximilian. 

Dr. Bashtord Dean, late curator of 
armor at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, declared that today a complete 
authentic suit of early armor is a 
hundred thousand times more rare 
than master paintings or sculptures, 
as in its day it was more costly and 
highly prized. 

Rembrandt loved armor and col- 
lected fine examples in his own studio. 
Frequently he dressed his models in 
odd pieces, combining, for example, a 
sixteenth-century cabasset with a fif- 
teenth-century French cuirass and a 
seventeenth-century pikeman’s gorget 
—a vulnerable disjunction. His fa- 
ther, judging by the expression in his 
portrait, was blissful in his ignorance 
as. he grasped his antique Chinese 
sword; but his youthful ‘Warrior” 
looks “scared to death” as he buckles 
on his Gothic breastplate over Crom- 
wellian pauldrons, leaving his arms 
exposed, to enter the lists for mortal 
combat with an English hunting knife 
and a visorless helmet. Of course, 
Rembrandt’s portraits live forever, 
but portraits by Raphael, Perugino, 
and Giovanni Bellini are documents of 
authentic fourteenth-century armor, 
even as painted on soldiers at “The 
Resurrection” fourteen hundred years 
before such armor was invented. No 
wonder we prize the few existing 
authentic examples of early Gothic 
steel armor while forgeries and eigh- 
teenth- and nineteenth-century armor 
are a drug on the market. 

The aiguillettes on our soldiers’ uni- 
forms are said to be an evolutionary 
remnant of the cords on the knight’s 
quilted undercoat used to tie on his 
armor. The military salute, with 
palm turned outward, and the gentle- 
manly custom of raising the hat on 
meeting a lady, came down to us from 
the Golden Age of Armor when the 
closed helmet was raised for the nec- 
essity of identification. 

The first steel engravings were 
coats- of-arms chiseled on armor for 
identification and the first etchings 
for printing purposes were said to 
have been produced by Daniel Hopfer, 
a sixteenth-century armorer and en- 
graver. Damascening and fire gild- 
ing were also invented at the armor’s 
forge. The Swiss armorers were the 
first clockmakers. Their craftsman- 
ship and inventive genius established 
a tradition of beauty in mechanisms 
that spread over the borders of that 
little republic. 

How paradoxical that Spain, which 
then had the best ore, produced the 
least armor, but today retains in 
Madrid the world’s largest and finest 
collection of armor, including twenty 
of Charles V’s suits and one for his 
favorite hound, and that Italy, which 
has no good iron ore, produced the 
world’s finest armor and today has 
very few important specimens.
